To  the  Residents  of  Medfield: 


GREAT  BLIZZARD  OF  '78. 

As  the  present  generation  grew  up  hearing  tales  of  the  Blizzard  of  '88, 
future  generations  will  suffer  through  endless  stories  of  the  Great  Blizzard 
of  '78.   But  for  those  who  experienced  the  snowstorm  of  February  6th  and  the 
ensuing  days  of  relative  isolation,  the  experience  was  one  not  soon  to  be  for- 
gotten.  While  many  of  the  coastal  towns  suffered  hardships,  Medfield 's  experi- 
ence after  the  initial  onslaught  was  a  rare  opportunity  to  enjoy  a  slower  pace 
of  life  and  a  winter  as  our  forefathers  must  have  known  it. 

The  snows  began  to  fall  on  February  6th  and  continued  through  February  8th 
with  a  total  accumulation  in  Medfield  of  36",  which  added  to  the  snowfall  of 
a  storm  in  late  January  of  22"  made  a  combined  total  of  58"!   Because  of  the 
heroic  efforts  of  the  Highway  Department,  the  Civil  Defense  and  Auxiliary 
Police,  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments,  ambulance  attendants  and  of  many 
individual  citizens,  the  roads  were  quickly  opened,  emergencies  were  handled 
and,  as  a  result,  the  aftermath  of  the  storm  was  more  pleasure  than  pain. 

Following  a  declaration  of  a  State  of  Emergency  by  the  Governor, 
Michael  S.  Dukakis,  and  by  the  Medfield  Board  of  Selectmen,  automobile  traffic 
was  prohibited  on  the  streets  of  the  town.  Utilizing  school  buses,  an  alter- 
nate emergency  bus  service  was  set  up  with  four  routes  to  provide  transporta- 
tion within  the  town.   In  Medfield,  the  State  of  Emergency  was  declared  at 
Noon  February  6,  1978  and  was  not  declared  over  until  February  28,  1978. 

Fortunately,  the  weather  in  the  days  following  the  storm  was  good  and 
residents  took  to  the  streets  in  record  numbers  and  travelled  in  ways  not  seen 
for  many  years.  Aside  from  the  old  reliable  feet,  residents  got  around  by 
skis,  snowmobiles,  horses,  pony  carts  and  snow  shoes!  Once  resigned  to  their 
forced  isolation  and  inactivity,  everyone  quickly  learned  to  make  the  most  of 
it,  whether  it  was  staying  home  and  working  their  way  through  the  woodpile  and 
the  refrigerator,  setting  up  the  barbecue  in  the  driveway  and  starting  a  neigh- 
borhood party,  walking  to  the  center  and  back  home  just  for  the  fun  of  it, 
stopping  to  discourse  on  things  great  and  small  with  everyone  and  anyone  who 
passed,  or  spending  long,  leisurely  afternoons  at  local  restaurants.   To  "old 
timers",  Main  Street  was  like  Medfield  of  yesteryear  when  everyone  greeted 
folks  on  the  street,  whether  they  were  friends  or  strangers. 

Aside  from  the  emergency  personnel,  the  heroes  of  the  day  were  the  bus 
drivers,  the  milkman  and  the  bread  man.   No  steak  -or  lobster  was  ever  coveted 
as  much  as  the  first  truck  load  of  bread,  delivered  after  the  storm,  and  for 
weeks  after,  any  hint  of  snow  set  off  a  run  on  the  super  market! 

The  cooperation  of  townspeople  and  the  local  business  community  with  emer- 
gency crews  and  the  spirit  of  neighborliness  that  was  brought  about  by  the 
storm  was  remembered  long  after  the  snow  had  melted  and  those  unfortunates  who 
were  vacationing  in  sunny  climates  at  the  time  were  envious  of  those  who 
endured  this  onslaught  of  nature. 
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TAX  LIMITATION. 

Politics,  like  weather,  is  unpredictable  and  who  would  have  predicted  the 
major  political  news  of  1978  would  come  from  California  in  the  form  of  a  con- 
stitutional amendment  commonly  referred  to  as  Proposition  13.   This  successful 
effort  by  California  voters  to  place  a  limit  on  property  tax  revenues  spawned 
similar  efforts  throughout  the  country,  and  Massachusetts  was  not  to  be  left 
out.   In  a  perhaps  less  grand  gesture  than  California,  Massachusetts'  efforts 
along  these  lines  was  dubbed  "Proposition  2^"  and  similar  proposals  were  de- 
bated at  length  on  Beacon  Hill  and  throughout  the  State.   Debate  on  this  issue 
proved  to  be  a  factor  in  the  gubernatorial  election  outcome.   The  new  Governor, 
Edward  J.  King, campaigned  on  a  pledge  to  reduce  the  property  tax  by  Five  Hun- 
dred Million  Dollars  through  reduction  in  both  state  and  local  expenditures. 
The  reduction  in  expenditures  was  to  be  achieved  through  a  tax  cap  and/or  an 
expenditure  cap  placed  on  local  governments. 

Suddenly  some  of  the  biggest  spenders  on  Beacon  Hill  became  the  biggest 
tightwads  and  if  one  hadn't  been  around  Massachusetts  politics  for  a  long  time, 
one  wouldn't  believe  what  was  being  said  or  who  was  saying  it.   The  reaction 
of  local  officials  wasat  best  "skeptical."  As  anyone  with  a  measure  of  common 
sense  knows,  the  best  way  to  reduce  taxes  is  to  reduce  expenditures  and  the 
best  way  to  reduce  expenditures  is  to  stop  spending  money  and  yet  the  simplis- 
tic approach  of  limiting  revenues  to  local  government  was  given  the  major  em- 
phasis.  Little  talk  was  heard  about  rescinding  the  legislation  which  man- 
dated programs  and  costs  upon  local  government  without  its  consent.   Local 
officials  were  somehow  magically  supposed  to  be  able  to  reduce  expenditures 
while  living  with  educational  fiscal  autonomy,  police  and  fire  binding  arbi- 
tration, uncontrolled  MBTA  deficits  and  a  wide  variety  of  other  state  and 
federal  mandates. 

It  all  somehow  approached  the  political  equivalent  of  the  miracle  of  the 
loaves  and  fishes.   Beneath  the  veneer  of  sincerity  echoing  from  the  State 
House  and  the  media,  the  more  serious  philosophical  problems  associated  with 
these  proposals  began  to  emerge  as  the  year  drew  to  a  close.   The  inherent 
danger  of  stripping  local  government  of  its  authority  and  the  consequent 
shifting  of  this  authority  to  the  state  and  federal  governments  was  something 
to  be  carefully  considered.   The  removal  of  local  political  controls  could 
be  the  last  step  in  the  centralization  of  governmental  authority  at  higher 
levels  of  government. 

The  subject  of  local  taxation  cannot  be  considered  in  isolation.   The 
public  must  also  consider  limitations  on  the  number  and  type  of  services 
delivered  by  local  government  and  rely  on  the  private  sector  and  the  open 
market  economy  to  provide  many  of  the  services  which  in  recent  years  have 
come  to  be  considered  public  services.   To  understand  it  and  deal  with  it 
effectively,  one  must  also  consider  state  and  federal  taxation,  inflation, 
and  even  the  effect  of  external  developments  on  the  country's  economy.   For 
example,  practically  all  of  Medfield's  tax  increase  in  the  last  ten  years 
can  be  traced  to  inflation.   The  rest  can  be  traced  to  a  variety  of  state 
and  federal  mandates  ranging  from  education  to  sewerage  treatment.   The 
property  tax  is  certainly  the  most  visible  tax,  but  it  is  the  only  tax  that 
Massachusetts  local  government  is  permitted  to  use.   The  state  and  federal 
governments  reserve  the  less  regressive  taxes  for  themselves.   The  federal 
government,  in  particular,  is  the  most  adept  at  hidden  taxation  when  it 
allows  inflation  which  benefits  the  federal  government,  both  by  increasing 
its  revenues  and  allowing  the  government  to  pay-  back  those  debts  with  cheaper 
money . 
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Before  action  is  taken  to  limit  taxes  at  the  local  level,  the  public 
should  first  consider  the  consequences  of  that  action  and  evaluate  alterna- 
tive actions  that  could  relieve  the  tax  burden  to  the  homeowner  and  yet  pro- 
vide the  necessary  revenues  for  the  delivery  of  needed  municipal  services.   In 
particular,  the  following  items  ought  to  be  considered:  control  of  inflation, 
control  of  the  federal  deficit,  elimination  of  existing  state  and  federal  man- 
dates upon  local  governments,  control  of  energy  costs  and  development  of  alter- 
native energy  sources. 


ELECTIONS. 

Town  elections  were  held  on  March  27,  1978  and  R.  Edward  Beard  was  elected 
to  a  second  term  as  Selectman.   The  Board  met  and  reorganized  on  March  28th, 
at  which  time  Sandra  G.  Munsey  was  elected  Chairman,  marking  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  the  town  that  a  female  had  served  as  chairman.   At  the  same 
time,  William  R.  Reagan  was  elected  Clerk,  R.  Edward  Beard  to  serve  as  third 
member. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  vacancies  on  various  elected  boards  were 
filled  at  special  elections.   On  July  11th,  Arthur  W.  Brodeur  was  elected  to 
the  Board  of  Library  Trustees,  succeeding  Deborah  L.  Storrs  who  resigned.   On 
July  25th,  Barbara  Jane  Tupper  was  elected  to  the  School  Committee,  replacing 
Darrel  R.  Bates  who  resigned  and  on  October  3rd  William  Finley  was  elected  to 
fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the  resignation  of  Dawn  Austin. 

In  the  State  elections  in  November,  Senator  David  H.  Locke  was  re-elected 
as  Senator  from  the  Norfolk,  Bristol  &  Middlesex  District  and  Andrew  S.  Natsios 
was  elected  to  serve  as  Representative  from  the  8th  Middlesex  District.   The 
election  of  Representative  Natsios  coincided  with  the  changeover  to  the  newly 
redistricted  House  of  Representatives  which  has  been  reduced  in  size  from  240 
to  180  members. 

The  Town  had  previously  been  part  of  the  59th  Representative  District 
which  was  represented  by  George  R.  Sprague.   In  ceremonies  at  the  Selectmen's 
meeting  in  early  January  of  1979,  the  Board  presented  Mr.  Sprague  with  a  cita- 
tion and  a  Bicentennial  coin  in  recognition  of  his  outstanding  service  to  the 
town  of  Medfield.   Representative  Sprague  had  worked  tirelessly  on  behalf  of 
the  town  on  a  wide  variety  of  projects,  ranging  from  the  acquisition  of  Noon 
Hill  to  the  construction  of  the  Pound  Street  Housing  for  the  Elderly  and  his 
conscientiousness  and  wit  will  be  missed. 

TRIBUTES . 

In  February  1978,  the  325th  Anniversary  and  Special  Bicentennial  Committee, 
Inc.,  an  outgrowth  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  presented  a 
report  to  the  Selectmen  as  well  as  Trusts  which  the  Selectmen  voted  to  accept 
with  congratulations  to  the  committee.   Total  appropriations  by  the  Town  for 
the  celebration  were  $24,000.  with  earnings  and  unexpended  funds  returned  to 
the  Town  amounting  to  $16,938.  and  an  inventory  of  Medfield  Reflections  worth 
approximately  $5,700.   The  corporation  grossed  a  sum  of  $42,158.84  with  a  net 
profit  of  approximately  $8,500.   The  committee  voted  unanimously  to  expend  the 
corporate  funds  as  follows: 
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$1,500.  as  a  matching  fund  for  the  bandstand  at 
Metacomet  Park 

500.  to  be  known  as  a  Tri-Centennial  Trust  of 

Medfield,  Massachusetts  to  be  used  for  the 
celebration  of  the  tri-centennial  in  2076 
(it  has  been  estimated  this  sum  will  grow  to 
$169,651.  at  6%  and  to  $433,858.  at  7%). 

1,000.  to  the  School  Committee  as  a  perpetual  fund, 
the  income  from  which  to  be  used  for  an  award 
to  a  Junior  year  student  who  submits  the  best 
essay  on  "Reflections  on  Medfield." 

2,000.  to  defray  the  cost  of  an  appropriate  sign  at 
Medfield  Town  Hall 

200.  to  defray  the  cost  of  a  portable  town  seal  for 
use  on  podiums 

3,310.  to  be  placed  in  a  trust  known  as  "Medfield 

Antiquities  Trust"  to  be  used  and  applied  to 
the  preservation  of  antiquities  within  the  Town. 

A  copy  of  the  latter  Trust  document  is  included  in  this  report.  Anyone  inter- 
ested in  donating  to  the  Medfield  Antiquities  Trust,  may  contact  the  Selectmen's 
office. 

The  Board  also  recognized  Joseph  A.  Roberts  for  his  thirty-five  years  of 
service  to  the  town  as  a  Selectman  and  a  Cemetery  Commissioner  by  declaring 
March  17,  1978  as  Jospeh  A.  Roberts  Day  in  Medfield  and  joined  his  many  friends 
at  a  testimonial  dinner  given  in  his  honor. 

CENTRAL  BUSINESS  DISTRICT  BEAUTIFICATION. 

The  efforts  to  beautify  the  Medfield  center  continued  throughout  the  year 
as  various  groups  undertook  a  wide  variety  of  projects  which  had  a  most  positive 
impact  upon  the  appearance  of  our  downtown.   The  Central  Business  District 
Committee  and  the  Highway  Department  coordinated  the  installation  of  brick  side- 
walks on  Main  Street,  a  project  which  was  greatly  assisted  by  the  donation  of 
materials  from  the  Old  Colony  Bank  and  Roger  Rao.   Tree  Warden  Ellis  N.  Allen 
undertook  an  extensive  tree  planting  program  and  was  assisted  through  the  don- 
ation of  trees  by  the  Medfield  High  School  National  Honor  Society,  Arnold  Tofias 
and  Bay  Bank  Norfolk  Trust. 

In  addition,  the  members  of  the  Streets,  Water  and  Sewer  Departments  don- 
ated a  permanent  Christmas  tree  for  the  Town  Hall  Plaza  in  memory  of  Dana  Weiker. 
a  former  Street  Superintendent. 

The  Medfield  Garden  Club  was  active  throughout  the  year  in  not  only  con- 
tributing the  materials  but  also  the  labor  for  the  planting  boxes  and  barrels 
and  for  the  Town  Hall  Christmas  decorations.   In  addition,  the  Club  landscaped 
the  northerly  end  of  Meeting  House  Pond. 

The  First  Parish  Church  restoration  was  undertaken  by  the  Church  and  the 
Town  with  the  assistance  of  a  Department  of  Interior  historic  preservation 
grant  and  guided  in  the  building  restoration  by  the  staff  of  the  New  England 
Society  for  the  Preservation  of  Antiquities.   Renovations  included  carpentry 
repairs,  painting  of  the  church  and  the  town  clock,  rehanging  of  the  main  dccr^ 
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repairs  to  the  stained  glass  windows,  and  installation  of  lexan  protector 
for  the  stained  glass  window  on  the  northerly  end  of  the  church. 

Several  businessmen  in  the  community  made  significant  improvements  includ- 
ing the  conversion  of  the  former  Citgo  Station  to  a  branch  bank  and  real  estate 
office,  remodeling  of  the  adjacent  Page  Realty  building  and  the  painting  of  the 
exterior  of  the  building  on  the  bottom  floor  of  Monk's  Block. 

The  United  Church  of  Christ  continued  their  church  renovations  by  install- 
ing a  brick  walkway  to  the  main  entrance. 

Norfolk  County  Bay  Bank  also  expanded  their  Medfield  branch  facilities. 
The  Gilmore  grain  and  feed  store  on  Park  Street  was  sold  and  converted  to  re- 
tail space  for  the  sale  of  second  hand  furniture. 

The  Central  Business  District  was  assisted  in  its  efforts  this  year  by 
the  Corning  Foundation  which  sponsored  a  visit  by  Mr.  Norman  Mintz  of  the 
Market  Street  East  Foundation  of  Corning,  New  York.   Mr.  Mintz  met  with  local 
businessmen  and  with  representatives  of  town  government,  historical  groups  and 
the  public  to  discuss  alternatives  for  restoration  of  our  Central  Business 
District. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  converted  the  former  police  station  area  of  town 
hall  into  meeting  rooms  for  the  Board  and  the  Executive  Secretary.   The 
Selectmen  wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  gift  of  a  Seth  Thomas  clock  which 
was  presented  to  the  Board  by  former  Selectman  Richard  G.  Connors.   Our  Keeper 
of  the  Town  Clock,  Austin  C.  Buchanan,  also  a  former  Selectman,  willingly 
donated  his  time  to  install  the  clock  in  the  new  meeting  room.   Frank  J.  Bellizzi 
donated  his  services  to  refinish  the  clock.

It  is  the  Board's  intention  to  continue  the  town  hall  renovation  program 
by  redecorating  the  remainder  of  the  first  floor,  at  the  same  time  rearranging 
office  space.   Planned  work  also  includes  insulation  and  storm  windows  as  a 
part  of  our  energy  conservation  program. 

Overall  1978  represented  a  most  productive  year  for  the  downtown  area  and 
we  expect  in  1979  additional  projects  will  continue  the  improvement  of  our 
central  business  district. 

Much  of  the  work  begun  in  1978  will  be  completed  in  early  1979  for  consid- 
eration at  the  annual  town  meeting.   Among  these,  one  of  the  most  important 
items  to  be  considered  is  the  decision  as  to  whether  to  designate  Main  Street 
and  the  Central  Business  District  as  an  Historic  District.   This  designation, 
which  must  be  approved  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  would  protect  the 
historic  properties  in  our  center  for  future  generations  to  enjoy.   The  deliber- 
ations upon  this  matter  will  require  careful  thought  if  the  town  is  to  preserve 
its  historic  properties  and  protect  the  interest  of  property  owners  within  the 
proposed  district. 

WATER  TOWER. 

The  Spring  town  meeting  witnessed  one  of  the  longest  debates  in  the  annals 
of  town  meeting  when  the  proposal  to  construct  a  new  water  tower  on  Mount  Nebo 
was  brought  up  for  consideration.   After  two  nights  of  discussion,  the  necessary 
zoning  by-law  amendments  needed  for  construction  of  the  water  tower  were  narrow- 
ly defeated  by  the  town  meeting  on  a  2/3  vote  by  secret  ballot.   The  debate 
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was  to  all  who  witnessed  it  conducted  on  a  high  plane  with  every  side  being 
given  an  opportunity  to  present  its  case  and  with  an  open  and  free  debate  of 
the  issue.  As  no  one  disputed  the  need  for  improvements  to  our  water  supply 
and  distribution  system,  the  Selectmen  appointed  a  special  committee,  headed 
by  Walter  Frank,  to  study  the  location  of  the  water  tower.   This  committee 
has  been  meeting  since  the  summer,  acting  to  develop  an  acceptable  solution 
to  our  water  storage  and  water  pressure  problems  in  cooperation  with  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board.   The  interim  report  of  this  committee  is  included 
within  this  report. 


MAJOR  DEVELOPMENTS. 

Acquisition  of  flood  plain  along  the  Charles  and  Stop  Rivers  continued 
during  1978  by  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  as  part  of  the  Charles  River  Natural 
Valley  Storage  Program.  Medfield  played  an  important  role  in  this  project 
through  its  insistence  upon  a  program  of  land  management  for  the  area,  prior 
to  the  transfer  of  town  land  to  the  federal  government.   The  Selectmen  were 
disappointed  that  by  the  end  of  1978,  the  Army  Corps  had  not  developed  an 
adequate  program  to  assure  proper  management  and  use  of  the  land,  in  spite 
of  numerous  meetings  between  affected  towns,  representatives  of  the  Army  Corps 
and  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.   As  a  consequence,  no  decision  has 
been  made  by  the  town  as  to  whether  town  owned  land  shall  be  sold  outright  to 
the  federal  government  or  whether  only  a  flood  storage  easement  will  be  sold. 
It  is  hoped  that  this  aspect  of  the  project  will  be  addressed  early  in  1979 
so  that  work  on  this  important  project  can  proceed  expeditiously. 

In  other  developments  along  the  Charles,  Medfield  and  Millis  appropriated 
engineering  funds  for  the  design  of  a  replacement  bridge  to  span  the  Charles 
River  between  Orchard  Street  in  Medfield  and  Forest  Street  in  Millis  in  expecta- 
tion that  federal  funds  would  be  available  for  the  actual  construction  work. 

The  construction  of  sanitary  sewers  south  of  Route  109  began  during  the 
Spring.  With  four  contractors  digging  up  the  streets  at  the  same  time,  the 
southerly  portion  of  town  at  times  looked  like  it  had  been  invaded  and  overrun. 
Residents  of  the  area  are  to  be  commended  for  their  patience  and  perseverance 
during  the  course  of  this  construction  which  should  be  completed  during  the 
summer  of  1979. 

The  expansion  of  the  sanitary  landfill  was  delayed  until  the  Shell  Oil 
pipe  line  which  presently  passes  under  the  landfill  can  be  relocated  to  the 
perimeter  of  the  site.   The  Selectmen  have  entered  into  agreements  with  Shell 
Oil  to  accomplish  this.   In  the  interim,  the  town  is  operating  under  a  temporary 
operational  plan,  approved  by  the  Division  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering. 

PUBLIC  SAFETY. 

During  1978,  Robert  Ripley  was  appointed  to  the  newly  created  position  of 
police  sergeant  and  became  the  third  sergeant  on  the  force  along  with  George  W. 
Kingsbury  and  E.  Nina  Iafolla.   Sgt.  Ripley  is  a  23-year  member  of  the  Medfield 
Police  Department  and  the  Board  is  confident  that  he  will  continue  to  serve 
the  town  well  in  his  new  position. 

The  Civil  Service  Study  Committee  reported  to  the  Board  on  September  5th 
and  concluded  that  the  removal  of  the  Police  Department  from  Civil  Service  was 
not  warranted  at  this  time.   The  full  report  of  the  committee  is  included  else- 
where in  this  report. 
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Ruth  Luke  was  appointed  Animal  Control  Officer,  stepping  up  from  her  posi 
tion  as  Assistant  Dog  Officer  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the  resignation 
of  William  Jennette. 

At  the  request  of  the  Selectmen,  the  Animal  Control  Study  Committee, 
headed  by  Robert  Coulter,  reviewed  the  leash  law  and  the  animal  control  by- 
law and  developed  a  concise  and  compact  by-law  which  will  be  submitted  to  the 
1979  town  meeting  for  consideration.   If  approved  this  by-law  will  replace 
the  two  by-laws  presently  on  the  books.   This  committee  is  to  be  commended  for 
its  efforts  and  for  the  timely  manner  in  which  the  members  concluded  their 
task. 


LEGAL  DEVELOPMENTS. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  amended  the  state  statutes  governing 
municipal  immunity  and  the  effect  of  the  resulting  legislation  was  to  sub- 
stantially modify  the  legal  doctrine  of  municipal  immunity  which  had  been  a 
longstanding  precept  of  the  law,  dating  back  to  the  doctrine  of  sovereign 
immunity  of  the  King.   Under  this  new  law,  municipalities  can  be  sued  and 
held  liable  for  their  actions.   The  full  impact  of  this  change  may  not  be 
felt  ior  several  years. 

By  federal  mandate,  the  town  began  making  payments  for  unemployment 
insurance  benefits  given  to  former  employees  of  the  town.  The  1978  town 
meeting  appropriated  $25,000.  to  cover  the  cost  of  unemployment  benefits. 

Complaints  against  the  Selectmen  for  the  Board's  refusal  to  approve  pay- 
ments for  maternity  disability  leave  have  been  brought  by  individual  teachers 
and  the  Medfield  Teachers  Association  and  the  matter  is  pending  before  the 
Massachusetts  Commission  Against  Discrimination,  the  Massachusetts  Labor 
Relations  Board  and  the  Norfolk  County  District  Court. 

A  suit  brought  against  the  town  in  connection  with  a  fatality  on  Route 
27  was  dismissed  by  the  court. 

The  Selectmen,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Police  Chief,  adopted  a 
schedule  of  parking  violation  fines  and  a  request  will  be  made  to  the  town 
meeting  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  implement  this  proposed  schedule.   Under 
the  court  reform  legislation  passed  in  1978,  moneys  derived  from  parking  fines 
will  be  returned  to  the  town. 

The  major  development  in  the  public  safety  field  this  year  was  the  court 
reform  legislation  whereby  the  control  and  financing  of  the  court  system  was 
transferred  from  the  County  to  the  Commonwealth.   This  resulted  in  a  major 
reduction  in  the  County  assessment  to  the  town.   Hopefully,  it  will  also 
lead  to  the  improvement  of  our  court  system  through  the  consolidation  of  the 
courts  and  the  appointment  of  a  chief  administrative  judge.   A  review  of  the 
Police  Chief's  annual  report  will  point  out  that  the  major  impediment  in  the 
criminal  justice  system  in  the  Commonwealth  is  the  failure  of  the  court  system 
to  provide  for  a  just  and  expeditious  disposition  of  complaints. 

Chief  Joseph  E.  Ryan  was  able  to  substantially  improve  the  department's 
equipment  this  year  with  the  addition  of  a  1951  Pirsch  85'  ladder  truck.   This 
truck,  acquired  at  public  bidding  from  the  Town  of  Wellesley  for  a  cost  of 
$14,501.,  replaced  the  department's  1936  65'  Seagrave.   Through  the  efforts 
of  the  department  members,  this  truck  has  been  restored  to  practically  mint 
condition. 
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SUMMARY. 

While  1978  was  not  an  exciting  year  in  the  way  that  1976  was  with  the 
Bicentennial  activities  or  1977  was  with  the  completion  of  the  police  station 
and  the  Noon  Hill  project,  it  was  still  a  year  of  significant  accomplishments. 
While  the  energies  of  most  town  officials  were  expended  in  providing  for  the 
service  demands  created  by  the  building  boom  which  the  town  witnessed  in  1978, 
the  absorption  of  many  new  residents  in  to  the  town  was  accomplished  with 
minimum  disruptions  of  services.   The  efforts  of  many  town  officials  over 
the  years  has  been  an  invaluable  resource  to  Medfield  in  meeting  the  challenges 
of  growth  and  change  and  their  efforts  in  making  Medfield  the  wonderful  place 
it  is  to  live  should  not  go  unnoticed.  While  it  is  easy  to  overlook  their 
individual  accomplishments,  it  is  hard  to  overlook  the  end  result  which  is  a 
town  of  which  we  can  all  be  justly  proud  to  call  home.   To  each  and  everyone 
of  these  individuals  who  have  helped  in  their  own  way  to  make  their  town  a 
better  place  to  live,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  extends  its  appreciation.

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DECLARATION  OF  TRUST 


WHEREAS,  the  Medfield  325th  Anniversary  &  Special  Bi-Centennial  Committee, 
Inc.  was  duly  incorporated  on  September  4,  1974  for  the  purpose  of  planning, 
organizing  and  carrying  out  an  anniversary  celebration  for  the  325th 
anniversary  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  and  the  Bi-Centennial  anniversary  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  said  corporation  having  been  duly  organized  as  a 
non-profit  organization  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  said  corporation  was  duly  qualified  as  an  exempt  organiz- 
ation under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  purposes  for  which  the  corporation  was  established  have 
been  well  served  and  concluded,  and 

WHEREAS,  there  remains  in  the  corporate  treasury  monies  either  donated 
or  paid  into  the  corporation  as  the  sponsor  of  many  anniversary  functions  or 
otherwise  paid  into  the  corporation  as  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  commemor- 
ative items,  and 

WHEREAS,  we  the  undersigned,  being  a  majority  of  the  Members  and 
Directors  of  the  said  corporation,  have  determined  to  allocate  a  certain 
portion  of  said  monies  for  the  preservation  of  antiquities  in  the  Town  of 
Medfield. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  we  the  undersigned,  being  a  majority  of  the  Members  and 
Directors  of  the  said  corporation,  do  hereby  transfer  and  pay  over  to  R. 
Edward  Beard,  William  R.  Reagan  and  Sandra  G.  Munsey,  as  they  are  the 
current  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Medfield,  Norfolk 
County,  Massachusetts,  and  their  successors  in  that  office,  as  from  time  to 
time  are  duly  elected  to  the  said  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  sum  of  Three 
Thousand  Three  Hundred  Ten  Dollars  and  Four  Cents  ($3,310.04)  to  hold  in 
trust  nevertheless  for  the  following  purposes  and  subject  to  the  following 
terms  and  conditions: 

SECTION  ONE 

NAME 

The  name  of  this  Trust  shall  be  "Medfield  Antiquities  Trust"  and  this 
designation  shall  be  used  in  all  proceedings,  dealings,  contracts,  obliga- 
tions, or  conveyances  or  other  instruments  of  defeasance  by  or  from  the 
Trustees  and  so  far  as  possible  in  all  transfers  or  conveyances  to  them; 
and  when  so  used  no  person  dealing  with  said  Trustees  shall  look  to  anything 
other  than  the  Trust  res  the  Trustees  having  no  personal  liability.   Should 
the  Trustees  be  held  to  have  incurred  personal  liability,  notwithstanding, 
in  any  matter  undertaken,  bona  fide,  for  the  benefit  of  the  trust,  they 
shall  be  entitled  to  indemnification  from  the  trust  res. 
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SECTION  TWO 

PURPOSE 

The  general  purpose  of  this  Trust  shall  be  for  the  preservation  of 
antiquities  within  the  Town  of  Medfield  and  the  income  of  the  Trust  only 
shall  be  devoted  to  such  purposes  and  projects  as  the  Trustees  deem  in  their 
discretion  most  fitting  from  time  to  time  to  preserve  the  historical  and 
antiquarian  aspects  of  the  Town  of  Medfield,  the  intention  being  to  create 
a  perpetual,  "charitable"  trust. 

SECTION  THREE 

TRUST  PROPERTY 

The  trust  res  shall  consist  of  the  funds  delivered  to  the  Trustees  here- 
under, and  in  addition  any  funds  or  property  which  the  Trustees  may  from  time 
to  time  purchase  or  acquire  by  any  gift,  devise,  or  otherwise,  that  is  in- 
tended for  the  above  general  purpose,  with  any  sufficient  designation  to  in- 
dicate intention  to  benefit  the  Trust. 

SECTION  FOUR 

TRUSTEES 

The  term  "Trustees",  wherever  herein  used,  shall  include  the  current 
members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Medfield,  and  their  suc- 
cessors to  such  office  as  from  time  to  time  are  duly  elected,  with  the 
Trustees  or  their  successors  to  serve  in  such  capacity  only  during  their 
respective  term  or  terms  in  the  office  of  Selectman.   The  number  of  Trustees 
serving  at  any  one  time  shall  be  commensurate  with  the  number  of  Selectmen 
serving  in  the  Town  of  Medfield.   If  for  any  reason  or  at  any  time  any  person 
or  persons  contemplated  as  Trustees  hereunder  shall  become  ineligible  or 
decline  to  serve  hereunder,  then  an  interim  Trustee  or  Trustees  shall  be 
appointed  to  serve  by  a  Judge  of  the  Norfolk  County  Probate  Court,  said 
appointee  or  appointees  to  be  residents  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  in  the  age 
of  majority.   Furthermore,  should  there  ever  be  any  change  in  the  form  of 
government  in  the  Town  of  Medfield,  such  as  to  result  in  the  elimination  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  then  successor  Trustees  shall  be  appointed  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  method  hereinabove  set  forth,  with  three  (3)  Trustees  or 
more  to  be  so  appointed  as  deemed  meet  and  fitting  by  a  Judge  of  the  said 
Court. 

SECTION  FIVE 

TRUSTEES'  POWERS 

In  the  management  of  the  trust  property  the  Trustees  shall  have  the 
broadest  possible  powers  allowed  by  law,  including  every  power  a  full  bene- 
ficial owner  might  have  in  the  property. 

The  following  powers  are  expressly  included,  but  the  mention  of  any 
specific  power  shall  not  be  construed  by  implication  to  exclude  any  other 
power:  to  sell,  exchange,  mortgage  or  lease  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
trust  property  for  money  or  money's  worth  on  such  terms  as  the  Trustees  may 
see  fit;  to  borrow  money  on  promissory  notes;  to  change  investments  from 
time  to  time  in  their  descretion;  to  prosecute  or  defend  any  manner  of  pro- 
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ceedings  before  any  tribunal;  to  print  and  distribute  any  sort  of  matter  in 
accordance  with  the  general  purposes  of  the  trust;  to  secure  such  legal, 
clerical  or  other  aid  as  they  may  deem  proper  from  time  to  time;  to  restore, 
repair  and  maintain  the  real  or  personal  property  owned  by  the  Trust  or  to 
develop  it  for  museum  purposes;  to  procure  and  erect  tablets,  statues  or 
other  memorials;  when  there  are  three  or  more  Trustees  then  to  designate  not 
less  than  two  of  their  number  to  serve  as  an  executive  committee  and  whose 
signatures,  when  purporting  to  be  acting  for  themselves  and  their  co-trustees, 
shall  be  effectual  as  the  signature  of  the  whole  number  of  Trustees  for  every 
purpose  except  a  termination  of  trust;  to  act  by  agents  or  attorneys  whether 
or  not  the  acts  of  such  agents  or  attorneys  shall  be  held  technically  to  in- 
volve the  exercise  of  discretion;  to  assign  particular  powers  and  duties  to 
particular  Trustees  and  in  general  to  delegate  authority  inter  se  with  the 
object  of  specializing  their  functions;  to  determine  which  items  of  gain  or 
revenue  and  of  loss  or  expense  shall  be  credited  or  debited  to  principal 
account  and  which  to  income  account  in  accordance  with  business  principles 
without  the  necessity  for  seeking  the  instructions  or  being  bound  by  the 
decision  of  any  court. 

SECTION  SIX 

RESTRICTIONS  ON  USE  OF  TRUST  FUNDS 

The  trust  fund  and  the  income  thereof  shall  be  devoted  exclusively  to 
the  purposes  described  above  and  shall  in  no  part  and  under  any  circumstances 
be  given  or  contributed  to  or  for  the  benefit,  of  any  private  person  or  corp- 
oration, except  to  the  extent  of  consideration  paid  for  the  acquisition  of 
property  or  compensation  paid  for  services  rendered  to  the  Trust.   No  part 
of  the  trust  fund  shall  be  used  to  carry  on  propaganda  or  otherwise  attempt 
to  influence  legislation,  or  to  participate  in  any  political  campaign.   Not- 
withstanding any  other  provision  hereof,  this  Trust  shall  not  conduct  or 
carry  on  any  activities  not  permitted  to  be  conducted  or  carried  on  by  an 
organization  exempt  under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  and  its  regulations  as 
they  now  exist  or  as  they  may  hereafter  be  amended,  or  by  an  organization, 
contributions  to  which  are  deductible  under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  and 
regulations  thereto  as  they  now  exist  or  as  they  may  hereafter  be  amended. 

SECTION  SEVEN 

ACCOUNTING 

The  fiscal  year  of  the  Trust  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  fiscal  year 
of  the  Town  of  Medfield.   The  Trustees  shall  publish  within  six  (6)  months 
of  the  close  of  each  year  a  statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  the 
purposes  for  which  disbursements  have  been  made  for  the  preceding  fiscal 
year.   Publication  shall  be  either  by  legal  notice  or  through  other  means 
reasonably  calculated  to  apprise  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  of 
such  accounting. 

SECTION  EIGHT 

REIMBURSEMENT  AND  COMPENSATION  OF  TRUSTEES 

Trustees  shall  be  reimbursed  from  the  trust  fund  for  all  expenses 
reasonably  incurred  by  them  in  the  administration  of  the  trust  fund  unless 
paid  by  donor.   The  individual  Trustees  shall  serve  without  compensation. 
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SECTION  NINE 

MAJORITY  RULE 

The  act  of  the  majority  of  Trustees  on  all  matters  pertaining  to  this 
I  Trust,  including  the  investment  and  distribution  of  funds,  shall  be  con- 
clusive.  Evidence  of  such  majority  action  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  be 
filed  with  the  ordinary  Town  records. 

SECTION  TEN 

TAX  EXEMPT  QUALIFICATION 

The  creation  of  this  Trust  is  contingent  on  a  determination  prior  to  its 
inception  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  that  its  purpose,  organization, 
and  proposed  operation  qualify  it  as  a  tax  exempt  trust  if  followed.   If  no 
such  tentative  or  advanced  determination  can  be  obtained,  this  trust  in- 
strument shall  be  void  and  of  no  force  or  effect  and  no  trust  shall  be 
created. 

Gifts  made  to  the  Trustees  shall  be  irrevocable.   If  it  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  subsequent  to  the  creation  of  this 
trust  and  the  transfer  of  any  funds  to  Trustees  by  trustor  or  any  other 
person,  that  the  Trust  fund  is  not  exempt  from  the  payment  of  income  tax  on 
its  income  or  if  the  donors  to  the  fund  may  not  be  entitled  to  charitable 
deductions  for  income  tax  purposes  for  contributions  made  thereto  in  the 
manner  and  to  the  full  extent  provided  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  then 
such  gifts  as  remain  in  ,the  fund  at  the  time  of  such  determination  shall  be 
given  by  the  Trustees  to  a  qualified  tax  exempt  charitable  organization 
selected  by  the  Trustees  to  best  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  trust,  and 
this  Trust  shall  thereupon  terminate.

VOTED:   That  the  sum  of  Fifteen  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,500.00)  be  given 
to  the  Town  of  Medfield,  as  a  matching  fund  gift  to  monies 
previously  donated  by  the  Senior  Citizens  of  Medfield,  to  be 
applied  to  the  costs  of  construction  of  a  bandstand  on  the  public 
premises  known  as  "Metacomet  Park" . 

VOTED :   That  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  be  given  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  trust  known  as  "Tricentennial  Trust  of  Medfield, 
Massachusetts",  to  be  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
said  Trust  as  a  fund  to  be  used  for  the  celebration  of  the 
Tricentennial  anniversary  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

VOTED :   That  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00)  be  given  to  the 
School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Medfield,  as  a  perpetual  fund, 
the  income  from  which  is  to  be  used  for  an  award  to  the  .student 
in  the  Junior  or  third  year  in  Medfield  High  School  who  submits 
the  best  essay  on  the  subject  "Reflections  on  Medfield",  such 
judgment  to  be  made  by  the  English  Department  faculty  at  Medfield 
High  School,  with  the  winning  essay  to  be  published  in  the  next 
succeeding  Annual  Town  Report  or  some  other  alternate  general 
publication,  when  feasible.   The  School  Committee  shall  have  full 
discretion  with  respect  to  implementation  of  the  essay  contest, 
the  same  to  be  exercised  in  such  a  manner  as  to  encourage 
optimum  participation  by  Junior  year  students. 

VOTED:   That  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  be  given  to  the 

Town  of  Medfield  to  defray  the  cost  of  a  portable  Town  Seal  for 
use  on  podiums  for  such  events  as  Town  Meetings,  graduations  and 
the  like,  with  any  unexpended  balance  to  be  given  to  the  Trustees 
of  the  "Medfield  Antiquities  Trust". 

VOTED :   That  the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,000.00)  be  given  to  the 
Town  of  Medfield  to  defray  the  cost  of  an  appropriate  sign  to  be 
erected  at  the  Medfield  Town  House,  defining  said  facility,  with 
credit  to  the  Anniversary  Committee  to  be  endorsed  on  the  sign, 
if  feasible,  and  with  any  unexpended  balance  to  be  given  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  "Medfield  Antiquities  Trust". 

VOTED:   That  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  be  given  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Memorial  Library,  Medfield,  Massachusetts,  to 
defray  the  cost  of  an  appropriate  display  case  for  commemorative 
items,  particularly  relating  to  the  Bicentennial  of  the  United 
States  of  America  and  325th  Anniversary  of  the  Town  of  Medfield, 
with  any  unexpended  balance  to  be  used  for  any  related  purpose 
within  the  Memorial  Library. 
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VOTED :   That  after  discharge  of  any  outstanding  debts  and  of  the  gifts 
as  hereinabove  voted,  the  balance  of  funds  in  the  corporate 
account,  comprising  an  estimated  Thirty-one  Hundred  Dollars 
($3,100.00)  be  given  to  the  Trustees  of  the  trust  known  as 
"Medfield  Antiquities  Trust"  to  be  used  and  applied  to  the  pre- 
servation of  antiquities  within  the  Town  of  Medfield,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  said  Trust.

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THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS, 
WATER  AND  SEWER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  Citizens  of  Medfield: 

Herewith  is  respectfully  submitted  the  Annual  Report  of  the  several 
departments  assigned  to  me. 

LANDFILL.   In  anticipation  of  the  exhaustion  of  the  original  Landfill 
site,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  prudently  appointed  a  committee  in  early  1976 
to  look  into  the  future  needs  of  the  Town.   In  1977  the  original  site  was 
completed  and  the  new  plan  sufficiently  developed  to  present  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering.   The  State  was  concerned  over  the 
amount  of  existing  fill  over  the  transmission  pipe  of  Shell  Oil  Company  and 
felt  that  the  danger  of  another  twenty  feet  of  fill  would  be  too  dangerous. 
The  Town  and  the  Shell  Oil  Company  agreed  with  the  State  and  instituted  steps 
to  re-route  the  transmission  of  oil  and  gasoline  products. 

The  Street  Department  will  dig  the  trench  for  the  new  pipe  and  backfill 
over  the  pipe.   It  is  hoped  that  this  work  will  be  completed  at  an  early  date 
in  the  spring  so  that  final  approval  can  be  obtained  from  the  State.   Fencing, 
a  new  gate  and  additional  tree  planting  will  be  required.   The  Tree  Department 
moved  about  thirty  existing  trees  to  new  locations  and  the  help  and  coopera- 
tion of  Ellis  Allen  is  appreciated.   When  approved,  the  present  site  is 
expected  to  last  for  six  to  eight  more  years. 

The  method  of  daily  operation  was  improved  this  year  and  the  entire 
operation  brought  into  conformance  of  State  requirements.  Michael  Gorman  has 
done  an  excellent  job  of  the  daily  operation  of  the  Landfill. 

WATER.   Under  the  direction  of  Charles  Evans,  Foreman,  all  of  the  mains 
were  flushed  again  this  year  in  accordance  with  a  schedule  provided  by 
Walter  Amory  Associates,  the  Town  consultants.   Because  complaints  of  dirty 
water  are  now  very  rare,  it  can  be  concluded  that  the  program  is  worthwhile. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-six  meters  with  outside  readers  were  installed 
this  past  year.  Twenty-five  percent  of  the  2,600  meters  are  now  connected 
to  outside  readers. 

Under  the  CETA  summer  program  two  hundred  hydrants  were  painted.   This 
contribution  of  labor  has  enabled  the  Department  to  catch  up  with  the  hydrant 
painting  program. 

During  the  past  summer  ninety  iron  water  services,  that  averaged  over 
forty  years  of  age,  were  replaced  while  streets  were  closed  for  sewer  instal- 
lations.  If  the  old  pipes  had  not  been  replaced,  sooner  or  later  they  would 
break  down  due  to  the  fact  of  age  and  the  disturbance  of  the  surrounding  earth 
when  sewer  mains  were  installed.   The  loss  of  water  to  homes,  especially  in 
the  winter  months,  was  eliminated  due  to  the  foresight  of  the  Foreman. 

During  the  Spring  and  Summer  the  Department  marked  out  mains  and  service 
connection  locations  for  the  several  sewer  contractors. 
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Through  Vincent  Puleo,  Resident  Engineer  of  Weston  and  Sampson,  the  Town 
iconsultants,  there  has  been  excellent  cooperation  between  the  contractors  and 
the  Town  to  the  benefit  of  the  townspeople. 

New  water  mains  were  installed  in  sections  of  Granite  Street  and  Lakewood 
Drive  to  complete  additional  supply  of  water  to  the  South  Street  area  and  the 
Indian  Hill  area.   Under  the  terms  of  the  contract  for  the  installation,  the 
Town  agreed  to  supply  the  gravel  for  the  backfill  of  the  trench.   Since  the 
Town  has  a  supply  of  gravel  this  provision  assured  a  good  job  and  a  savings 
of  money.   The  Town  also  applied  the  temporary  restoration  of  the  street  and 
Iwill  apply  a  permanent  patch  in  the  Spring  of. 1979. 

At  the  end  of  June  1977  a  crisis  situation  developed  with  the  necessity 
of  emergency  repair  of  the  motor  at  Well  #2.   This  work  was  done  by  Layne- 
INew  England  Company  over  the  July  4th  weekend,  causing  much  concern  as  to 
iwhether  a  water  ban  would  be  put  into  effect.   By  constant  monitoring  of 
; water  pressure  we  were  able  to  get  by  without  the  water  ban.   Fortunately, 
'the  well  was  back  on  line  within  a  few  days. 

SEWER.   State  regulations  require  that  the  Operator-in-Charge  and  the 
jAssistant  Operator  have  licenses  in  accordance  with  the  complexity  of  the 
[particular  sewage  treatment  plant;  Medfield's  is  classified  as  a  No.  5  Plant. 

Last  Fall,  Kenneth  Feeney,  the  Operator-in-Charge,  passed  his  Grade  6 
examination  and  Peter  Iafolla,  the  Assistant  Operator,  passed  his  Grade  5 
exam.   Robert  LaPlante  completed  his  basic  and  advanced  courses  at  Lowell 
University  and  will  take  the  exams  the  next  time  they  are  given. 

Plant  personnel  are  now  able  to  do  some  of  the  plant  preventative  main- 
tenance that  was  formerly  done  as  an  outside  service. 

The  cost  of  heat  for  the  building  has  been  reduced  by  finding  additional 
ways  of  insulating. 

During  the  year  many  tours  of  the  plant  were  conducted,  including  child- 
ren from  our  own  school  system. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  Medfield  officials  receive  many  comments 
about  the  exceptional  condition  of  the  plant  and  its  operation.   The  work  of 
Ken  Feeney  and  his  crew  is  acknowledged  and  greatly  appreciated. 

SNOW.   The  Winter  of  1978  will  be  remembered  by  those  alive  at  the  time 
for  the  Blizzard  of  1978.   At  a  future  date  officials  or  residents  may  have 
occasion  to  know  what  happened  at  the  time.   Weather  Service  Corp.  of  Bedford 
describes  the  Blizzard  as  follows: 

HISTORIC  BLIZZARD 
February  6-7,  1978 

"'  Several  key  weather  forces  combined  during  the  early  morning  hours 
on  Monday,  February  6,  1978  which  spawned  a  Super  Storm  off  Cape 
Hatteras,  North  Carolina.   The  developing  storm  began  moving  north- 
northeast  towards  New  England  deepening  rapidly  as  it  approached 
the  region.   Light  snow  which  had  been  occurring  during  the  early 
morning  on  Monday  suddenly  exploded  into  an  area  of  heavy  snow  over 
Eastern  Maryland,  Delaware,  Eastern  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey, 
confirming  the  fact  that  Southern  and  Central  New  England  would  have 
a  severe  and  dangerous  winter  storm  to  contend  with.   Soon  after, 
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this  area  of  heavy  snow  quickly  spread  into  Southeastern  New  York, 
Long  Island,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  Massachusetts  and  southern 
portions  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont.   Snow  fell  at  an 
incredible  rate  of  from  2  to  4  inches  an  hour  accompanied  by  winds 
which  reached  hurricane  force  late  in  the  day  Monday  and  continued 
through  the  night.   By  mid-day  Tuesday,  February  7th,  15  to  40 
inches  of  snow  covered  a  wide  area  of  the  Northeast  from  New  Jersey, 
Long  Island  and  much  of  southern  New  England  with  up  to  10  to  15  foot 
drifts  in  exposed  areas,  completely  immobilizing  the  region.   To 
further  compound  the  severity  of  this  historic  storm,  the  hurricane 
force  winds  from  the  northeast,  coupled  with  high  tides  on  Monday 
night  and  again  Tuesday  morning,  combined  to  drive  the  seas  with 
smashing  fury  over  Eastern  Coastal  sections  of  Massachusetts,  New 
Hampshire  and  Maine  causing  unbelievable  havoc  and  damage  to  shore- 
line property.   Finally,  during  the  morning  on  Tuesday,  February  7, 
1978,  this  super  storm  moved  eastward  towards  Nantucket  Island  and 
then  east-northeastward  later  in  the  day  with  winds  slowly  subsiding 
and  snow  gradually  tapering  off.   In  summation,  this  was,  without  a 
doubt,  the  worst  winter  storm  to  strike  New  England  this  century 
and,  in  many  areas,  the  worst  on  record." 

The  storm  started  at  11:00  A.M.  on  February  6,  1978  and  ended  at  9:00  P.M 
on  February  8,  1978.   During  the  period  of  the  storm  all  streets,  except  a 
few,  were  kept  passable  in  the  event  of  an  emergency.   The  men  worked  for  the 
first  forty  hours  of  the  storm  without  sleep  and  this,  coupled  with  the  fact 
that  our  three  Mack  trucks  were  able  to  handle  the  stress  imposed  upon  them, 
accounts  for  our  relatively  good  status  during  the  storm.   Another  aid  to 
restoring  normalcy  was  the  ban  by  Governor  Dukakis  of  all  vehicles  except 
emergency  vehicles . 

President  Carter  declared  Massachusetts  a  disaster  area  and  thus 
eligible  for  Federal  assistance. 

The  Corps  of  Engineers  moved  in  additional  loaders  and  trucks  and  paid 
directly  for  them  as  well  as  the  hired  equipment  already  working.   Equipment 
was  worked  24  hours  per  day  until  February  17th  widening  streets  and  sidewalks 

The  cooperation  of  the  residents  was  excellent  and  assisted  greatly  in 
expediting  the  return  to  normalcy.   They  walked  for  miles  to  the  stores  for 
food  until  the  Selectmen  established  bus  routes  and  free  bus  service  to  the 
townspeople,  using  the  school  buses  to  travel  to  the  various  sections  of  Town. 
Fortunately,  electrical  power  was  not  lost  during  the  storm. 

In  addition  to  the  36  inch  accumulation,  there  was  substantial  snow  on 
the  ground  from  the  21  inch  record  storm  of  January  20th.   There  was  great 
concern  that  severe  flooding  would  result  from  a  warm  spell.   Fortunately, 
the  weather  remained  cold  and  the  snow  melted  gradually  so  as  to  cause  no 
unusual  flooding. 

The  Town  spent  $56,000  for  the  Blizzard  and  the  Corps  of  Engineers  paid 
directly  to  the  contractors  another  $39,000.  Federal  Disaster  Reimbursement 
was  $10,203.

SALT  SHED.   Chapter  356  of  the  Acts  of  1977  provided  a  million  dollars 
for  the  construction  of  salt  sheds  for  municipalities.  Medfield  was  selected 
as  one  of  the  thirty  municipalities  to  receive  a  shed  and  it  was  erected  in 
the  summer  of  1978. 

The  Street, Department  continues  to  seek  ways  of  reducing  the  use  of  salt 
because  of  its  cost  and  effect  on  the  environment.   Equipment  has  been  pur- 
chased to  reduce  the  amount  of  salt  needed  to  produce  desirable  results.   It 
may  be  necessary  to  eliminate  minor  streets  with  low  volume  of  traffic  from 
the  salt  schedule. 

Robert  Kennedy,  Foreman  of  this  Department,  is  to  be  commended  for  his 
outstanding  direction  of  the  Blizzard  Operations  and  other  storms. 

SURFACING  PROGRAM.   In  1978  North  Street  was  surfaced  with  one  inch  of 
hot  top  between  Farm  Street  and  Winter  Street.   Funds  will  be  requested  this 
year  to  surface  between  Winter  Street  and  Green  Street.   A  small  amount  of 
drainage  was  also  completed. 

CENTRAL  BUSINESS  DISTRICT.   It  was  a  pleasure  to  work  with  this  committee 
to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  business  district.   CETA  employees  provided 
the  labor  for  the  installation  of  a  brick  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  Old  Colony 
Bank  and  Trust  Company  and  the  owners  provided  the  material.   Street  Depart- 
ment employees  provided  the  labor  and  the  owners  the  materials  for  the  brick 
sidewalk  in  front  of  489  Main  Street.   The  owners  of  both  properties  also 
improved  the  appearance  of  their  properties.   The  appearance  of  the  heart  of 
Town  is  rapidly  improving. 

DANA  WEIKER.   This  man  worked  for  the  Town  in  1920  and  was  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets  from  1943-1954.   Mr.  Weiker  was  respected  by  the  men  who 
worked  under  him  because  of  his  abilities  and  temperament.  In  living  memory 
of  this  good  man  the  employees  of  the  Water,  Sewer  and  Street  Departments 
contributed  funds  to  purchase  the  fir  tree  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  Town 
Hall. 

In  conclusion,  appreciation  is  expressed  to  Nancy  Franke  and  Gertrude 
Simpson  for  their  important  contribution  to  the  successful  operations  of 
these  several  departments.   Michael  Sullivan,  Executive  Secretary  and  Mrs. 
Goucher  continue  to  assist  and  cooperate  in  many  ways  to  make  all  departments 
function  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town. 

The  key  to  the  successful  operation  of  the  departments  is  contingent  up- 
on the  officials  in  immediate  charge.   The  interest  and  dedication  of  Robert 
Kennedy,  Street  Department,  Charles  Evans  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  Department 
and  Kenneth  Feeney  of  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  has  made  for  another 
year  of  successful  service  to  the  residents  of  the  Town. 

Wherever  cooperation  has  been  required  or  requested  from  the  residents 
of  the  Town  they  have  responded  fully  and  cheerfully  and  for  that  assistance 
we  are  all  most  grateful.

We  were  very  happy  to  be  able  to  purchase  from  the  Town  of  Wellesley 
a  1950  Pirsch  85  Foot  Aerial  Ladder  to  replace  our  1936  Seagrave  65  Foot 
Ladder.   This  purchase  puts  our  apparatus  in  good  shape. 

As  in  the  past,  all  schools,  businesses  and  the  nursing  home  were  in- 
spected throughout  the  year.   I  also  inspected  all  new  homes  for  home  fire 
detection  equipment  and  oil  burning  and  wood  burning  equipment. 

With  the  purchase  of  the  paging  system  we  have  been  able  to  cut  our  re- 
sponse time  down  considerably.   This  year  I  will  be  requesting  additional 
pagers  until  every  member  of  the  department  is  equipped  with  one. 

Firefighter  Edward  Carreiro  was  reappointed  C.P.R.  and  First  Aid 
Instructor  for  the  department. 

The  citizens  of  Medfield  who  are  using  woodburning  stoves  should  use 
caution  and  clean  their  flue  pipes  monthly  because  of  the  residue  that  builds 
up. 

Smoke  detectors  should  be  used  in  all  homes  for  added  protection. 

As  a  reminder,  when  calling  in  an  alarm  of  fire,  for  the  residents  with 
the  359  exchange  call  911.   For  the  residents  with  the  668  exchange  call 
359-4411. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  officers  and  men  of  the  department  for  their  co- 
operation and  deep  dedication  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  throughout  the 
year.   I  thank  the  Police  Department,  the  building,  gas,  and  electrical 
inspectors  for  their  cooperation  throughout  1978.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  Police  Department  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1978. 

PERSONNEL; 

After  receiving  a  certification  from  Civil  Service  in  late  1978,  Officer 
Patrick  J.  Caulfield  of  Norwood  began  full  time  duty  on  January  8th.  He  at- 
tended a  basic  police  course  at  Quincy  Police  Academy  which  he  completed  on 
June  30th.   Miss  Leslie  Morgan  served  as  intern  full  time  from  January 
through  June  and  part  time  July  through  December.   Glenn  Smith  of  Hanover 
served  as  intern  from  July  through  December.   The  other  slots  were  filled  by 
Kevin  Glasheen,  Robert  Meaney,  Jr.,  Michael  Cellucci,  Robert  Grover  and  Daniel 
Hutchinson. 

After  many  months  of  waiting,  a  sergeant's  examination  was  held  on  April 
15th,  and  Officer  Robert  Ripley  was  promoted  to  Sergeant  on  November  21st. 
He  has  had  over  20  years  service  on  the  Medfield  Police  Department. 

Dog  Officer,  William  Jennette,  our  first  full  time  officer  resigned  in 
June.   He  was  a  great  help  to  the  Medfield  Police  and  Fire  Departments.   He 
assisted  me  in  several  ways,  most  notably  in  the  ambulance  and  cruiser  main- 
tenance.  During  the  "Great  Blizzard"  he  gathered  canned  goods  from  the 
Medfield  Schools  and  transported  them  to  Framingham  Salvation  Army  for  use 
of  the  flood  victims  in  Massachusetts.   Good  luck  to  Bill  on  his  new  venture. 

This  year  I  am  requesting  additional  officers  for  the  department  to  in- 
crease patrol.   The  south  end  of  town  is  constantly  increasing  in  area  that 
is  occupied  with  the  Colonial  Park,  Pondview  Estates  and  Indian  Hill  con- 
struction, and  it  is  increasingly  difficult  to  cover  the  area  with  patrol 
vehicles.   Added  apartments  on  Frairy  Street  and  North  Street  also  increase 
our  amount  of  calls  for  service. 

I  desire  to  have  our  desk  officer  position,  changed  from  part  time  people 
to  full  time.   In  order  to  do  that,  I'm  recommending  the  position  of  dis- 
patcher be  created.  We  also  have  so  many  investigations  and  complaints  in- 
volving school  age  persons,  I  recommend  a  position  of  Community  Service 
Officer  be  established  for  one  officer  to  spend  his  entire  time  in  contact 
with  the  youth  of  Medfield. 

TRAINING; 

Officer  Richard  Bishop  attended  Prosecutor  School  and  is  now  the  Pro- 
secuting Officer  for  the  Medfield  Police  Department.   Officer  Patrick  Clancy 
completed  a  course  on  Firearms  Instruction  and  is  now  our  instructor  in  use 
and  care  of  firearms.   All  officers  received  refresher  courses  in  CPR  during 
the  year.   Officer  Raymond  Wheeler  and  Police  Dog,  Jerry  attended  several 
refresher  courses  in  K-9  training.   They  also  participated  in  competition  in 
Newburgh,  N.Y.  where  they  won  first  prize  in  obedience  and  2nd  prize

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in  handler  attack  protection.   They  competed  also  in  Yarmouth.   Jerry  was 
certified  in  both  events  as  a  Police  Canine.   Officer  Naughton,  Detective 
Garvey  and  Chief  Mann  completed  courses  in  Arson  Investigation  and  Investi- 
gative Hypnosis.   Chief  Mann  attended  an  all  day  seminar  on  Vandalism  in  the 
schools  and  community  in  Wellesley  which  included  school,  police, recreation 
and  other  personnel  in  10  area  towns. 

"THE  GREAT  BLIZZARD"; 

During  February  when  we  had  the  "Great  Blizzard",  the  going  was  as  tough 
for  the  Police  Department  as  well  as  it  was  for  all  citizens.   Cruisers  had 
trouble  negotiating  the  roads  as  did  all  vehicles.   EMT's  Michael  Cellucci, 
Robert  Meaney,  and  David  Sexton  stood  by  with  their  snowmobiles  at  the  Police- 
Fire  Station  for  a  week  around  the  clock  to  assist  anyone  in  need.   Auxiliary 
Officer  Al  Berry  volunteered  his  time  and  snowmobile  and  checked  on  the 
elderly,  delivered  prescriptions  etc.,  for  many  hours.   The  Auxiliary  Police 
van,  nicknamed  the  "Blue  Goose,"  was  placed  in  service  by  Civil  Defense 
Director,  Mario  Pederzini  and  many  auxiliary  officers  provided  many  persons 
with  transportation.   Twenty-one  ambulance  trips  were  made  during  the  week. 
Most  hours  of  the  day,  the  phones  rang  so  much,  that  2  or  3  people  were  busy 
just  answering  them.   Many  Auxiliary  Police  Officers  volunteered  their  time 
to  direct  traffic  to  keep  the  square  area  safe  for  the  many  pedestrians  and 
for  snow  removal.   Many  people  volunteered  their  time,  four-wheeled-drive 
vehicles  and  snowmobiles  and  it  was  very  much  appreciated  even  though  we 
didn't  use  them.   The  Blizzard  cost  much  money  and  hardships,  but  it  was  very 
gratifying  to  see  how  most  persons  join  together  when  needed. 

RECORDS : 

In  May  of  1978,  we  began  a  new  record-keeping  system.   The  system  was  ex- 
plained to  the  members  of  the  department  by  the  Municipal  Police  Institute, 
an  organization  supported  by  the  New  England  Chiefs  of  Police  Association 
and  the  Massachusetts  Police  Chiefs  Association.   The  records  system  is  en- 
abling a  better  knowledge  of  where  and  when  crimes  occur,  how  much  time  is 
spent  by  Officers  on  assistance  to  the  public  and  criminal  investigation, 
and  other  duties.   After  it  has  been  in  effect  for  a  year,  an  analysis  will- 
be  made  and  many  facts  can  be  digested  to  see  if  we  should  deploy  officers 
in  certain  areas,  different  hours  of  the  day. 

THE  COMMUNITY: 

This  year  the  Chief  spent  several  hours  lecturing  school  children  on 
subjects  ranging  from  drug  abuse  and  safety  to  a  baby  sitting  course  and 
spoke  to  groups  of  parents  and  the  elderly.   Officers  Brady,  Garvey,  Naughton 
Roy,  and  Clancy  also  participated  in  programs  including  safety  for  the 
elderly,  rape  prevention,  alcohol  abuse,  and  safety.   Detective  Garvey 
assists  the  School  Department  and  the  Connolly  Bus  Company  in  school  bus 
drivers'  safety  lessons. 

Chief  Mann  and  Officers  of  the  department  encourage  groups  of  citizens  to 
request  our  participation  at  meetings  to  air  problems  of  mutual  concern. 

POLICE  STATION  AND  EQUIPMENT: 

After  many  meetings  with  personnel  of  Motorola  Corporation,  and  our 
Console  Committee  and  others,  an  award  was  signed  between  the  town  and 
Motorola  to  supply  a  radio  console  for  the  Police  Station  in  November.   As  of 
this  writing,  it  has  not  been  received,  but  should  be  installed  this  winter. 
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Our  radio  system  should  be  improved  greatly  when  this  is  received.   We  re- 
placed a  13  year  old  radio  in  one  cruiser  this  year  and  are  requesting  money 
to  replace  another  that  was  purchsed  in  1964.  We  will  probably  need  to  re- 
place the  base  station  in  1981. 

We  replaced  3  cruisers  in  the  fall.   Two  were  purchased  in  1977  and  the 
third  was  awarded  us  from  the  Governor's  Highway  Safety  Program  in  1975. 
During  the  three  and  a  half  years  we  had  it  we  drove  it  99,640  miles,  and 
it  gave  the  town  good  service.   We  would  have  spent  about  $8,000  for  the 
fully  equipped  cruiser  or  not  had  the  coverage  we  were  able  to  have  with  the 
additional  car.   The  small  Fairmonts  we  purchased  this  year  are  not  as  good 
as  they  were  purported  to  be.  We  will  have  to  buy  full  size  cars  in  the 
future. 

We  ordered  a  new  sign  in  November  to  be  installed  in  front  of  the  Police- 
Fire  Station,  because  the  sign  on  the  building  is  not  noticeable,  especially 
at  night. 

The  building  is  a  great  improvement  over  our  previous  station.   A  few 
things  need  correcting.   The  drainage  behind  the  station  is  not  adequate 
during  heavy  rains.  Water  will  back  up  to  the  inside  of  the  station 
occasionally.  Accoustics  inside  are  vey  poor  and  walls  not  soundproof,  which 
causes  some  problems  during  interviews  or  interrogations. 

We  need  more  custodial  care  in  the  building.   We  had  a  CETA  employee 
during  school  sessions  for  15  hours  per  week  cleaning  cruisers  and  some 
cleaning  in  the  station.   During  July  and  August  we  had  2  young  CETA  workers 
for  35  hours  each,  but  from  August  until  December  we  had  no  help  which  made 
it  very  difficult  to  keep  cruisers  and  the  station  clean. 

CRIME  AND  INVESTIGATIONS: 


A  general  increase  in  crime  was  noted  in  1978,  but  in  the  Detective's 
Report,  it  shows  also  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  cleared.   Larceny 
increased  significantly.   Breaks  stayed  about  the  same.  Many  of  the  breaks 
this  year  were  of  a  minor  nature  or  in  sheds  or  out-buildings. 

In  working  on  the  investigations,  it  is  noted  that  most  of  those  that  are 
involved  are  under  25  years  old,  and  many  under  eighteen.  We  placed  many  in 
the  District  Attorney's  Volunteer  Diversion  Program  and  feel  we  have  achieved 
some  measure  of  success  toward  preventing  a  recurrence  of  the  same  type  of 
crime  by  the  youngster  involved.  We  recovered  $5,000  by  restitution  through 
courts  and  diversion  in  1978.   Several  hours  of  work  was  done  for  the  town, 
also  without  pay,  by  those  involved  in  various  crimes. 

The  Legislature  continues  to  make  it  harder  to  enforce  the  law  and 
suppress  crime.   The  court  reform  law  passed  at  the  end  of  the  Legislative 
session  in  1978  is  another  poorly  written  law,  and  causes  more  officers  to 
spend  time  in  court,  and  created  great  confusion  concerning  a  new  motor 
vehicle  citation  for  both  the  courts  and  police. 

I  urge  all  to  support  corrections  in  the  court  reform  law  to  clarify  some 
of  these  things  and  also  to  support  the  raising  of  the  drinking  age  to  twenty- 
one.   I  am  certain  it  will  help  lower  the  crime  rate  as  well  as  the  accident 
rate.

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CIVIL  SERVICE  STUDY  COMMITTEE 


Co  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

After  meeting  on  several  occasions,  the  Civil  Service  Study  Committee 
/oted  in  August  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  at  the  present  time 
^hey  do  not  recommend  the  removal  of  the  Medfield  Police  Department  from  the 
•fassachusetts  Civil  Service  System. 

The  Committee  reviewed  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  such  action  at 
Length  and  concluded  that  at  the  present  time  the  town  is  not  equipped  to 
take  on  the  responsibilities  for  hiring,  testing  and  arbitration  that  would 
De  necessary  if  we  were  to  administer  a  similar  program  at  the  local  level. 
Such  a  program  would  be  necessary  to  ensure  the  police  similar  rights  as  they 
low  enjoy  under  the  Civil  Service  System. 

In  addition,  the  committee  members  who  also  serve  as  members  of  the 
Police  Department  raised  questions  concerning  the  difficulties  a  policeman 
rfould  experience  in  transferring  to  other  Civil  Service  Police  Forces  and  the 
possible  political  interference  with  administration  of  the  department. 

The  committee  recognized  there  would  be  certain  advantages  to  the  town  in 
withdrawing  from  the  Civil  Service  System,  in  particular  the  quality  of 
candidates  for  initial  hiring  would  probably  be  improved  and  the  time  delays 
in  hiring  and  promotion  could  be  substantially  reduced.   Also  local  adminis- 
tration of  the  police  personnel  system  would  better  serve  the  requirements  of 
the  town  than  at  present  where  Civil  Service  appears  more  responsive  to  other 
needs. 

The  Committee  concluded  that  before  the  Civil  Service  System  can  be  re- 
placed, it  is  necessary  for  the  members  of  the  police  force  to  understand  for 
themselves  the  advantages  of  local  administration  of  the  police  personnel 
function  and  that  the  overall  town  personnel  system  must  be  substantially  im- 
proved to  provide  for  the  administration  of  an  equitable  personnel  program.

We  have  had  several' persons  added  to  our  roster  of  EMT's  to  provide 
attendants  on  the  Ambulance:   Elaine  Boudette,  Robert  Currie ,  Ruth  Gaffey, 
Jonathon  Gifford,  Timothy  Kleczek,  Leslie  Morgan,  Jerry  Placido,  Glen  Jackson, 
Armando  Vierra,  Leo  Brennan,  and  Donald  Lee.   Robert  Meaney,  Jr.,  Daniel 
Hutchinson,  Michael  Cellucci,  David  Sexton,  Edward  Carreiro,  Fire  Chief 
Joseph  Ryan,  and  Robert  Grover  helped  also  throughout  the  year. 

The  Ambulance  had  no  major  maintenance.   We  have  25,000  miles  on  it  now. 
There  is  a  little  body  work  needed  on  the  right  side. 

We  instituted  a  paging  system  this  year  wherein  certain  EMT's  have  a 
pager  and  receive  a  voice  message  to  respond  for  the  Ambulance.   It  has 
worked  very  well.   We  still  need  more  persons  available  for  day-time  help. 
We  will  attempt  to  conduct  an  EMT  course  and  will  be  appreciative  of  any  who 
want  to  participate. 

I  have  recommended  that  the  rate  of  pay  increase  for  EMT's  because  of 
the  cost  involved  to  maintain  EMT  certification  and  also  recommended  ambulance 
fees  be  raised  to  compensate. 

We  had  120  more  trips  this  year  than  in  1977,  partially  because  we  had 
21  trips  during  the  "Great  Blizzard"  week  and  partially  because  of  the 
assistance  we  gave  Millis  when  their  ambulance  was  out  of  service. 

CPR  courses  have  been  held  throughout  the  year  for  ambulance  attendants, 
>olice,  firefighters,  CD.  and  citizens  by  the  several  instructors  we  have 
in  town. 

I  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Emergency  Medical  Service  Committee, 
tobert  Meaney  Jr.,  Fire  Chief  Joseph  Ryan,  Executive  Secretary,  Michael  J. 
Sullivan  and  Dr.  James  Sullivan.   I  thank  all  other  Town  Departments  for 
:heir  assistance  also.

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THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  year  1978  was  a  very  busy  and  successful  one  for  the  Civil  Defense 
Department . 

First  of  all,  there  was  the  never  to  be  forgotten  "Blizzard  of  1978." 
Needless  to  say,  this  presented  many  problems  along  with  many  cases  of  hard- 
ship.  However,  the  members  of  the  Civil  Defense  unit  responded  and  con- 
tributed several  hundred  hours  helping  and  assisting  the  citizens  of  Medfield 
as  well  as  surrounding  towns  that  were  brought  to  our  Town  lines.   They 
helped  stranded  motorists;  transported  workers  to  the  State  Hospital;  trans- 
ferred persons  from  surrounding  Town  lines  to  other  units  that  were  waiting 
to  help  them  on  their  way.   Snowmobiles  were  used  to  deliver  medical  pre- 
scriptions to  different  sections  of  Town.   The  Auxiliary  Police  Unit  was 
active  in  all  of  the  above  emergencies  as  well  as  helping  with  traffic  duty, 
road  blocks  or  wherever  needed.   A  patient  was  transported  to  Boston  for 
emergency  medical  service  that  was  needed  at  certain  intervals. 

Also  during  the  year,  the  Auxiliary  Police  unit  contributed  many  hours 
doing  cruiser  duty,  inspecting  School  buildings  and  grounds  as  well  as  other 
Town  owned  properties.   We  are  very  grateful  to  Police  Chief  William  Mann 
for  his  cooperation,  guidance  and  help  by  coming  to  some  of  our  meetings 
and  informing  us  of  certain  duties  and  regulations  that  would  be  our  re- 
sponsibility if  called  to  duty  during  an  emergency. 

The  EOC  room  has  been  improved  with  extra  shelving  and  cupboards ,  cook- 
ing utensils  and  a  small  supply  of  food  to  be  used  during  an  emergency.   The 
Civil  Defense  mobile  unit  has  been  painted  and  lettered  as  well  as  being 
equipped  with  a  two-way  radio  plus  emergency  equipment.   This  unit  was 
called  to  help  at  a  "Mock  Disaster"  that  was  held  in  a  neighboring  town  and 
valuable  experience  was  gained  by  putting  the  knowledge  that  we  have  gained 
for  emergencies  to  work  under  simulated  conditions. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Executive  Secretary 
Michael  J.  Sullivan  and  the  staff  at  the  Town  Hall  for  their  assistance  dur- 
ing the  year.   Also,  many  thanks  to  Fire  Chief  Ryan  for  his  help  and  the 
sharing  of  facilities  at  the  Fire  Station. 

To  the  members  of  the  Civil  Defense  Unit,  my  sincere  thanks  for  all  the 
help  and  time  that  they  have  donated  during  the  year  whenever  they  were 
called  upon  for  any  specific  detail  or  regular  duties.   It  is  the  willingness 
of  these  dedicated  persons  to  help  in  an  emergency  or  whenever  called  upon 
for  assistance  that  makes  our  Civil  Defense  unit  a  good  organization.

The  following  is  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  1978. 

Seventy-six  dogs  were  examined  for  having  bitten  or  scratched  people. 
These  animals  were  subsequently  quarantined  for  a  period  of  ten  days.   When 
these  animals  were  checked  at  the  end  of  the  quarantine  period,  none  of  them 
showed  any  evidence  of  rabies.   Three  dogs  were  sent  to  the  Harvard-Was serman 
Laboratory  for  examination  for  rabies.   None  were  fouund  to  have  any  evidence 
of  rabies. 

Forty-three  stables  and  paddocks  used  for  shelters  for  horses,  cattle, 
sheep,  swine,  or  goats  were  examined  for  general  cleanliness,  sufficient 
water,  adequate  light  and  conformance  to  Board  of  Health  rules  and  regulations 

For  the  annual  inspection,  a  total  of  92  horses,  17  ponies,  17  cattle, 
28  sheep  and  9  goats  were  inspected  for,  and  appeared  to  be  free  from  any 
communicable  diseases.

WATER; 

Of  primary  concern  to  the  Board  in  1978  was  the  design  and  construction 
of  a  new  water  storage  facility.   A  hearing  before  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals  requesting  a  Special  Permit  for  municipal  use  and  a  variance  for 
height  to  construct  the  storage  tank  on  Town  owned  land  at  Mt.  Nebo  resulted 
in  denial  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals.   That  Board  in  its  findings  stated 
that  the  proposed  facility  did  not  meet  a  hardship  requirement  and  that  it 
would  not  be  aesthetically  compatible  with  the  neighborhood.   The  Water  and 
Sewerage  Board  reviewed  its  position  on  location  of  the  next  storage  facility 
and  again  concluded  that  Mt.  Nebo  is  the  preferred  location.   As  a  result,  the 
Board  sponsored  an  article  in  the  Special  Town  Meetirfg  within  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  requesting  changes  in  the  zoning  to  allgw  water  storage  tank  con- 
struction without  a  variance  but  with  a  special  permit.   The  Special  Town 
Meeting  defeated  the  necessary  2/3  vote  by  45  votes.  .  Discussion  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  led  to  a  formation  of  a  Blue  Ribbon  Water  Tower  Study 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  study  an  acceptable  location  for  the 
storage  tank.   John  A.  Rose,  Jr.  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  was  appoint- 
ed liaison  to  that  Committee.   The  Committee  felt  it  was  necessary  to  review 
the  entire  water  system  in  order  to  select  a  site  location.   The  Water  and 
Sewerage  Board  has  furnished  the  Committee  with  all  available  information  re- 
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quested  and  is  attempting  to  furnish  detailed  supplemental  information  re- 
quested.  To  date  the  Committee  has  not  formalized  a  report  on  its  findings. 
It  is  hoped  that  they  may  develop  a  position  prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing of  1979  so  that  we  may  proceed  with  construction  of  this  much  needed 
facility.   With  rapidly  escalating  construction  costs  and  water  consumption 
requirements,  we  must  rapidly  move  this  program  along. 

In  order  to  maintain  water  of  the  highest  quality  possible,  the  water 
main  flushing  program,  started  in  1977,  was  continued.   We,  again,  thank  the 
Water  Department  personnel  for  the  long  nights  required  to  carry  out  this 
program. 

Although  we  were  able  to  meet  the  Town's  water  requirements  without  in- 
stituting a  water  ban,  it  was  touch  and  go  during  a  three  week  period  during 
the  summer.   The  Board  was  briefed  on  a  daily  basis  by  Foreman  Charles  Evans. 
We  hope  that  all  residents  will  continue  conserving  water  at  all  times  and 
carefully  monitor  their  consumption  during  summer  dry  periods. 

In  conformance  with  the  "Safe  Drinking  Water  Act"  our  water  quality  is 
tested  at  various  locations  in  Town  on  a  twice  monthly  basis.   We  are  pleased 
to  state  that  our  water  quality  has  consistently  met  the  highest  standards. 

In  accordance  with  favorable  town  meeting  action,  a  new  12"  diameter 
water  main  was  installed  in  Granite  Street  connecting  the  southerly  end  of 
the  Colonial  Park  Estates  development  with  the  recently  installed  12"  dia- 
meter main  in  Rocky  Lane.   Additionally,  8"  diameter  mains  were  installed 
in  Lakewood  Drive  and  Stagecoach  Road.   These  additions  are  helping  to  pro- 
vide better  water  distribution  to  the  southerly  areas  of  Town. 

During  the  street  sewer  installation  program,  the  Water  Department  used 
the  opportunity  to  replace  numerous  old  water  services  from  the  street  main 
to  the  street  sideline.   These  actions  are  designed  to  minimize  street  pave- 
ment openings  after  the  streets  are  repaved  at  the  completion  of  the  sewer 
installation. 

Our  continuing  search  for  a  new  well  site  progressed  with  further  ground 
water  reconnaissance  in  the  late  fall.   Two  potential  sites  have  been  lo- 
cated, one  of  which  is  located  essentially  on  Town  owned  land.   Further  test 
pumping  and  water  quality  analysis  is  required  before  a  final  site  selection 
is  made. 

Once  again  the  assistance  and  dedication  of  Water  Department  personnel, 
Thomas  LaPlante,  James  Gorman,  Paul  Vezina,  Jr.  and  Alan  Evans  is  sincerely 
acknowledged. 

SEWER: 

As  was  obvious  to  anyone  driving  around  town  this  summer  and  fall,  a 
significant  street  sewer  program  was  underway.   The  Board  awarded  contracts, 
on  March  14,  1978,  for  the  construction  of  Phase  I  interceptor  and  street 
sewer  project.   Contract  #1,  the  Charles  River,  Horse  Brook,  Sewall  Brook 
Interceptor  was  awarded  to  D.  DiMartino  Construction  Corporation  of  Franklin. 
Contract  //2 ,  South  Plain  Sewers,  was  awarded  to  Pitt  Pipeline  Company  of 
Waltham.   Contract  #3,  Woodland  Sewers,  was  awarded  to  P.  Gioioso  &  Sons,  Inc. 
of  Hyde  Park.   Contract  #4,  Hillcrest  Sewers,  was  awarded  to  Main  Line  Con- 
struction Company  of  Walpole.   All  contractors  began  construction  in  April. 

The  project  is  67%  complete,  with  approximately  49,300  linear  feet 
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(9.3  miles)  of  sewers  being  installed.   Payments  of  $2,719,000  have  been 
made  for  the  work  completed.   The  State  and  Federal  Governmente  have  processed 
grant  payments  of  $1,550,000  to  the  Town. 

The  streets  where  sewers  have  already  been  installed  will  receive  final 
paving  in  the  spring  of  1979.   All  work  for  the  project  is  estimated  to  be 
completed  by  Septamber  1979. 

The  201  Sewer  Facility  Plan  Update  approved  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of 
1978  ran  into  stumbling  blocks  as  the  year  progressed.   New  Federal  EPA  rules 
and  changes  to  existing  rules  required  that  a  significantly  more  comprehensive 
and  more  costly  update  be  made.   The  Board  and  its  consultants,  Weston  and 
Sampson  Engineers,  concurred  that  the  new  requirements  seemed  grossly  unfair 
to  a  town  which  has  a  proven  and  highly  acceptable  waste  water  discharge. 
As  a  result  a  meeting  with  EPA  and  state  officials  is  scheduled  for  early 
January  1979.   At  this  meeting,  the  Board  will  attempt  to  make  several  points 
in  favor  of  eliminating  the  need  for  the  update  entirely.   We  intend  to  show 
that  recent  EPA  regulations  have  essentially  halted  further  sewer  construc- 
tion in  Medfield  after  completion  of  the  Phase  I  program  now  in  progress. 
The  result  is  that  we  will  have  a  substantially  lower  projected  sewage  flow 
which  our  existing  plant  can  handle  without  difficulty.   Since  these  reg- 
ulations have  also  reduced  projected  flows  f rom  Millis ,  it  now  appears  that 
a  tie  between  the  towns  may  be  feasible  without  plant  expansion.   The  Board 
is  attempting  to  negotiate  the  most  favorable  solution  to  the  mandated  con- 
nection.  Any  decision  to  accept  flow  from  Millis  will  require  an  inter- 
municipal  agreement  acceptable  to  the  Town  Meetings  of  both  towns. 

A  study  of  septage  monitoring  and  cost  analysis  was  completed  by  a  team 
from  the  University  of  Lowell.   The  results  of  the  study  have  assisted  both 
the  Treatment  Plant  operators  and  the  Board  is  assessing  septage  acceptance 
and  treatment  cost.   A  formalized  publication  will  be  made  by  the  EPA  in 
1979. 

The  Board  has  recently  been  notified  that  a  study  on  septage  dewatering 
will  be  made  by  the  University  of  Lowell  at  our  Plant  under  an  EPA  grant. 
These  studies  performed  at  essentially  no  cost  to  the  Town  are  most  de- 
sirable. 

Our  plant  was  also  selected  to  host  a  student,  from  a  waste  water  treat- 
ment school  in  Maine,  who  spent  a  month  at  on-the-job  training  with  our  staff. 
This  program  is  again  of  no  cost  to  the  Town  yet  provides  both  physical 
assistance  and  inherently  furthers  the  knowledge  of  our  operators. 

Our  Treatment  Plant  operators  have  themselves  furthered  their  knowledge 
as  evidenced  by  Kenneth  Feeney,  Chief  Operator  achieving  a  most  sought  after 
Grade  6  Operator's  License.   Assistant  Chief  Operator,  Peter  Tafolla, 
completed  requirements  and  received  a  Grade  5  License  and  staff  member,  Robert 
LaPlante,  completed  the  Basic  and  Advanced  Waste  Water  Treatment  course  at 
the  University  of  Lowell.  The  Town  is  most  fortunate  to  have  such  know- 
ledgeable and  dedicated  personnel. 
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The  Board  expresses  its  sincere  thanks  to  all  Water  and  Sewer  Department 
personnel,  Board  Secretary,  Mrs.  Simpson,  Superintendent  Bill  McCarthy  and 
Foreman,  Charles  H.  Evans.   We,  also  thank  Highway  Foreman,  Bob  Kennedy, 
Chief  of  Police,  Bill  Mann,  and  their  staffs,  who  have  been  of  great  assist- 
ance during  our  sewer  construction  program  and  we  acknowledge  the  cooperation 
of  all  Town  boards  and  officials  who  have  assisted  in  the  discharge  of  our 
responsibilities  throughout  the  year.

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THE  WATER  TOWER  STUDY  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  Water  Tower  Study  Committee  was  appointed  during  the  summer  of  1978. 
The  Committee  met  regularly  every  other  week  during  the  summer  and  fall.   Its 
original  purpose  was  to  study  the  Town's  need  for  a  water  tower  for  storage, 
for  additional  water  pressure  for  certain  areas  of  the  town  located  at  high 
elevations,  and  for  improved  fire  protection. 

As  study  progressed  it  became  evident  that  the  technical  aspects  of  de- 
termining the  Town's  water  needs  were  somewhat  beyond  many  of  the  committee's 
members'  capabilities,  considering  their  limited  exposure  to  the  type  of  in- 
formation they  had  at  their  disposal.   The  Committee  is  fortunate  in  having 
several  members  with  engineering  backgrounds,  who  have  kept  the  committee 
from  drawing  hasty  conclusions. 

In  seeking  further  information,  meetings  were  held  with  the  Water  &  Sewer 
Board,  and  all  other  Town  Boards  and  employees  intimately  familiar  with  water 
problems,  and  Mr.   Walter  Amory,  the  engineer  upon  whose  report  the  needs 
were  outlined  to  the  1978  Annual  Town  Meeting.   As  is  known,  the  proposal  for 
a  Water  Tower  did  not  carry  at  that  Town  Meeting. 

The  Committee  determined  that  its  study,  were  it  to  be  a  truly  meaningful 
effort,  should  be  independent  and  comprehensive  in  nature,  including  other 
considerations  than  those  pertaining  purely  to  the  construction  of  a  Water 
Tower  on  a  particular  site.   Instead,  the  study  encompassed  other  altern- 
atives, such  as  constructing  a  standpipe  as  against  a  tower,  constructing  a 
low  level  storage  tank  with  accompanying  pumps,  developing  additional  wells 
and  cleaning  the  major  water  mains.   Also,  various  alternate  sites  were  con- 
sidered for  tower,  standpipe,  or  low  level  tank  location,  and  cost  estimates 
were  made  for  the  sake  of  recognizing  economy,  both  of  installation  and  of 
long  term  operation. 

As  the  year  drew  to  a  close,  the  Committee  was  waiting  to  hold  further 
meetings  with  the  Water  &  Sewer  Board  to  clear  up  many  of  the  questions  which 
remained  unresolved,  including  the  outcome  of  a  joint  effort  toward  testing 
various  aspects  of  the  town's  present  water  system,  and  computerizing  the 
results. 

Since  its  inception  the  Committee  has  been  in  a  seemingly  difficult 
position  regarding  its  findings,  and  what  these  findings  might  lead  to  as 
ultimate  conclusions,  especially  should  these  conclusions  differ  from  those 
of  the  Water  &  Sewer  Board.   However,  the  Committee  is  most  pleased  to  re- 
port that  the  attitudes  of  the  members  of  the  Water  &  Sewer  Board,  and  other 
officials  and  employees  of  the  Town  have  been  thoroughly  positive,  coopera- 
tive, and  generous,  placing  the  determination  of  the  Town's  water  needs  and 
their  solutions  above  individual  preferences,  which  is  likewise  the  attitude 
of  this  Committee. 

The  Committee  is  confident  that  a  recommendation  will  be  arrived  at 
which  will  be,  not  only  acceptable  to  the  town,  but  foremost,  in  its  very 
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best  interests. 

The  Committee  is  grateful  to  Mr,  Donald  J.  MacDonald,  liaison  member 
from  the  Planning  Board  who  unfortunately  had  to  resign  from  the  Committee 
due  to  other  pressures.   Also,  we  thank  the  Town  Boards,  and  employees  for 
their  efforts  in  our  behalf.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  Medfield  Planning  Board  hereby  submits  its  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1978. 

RESIDENTIAL  GROWTH  OF  TOWN; 

The  Planning  Board,  as  authorized  under  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws, 
approved  two  Definitive  Plans;  one  for  the  Westbridge  Subdivision  off  Bridge 
Street,  containing  2  7  lots,  and  one  for  Pondview  Estates  off  High  Street, 
containing  33  lots. 

The  Board  released  13  lots  for  building,  all  within  the  Colonial  Park 
Subdivision,  and  signed  41  plans  that  did  not  come  under  the  Subdivision 
Control  Law. 

A  table  is  included  indicating  subdivision  lots  approved  for  building 
and  the  number  of  lots  remaining  in  each  subdivision  to  be  built.   The  table 
covers  active  subdivisions.

UPDATING  OF  ZONING  BYLAW; 

Concerns  of  the  businessmen  prompted  the  Planning  Board  to  dedicate  this 
year's  activities  to  redefining  the  goals  and  objectives  of  achieving  a  more 
coherent  and  architecturally  satisfying  Central  Business  District.   The 
economic  vitality  of  the  Central  Business  District  has  been  a  fundamental 
consideration  in  this  analysis  of  appropriate  zoning  changes  which,  it  is 
anticipated,  will  assist  in  stimulating  a  more  positive  attitude  about  re- 
developing the  CBD.   To  achieve  these  positive  results  the  Planning  Board 
was  assisted  by  Sasaki  Associates  to  develop  an  approach  for  maintaining  the 
character  of  the  Central  Business  District  while  providing  feasible  altern- 
atives to  its  further  development.   This,  coupled  with  meetings  with  the 
businessmen,  other  town  committees  and  interested  citizens,  has  provided  the 
basis  for  the  innovative  approaches  to  be  presented  at  this  year's  Town 
Meeting. 

SITE  PLAN  REVIEW; 

With  the  acceptance  of  Section  808  of  the  Acts  of  1975  at  last  year's 
Town  Meeting,  the  Planning  Board  is  now  participating  in  the  site  plan  re- 
view of  all  apartment,  commercial  and  industrial  developments  as  well  as  the 
review  of  subdivisions.   This  new  review  process  has  engendered  a  new  spirit 
of  cooperation  which  should  result  in  new  developments  that  are  more  accept- 
able and  in  keeping  with  the  desires  of  the  community.   While  the  site  plan 
review  has  provided  additional  engineering  assistance  to  the  developers,  it 
has  also  provided  a  forum  for  discussing  the  architectural  considerations  as 
well.   This  is  a  significant  step  in  the  further  implementation  of  the 
Planning  Board's  involvement  which  should  result  in  better  development  for 
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the  town.   Among  the  site  plans  reviewed  have  been  Meadowview  Apartments, 
Bay  Bank/Norfolk  County  Trust,  Medfield  Village  Extension,  Old  Colony  Bank, 
Commercial  Site  on  North  Street,  an  Industrial  Site  on  West  Street  and  the 
Flatley  complex  on  Main  Street. 

SIGNS: 

The  results  of  the  more  stringent  Sign  Bylaw  are  beginning  to  show. 
During  1978  the  Board  reviewed  eight  sign  applications  and  would  like  to 
applaud  the  cooperation  shown. 

The  Board  appointed  Helen  Weinert,  David  Choate,  Allen  Daniels  and 
Philip  Bonnano  to  the  Sign  Advisory  Board.   Other  Board  members  are  Daniel 
V.  Fritzsche,  Roy  Watson  and  Donald  Harding. 

MASTER  PLAN  IMPLEMENTATION  COMMITTEE: 

The  Master  Plan  Implementation  Committee,  chaired  by  Margaret  Bancroft, 
has  been  reviewing  the  Master  Plan  to  determine  if  it  is  being  followed. 
The  report  on  the  Committee's  activities  will  be  submitted  to  the  Planning 
Board  in  the  near  future. 

The  Board  appointed  Marjorie  Temple,  Sally  Adams,  Robert  Zabe,  David 
Choate,  and  Robert  Strong  to  serve  on  the  MPIC.   Other  members  serving  are 
Margaret  Bancroft,  Lawrence  Stiers,  Sarsfield  Brennan  and  Dorothy  Sumner. 

OTHER: 

Members  of  the  Board  have  acted  as  Associate  Members  of  the  Water  Tower 
Study  Committee,  Historical  District  Study  Committee,  the  Industrial  De- 
velopment Financing  Authority  and  Landfill  Committee  and  have  attended  many 
meetings  of  other  Boards,  as  well  as  having  a  liaison  to  each  major  Board. 
A  representative  of  the  Board  has  attended  MAPC  Workshops. 

Whitman  &  Howard,  our  engineering  consultants,  have  assisted  the  Board 
by  reviewing  subdivision  plans,  inspecting  subdivision  street  construction 
for  the  purpose  of  estimating  surety,  and  reviewing  site  plans  for  industrial, 
commercial  and  apartment  buildings,  and  presenting  their  findings  to  the 
Board  as  a  basis  for  planning  decisions. 

The  Board  supported  the  acceptance  of  Lakewood  Terrace  and  the  Paddock 
Lane;  however,  they  did  not  support  acceptance  of  Mohawk  and  Penobscot 
Streets  as  the  acceptance  plans  did  not  meet  the  Land  Subdivision  Rules  & 
Regulations  of  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

The  Historic  District  Study  Committee,  as  required  by  State  Law,  pre- 
sented a  Preliminary  Report  proposing  an  Historic  District  from  the  Peak 
House,  extending  west  to  Bridge  Street,  and  including  several  abutting 
streets,  homes  and  structures.   The  majority  of  the  Planning  Board  felt  cnau 
this  would  encompass  too  large  an  area  and  would  put  unwarranted  restrictions 
on  those  people  who  owned  businesses  within  the  Main  Street  Central  Business 
District.   The  Planning  Board  supports  an  Historic  District  from  the  Peak 
House  to  the  Baptist  Church  and  from  Friendly ' s  .to  Bridge  Street,  to  deter- 
mine the  effect  on  the  homeowners  involved. 

GENERAL : 

The  Board  acknowledges  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  other  Town 
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Boards  and  Departments  over  the  year. 

All  Planning  Board  meetings  are  open  to  the  public;  however,  appoint- 
ments must  be  made  the  Thursday  noon  before  the  Monday  meeting.  Requests 
for  information  may  be  obtained  from  the  Planning  Administrator,  Mildred  E, 
Willis.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  following  is  the  1978  Annual  Report  of  the  Master  Plan  Implementation 
Committee. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  took  the  following  significant  actions  on  re- 
commendations in  the  Master  Plan: 

Approval  of  funds  for  designing  a  bridge  to  replace  the  Upper  Bridge  on 

Orchard  St. ; 

Approval  of  funds  to  continue  construction  of  the  sewer  system; 

Approval  of  funds  for  new  water  mains  to  close  some  distribution  loops 

and  improve  the  supply  to  the  Indian  Hill  area; 

Expansion  of  the  "Business"  zone  on  North  Meadows  Rd.  by  rezoning  one 

parcel  to  "B". 

The  Town  Meeting's  only  significant  departures  from  Master  Plan  re- 
commendations were  the  failure  to  approve  zoning  amendments  enabling  the 
town  to  build  a  water  standpipe  on  Mt.  Nebo ,  and  the  continued  postponement 
of  development  of  the  56-acre  "State  Hospital"  site  for  recreational  use. 

MPIC  members  participated  in  the  town-wide  effort  to  improve  the  Central 
Business  District  by  attending  meetings  sponsored  by  the  Planning  Board,  the 
Central  Business  District  Study  Committee  and  the  Historic  District  Study 
Committee.   The  Committee  provided  information  to  the  Planning  Board's  con- 
sultant, Sasaki  Associates,  for  a  study  of  possible  zoning  changes  in  the 
Central  Business  District.   Members  also  attended  various  regional  planning 
meetings  and  workshops. 

In  April  the  Planning  Board  asked  the  MPIC  to  prepare  a  review  of  the 
original  Master  Plan  (1964)  and  subsequent  planning  studies,  and  to  evaluate 
the  current  status  of  long-range  planning  throughout  the  town.  In  compiling 
this  report  (due  in  April  1979),  the  members  have  met  with  many  town  of- 
ficials and  committees,  and  have  been  refreshed  "and  encouraged  at  every  turn 
by  their  interest  and  cooperation  and  by  their  affection  and  serious  concern 
for  this  town.

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THE  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  Medfield: 

The  Historical  Commission  submits  herewith  its  sixth  annual  report, 
covering  the  calendar  year  1978,  during  which  we  met  monthly. 

Our  purpose  as  defined  in  the  State  Statutes  (Ch.  40,  section  8D)  is 
"the  preservation  and  development  of  the  historical  or  archeological  aspects 
of  such  city  or  town." 

1.   HISTORICAL  INVENTORY. 


Particularly  prominent  in  1978  in  furthering  our  purpose  have  been  the 
efforts  of  our  "inventory  group,"  whose  continuation  of  earlier  research 
(originally  started  in  the  1960?s  by  the  Medfield  Historical  Society) 
into  the  history  of  Medfield' s  older  buildings  has  been  basic  to  the 
work  of  the  Historic  District  Study  Committee  and  of  the  Massachusetts 
Historical  Commission,  which  has  assisted  the  Study  Committee  in  formula- 
ting the  proposal  for  an  Historic  District,  which  the  Study  Committee 
will  present  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

(A  currently  visible  offshoot  of  the  inventory  group's  research  is  the 
"dated-signs"  program,  examples  of  which  are  beginning  to  appear  in  the 
business  center.) 

2.  PRESERVATION  OF  ORIGINAL  TOWN  RECORDS. 

The  above  project  has  continued  to  be  a  major  interest  of  this  Commission. 
In  1978  work  was  completed  on  restoring  our  Vital  Statistics  Volume  I, 
1652-1819.   This  was  a  particularly  expensive  project,  since  the  book 
had  originally  been  bound  too  tightly,  requiring  a  complete  freeing  of  all 
pages  before  deacidifying  and  proper  rebinding  could  be  undertaken  by  the 
New  England  Documents  Conservation  Centre  located  at  Abbot  Hall  in 
Andover,  Massachusetts  (formerly  in  North  Andover) . 

This  book  is  a  most  unusual  compendium,  containing  within  its  covers  the 
record  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  for  165  years  from  the  very  begin- 
ning of  Medfield 's  existence.   (The  State  of  Massachusetts  did  not  begin 
collecting  Vital  Statistics  until  1875!) 

3.  STORAGE  CONDITIONS  FOR  TOWN  RECORDS. 

Storage  conditions  for  Town  records  are  naturally  a  matter  of  great  con- 
cern to  the  Historical  Commission,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
State  authorities  in  July  1976  expressed  strong  disapproval  of  Medfield 's 
facilities,  pointing  out  that  the  announced  relocation  of  police  head- 
quarters could  give  space  for  the  creation  of  a  new  vault,  properly  fire- 
resistant  and  "climate-controlled,"  such  as  towns  like  Sudbury  and  Scituate, 
for  example,  now  have. 

As  of  this  writing,  we  are  somewhat  relieved  to  know  that  the  Selectmen 
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are  taking  definite  steps  to  make  the  door  to  the  existing  vault  safer, 
and  to  install  other  protective  devices.   But  we  cannot  think  that  the 
need  for  a  new  vault  should  be  summarily  dismissed. 

Moreover,  the  Commission  believes  that  other  facilities,  such  as  fire- 
resistant  files  (which  can  withstand  temperatures  as  high  as  2,000°F. 
for  at  least  one  hour)  should  be  provided  for  some  of  the  material  now, 
of  necessity,  stored  in  the  vault.   (The  overcrowding  of  the  vault, 
incidentally,  has  already  damaged  the  container  holding  our  restored 
Selectmen's  Records  1817-1857.   These  could  not  be  rebound  because  the 
edges  of  the  pages  had  been  badly  scorched  by  the  Town  Hall  fire  of 
1874.   Tilden's  History  of  Medfield  on  page  260  gives  an  account  of  the 
"dramatic  and  heroic"  rescue  of  Medfield *s  early  records  on  that 
occasion! ) 

The  Historical  Commission  has  continued  in  1978  to  receive  assistance 
and  support  from  many  Town  officials  and  Town  House  employees.   However,  for 
their  help  and  forbearance  in  matters  of  concern  to  us  that  may  very  likely 
appear  of  minor  importance  to  others,  we  feel  that  special  thanks  are  due  to 
Michael  Sullivan,  Pauline  Goucher,  Nancy  Preston  and  Nancy  Franke.

HISTORIC  DISTRICT  STUDY  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  Medfield  Historic  District  Study  Committee  unanimously  voted  at  its 
meeting  of  November  29,  1978  to  submit  the  Preliminary  Report  required  by 
General  Laws  to  the  Massachusetts  Historic  Commission  and  the  Medfield  Plan- 
ning Board  recommending  the  establishment  of  an  Historic  District  in  the 
Town  of  Medfield.   In  addition,  a  copy  of  this  report  was  filed  with  the  ap- 
pointing authority,  the  Medfield  Board  of  Selectmen,  for  their  information 
so  that  appropriate  articles  could  be  included  in  the  Warrant  of  The  Annual 
Town  Meeting. 
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The  Committee  has  been  studying  all  aspects  of  this  proposition  for  over 
two  and  a  half  years  and  has  concluded  that  it  will  be  in  the  best  interest 
of  the  Town  of  Medfield  to  establish  an  Historic  District  to  be  known  as 
MEDFIELD  MAIN  STREET  HISTORIC  DISTRICT  which  will  include  one  hundred  (100) 
properties  on  Main  Street  on  the  east  side  in  the  area  of  the  Peak  House  and 
extending  on  Main  Street  on  the  west  side  to  the  area  of  Bridge  Street  in- 
cluding several  abutting  streets  and  homes  and  structures. 

In  preparing  the  required  building  inventory  and  property  descriptions  of 
historically  significant  properties,  we  have  found  that  there  are  74  build- 
ings which  date  between  1680  and  1900.   In  recent  years,  the  residents  of  the 
District  and  the  merchants  have  all  made  significant  efforts  to  improve  their 
properties.   The  establishment  of  a  District  will  help  to  preserve  and  pro- 
tect the  distinctive  characteristics  of  these  properties. 

Residents  of  other  areas  of  the  town  have  asked  that  their  properties 
or  streets  be  included  in  the  district.   It  was  the  conclusion  of  the 
Committee  that  we  present  this  preliminary  plan  as  provided  and  that  if  an 
Historic  District  is  approved  in  Medfield  at  a  later  date,  other  areas  and 
streets  be  studied  and  eventually  added. 

The  By-Law  which  we  propose  does  not  provide  for  any  restoration,  it  does 
not  require  any  renovation  of  existing  properties  nor  does  it  require  any 
future  alterations;  however,  it  does  provide  for  an  architectural  review 
process  on  all  building  permits  issued  within  the  district  for  that  portion 
of  the  exterior  of  a  building  or  structure  as  is  open  to  view  from  a  public 
street,  public  way  or  public  park. 

The  establishment  of  an  Historic  District  will  not  cause  any  increase  in 
the  tax  rate  as  no  appropriation  is  being  requested  or  is  contemplated  in  the 

future.   After  discussions  with  other  towns  and  cities  who  have  established 
districts  in  the  Commonwealth,  of  which  there  are  54  to  date,  we  have  not 
found  any  added  assessment  increases  for  those  properties  within  districts 
other  than  when  reassessment  is  on  a  total  town-wide  updating. 

The  Committee  gratefully  acknowledges  the  very  capable  assistance  of 
Eleanor  Anes  from  the  Medfield  Historical  Commission  and  Harriet  White  of  the 
Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  for  their  timely  help  in  the  preparation 
of  the  inventory  sheets  submitted  to  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  Trustees  of  your  Library  are  pleased  to  report  on  a  noteworthy  year 
at  the  Library,  both  in  terms  of  improved  services  and  improved  facility. 
Our  circulation  and  size  of  collection  are  increasing  and  these  are  tangible 
signs  of  resources  serving  needs. 

"Friends  of  the  Medfield  Library"  rendered  marvelous  service,  continuing 
their  book  fairs,  staff  support  for  Sunday  openings,  special  children's  pre- 
sentation, Great  Books  program,  and  a  speed  reading  course.  We  are  indebted 
to  Mrs.  Marilyn  Connors  and  her  group  for  their  support. 

After  approval  by  the  citizens  of  Medfield  at  Town  Meeting,  we  effected 
two  physical  changes  within  the  library  building:   air  conditioners  were 
installed  before  the  summer,  thereby  contributing  to  hot  weather  comfort;  and 
a  smoke  detector  alarm  system  was  installed,  insuring  that  our  valuable 
collection  and  building  are  protected  adequately  against  fire. 

The  Trustees  undertook  a  review  of  the  responsibilities  and  remuneration 
structure  for  the  Library  Director  and  Children's  Librarian.   We  also  secured 
a  review  of  the  types  of  investments  in  which  the  Dailey  Trust  Funds  were 
placed,  resulting  in  changes  which  are  producing  a  greater  yield.   Finally, 
our  continuing  frustration  over  building  needs  were  somewhat  ameliorated  by 
exploratory  discussion  regarding  the  possibility  of  alternative  expansion. 

We  congratulate  our  Library  Director,  Mrs.  Archer,  for  her  expertise  which 
resulted  in  a  special  state  grant  of  $6,000  for  a  program  to  serve  the  handi- 
capped and  learning  disabled. 

During  the  year,  one  Board  change  took  place.   Arthur  Brodeur  was  elected 
to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Mrs.  Deborah  Storrs  who  moved  from  Medfield. 

In  conclusion,  the  Trustees  express  genuine  gratitude  to  all  the  Library 
personnel  for  their  excellent  work  during  the  year,  our  benefactors,  the 
Selectmen,  members  of  the  other  Town  Committees  with  whom  we  work  and  users 
of  the  Library  for  their  interest  and  support.

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THE  MEMORIAL  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

Last  year  saw  continued  progress  toward  the  goal  of  broadening  the  base 
of  services  provided  by  the  Medfield  Public  Library.   New  programs  ranged 
from  courses  in  "How  to  Get  a  Job"  and  "Speed  Reading"  to  sponsoring  a  bus 
trip  to  the  Boston  Pops.   Our  busiest  time  of  year  turned  out  to  be  during 
the  blizzard  of  '78  when  we  circulated  a  book  a  minute  on  several  of  the  days. 

Our  book  collection  has  been  growing  at  the  rate  of  approximately  1,200 
books  per  year.   The  substantial  increase  in  book  prices  has  led  to  a  growing 
emphasis  on  purchasing  paperback  copies  of  titles  wherever  possible.   The 
quality  of  our  reference  collection  was  greatly  improved  as  a  result  of  a 
$2,000  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  grant  to  purchase  needed  titles. 
During  the  year,  an  inventory  of  non- fiction  books  was  undertaken,  in  which 
429  volumes  were  found  to  be  missing.   In  terms  of  dollars,  this  represented 
a  loss  of  close  to  $4,000  which  led  the  Trustees  to  consider  the  possibility 
of  installing  a  theft  prevention  system.   Due  to  the  high  cost  of  such 
systems,  it  was  decided  not  to  be  feasible  at  this  time. 

Outside  funding  continued  to  be  a  much  appreciated  source  of  revenue  which 
has  enabled  the  Medfield  Public  Library  to  be  more  than  a  depository  of  books. 
Corning  Glass  Works  Foundation,  through  the  local  Corning  plant  and  Personnel 
Director,  Samuel  Marcus,  awarded  a  grant  for  the  third  consecutive  year  which 
made  possible  the  purchase  of  ten  additional  paintings  for  circulation 
(several  by  Andrew  Wyeth)  and  two  short  Christmas  films  for  use  in  Story  Hour 
and  by  other  community  groups.   The  New  'N  Town  Club  donated  money  towards 
the  purchase  of  the  $300  Museum  of  Science  pass  which  was  also  partially 
underwritten  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library.   Most  recently,  the  library  has 
learned  that  a  grant  proposal  to  establish  a  materials  center  for  the  learn- 
ing disabled  adult  has  been  approved  for  $6,000.   This  will  be  a  pilot  pro- 
gram for  the  State,  and  work  will  begin  on  it  in  January  1979. 

New  services  begun  during  the  year  were  the  establishment  of  a  book  de- 
livery system  to  the  homebound  made  possible  by  volunteers  from  the  Friends 
of  the  Library,  extension  of  the  use  of  the  library's  mimeograph  machine  to 
groups  in  town  at  a  nominal  charge,  and  film  showings  at  the  King  Philip 
luncheons  for  senior  citizens.   Other  services  which  remained  popular  through- 
out the  year  were  the  passes  to  four  museums  in  Boston,  the  typewriter  for 
public  use,  and  the  computer  terminal  on  loan  from  Babson  College  during  the 
summer.   Of  the  five  towns  which  had  terminals,  Medfield  ranked  second  highest 
in  usage  time. 

A  number  of  special  exhibits  were  held  at  the  library  including  a  mini- 
flower  show  by  the  Medfield  Garden  Club,  "Products  Manufactured  in  Medfield" 
sponsored  by  the  Library,  and  art  exhibits  by  students  of  Pauline  Havener  and 
the  school's  Artist-in-Residence ,  Jorgen  Henriksen.   An  interesting  fiber 
sculpture  exhibit  by  local  craftsman,  Gail  Kindlund,  was  also  displayed. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library,  under  the  presidency  of  Marilyn  Connors, 
sponsored  numerous  programs  which  were  enjoyed  by  many  in  the  community.   For 


77 


youngsters,  they  brought  the  Cranberry  Puppets  and  the  Boston  Zoomobile  to 
Medfield,  and  several  free  movies  were  featured  on  Saturdays  or  during 
vacation  periods.   Special  adult  programs  included  an  evening  with  Robert 
Raser,  producer  of  Channel  5's  "Good  Day"  show,  and  Nancy  Franke  shared  her 
knowledge  about  Medfield  painter,  George  Inness,  in  a  slide/talk  program.   The 
Friends  also  held  a  Used  Book  Sale  in  the  spring  to  raise  money  for  funding 
special  projects.   Probably  their  biggest  contribution  to  the  community  is 
their  continued  staffing  of  the  library  on  Sunday  afternoons  from  2-4  p.m. 
from  October  through  April. 

The  Children's  Room  of  the  library  continues  to  expand  its  resources  to 
attract  young  people  of  all  ages.   During  the  year  the  New  fN  Town  Club  do- 
nated money  to  purchase  a  large  aquarium  which  Perrywinkle' s  stocked  with  fish 
at  no  charge.   New  fN  Town  also  underwrote  the  cost  of  two  "travel  bags"  which 
contained  items  to  keep  young  travelers  busy.  We  are  most  appreciative  to 
the  New  fN  Town  Club  for  their  generous  donations. 

Story  Hour  continues  to  be  a  popular  program  for  preschoolers  which 
features  films,  stories  and  special  projects,  ranging  from  making  applesauce 
to  pine  cone  bird  feeders.   During  the  summer  free  movies  were  shown  on 
Wednesday  mornings  for  children  seven  and  under,  and  during  the  afternoon  a 
special  program  for  eight  through  twelve  year  olds  was  held.   Each  program 
revolved  around  a  different  theme,  some  of  which  included  Star  Wars,  Haunting, 
and  Christmas  in  July. 

School  visits  to  the  library  by  elementary  classes  and  nursery  schools 
were  encouraged,  and  a  special  visitation  program  with  children  in  the 
Chapter  766  program  at  the  Developmental  Learning  Center  held  at  the  Baptist 
Church  was  established.   Emphasis  on  helping  parents  of  young  children  was 
maintained  by  establishing  the  library  as  a  central  clearinghouse  for  those 
interested  in  setting  up  playgroups  or  exchanging  babysitting  services.   Also, 
a  collection  of  materials  and  reading  lists  have  been  developed  for  parents 
of  children  who  may  be  experiencing  special  problems. 

Several  improvements  were  made  to  the  library  building  itself,  one  of  the 
nicest  of  which  was  the  installation  of  air  conditioning.   This  made  the 
library  an  especially  pleasant  place  to  visit  during  hot  summer  days.   Also, 
a  system  of  smoke  detectors  was  installed  which  gives  the  building  added  pro- 
tection against  damage  from  fire. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  Library  Trustees,  the  library 
staff,  and  the  volunteers  for  their  continued  support.

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  Council  on  Aging  for  the  year  ending 
December  1978. 

Our  elderly  residents  of  Medfield  will  continue  to  have  available  to 
them  the  Hot  Lunch  Program  sponsored  by  the  King  Philip  Elder  Services.   We 
continue  to  sponsor  the  newsletter,  Hope,  the  Immunizations  Clinics  for  our 
elderly  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Health  and  our  Visiting  Nurses 
Association,  and  the  many  activities  now  being  offered  for  the  entertainment 
of  all  of  Medfield's  Elder  citizens. 

Since  June  of  1978,  the  Council  on  Aging  has  had  available  the  services 
of  our  coordinator,  Mr.  Wilmer  A.  Priest.   Mr.  Priest's  office  is  located 
in  the  Town  House  and  he  can  be  reached  for  personal  visits  or  telephone 
calls  between  the  hours  of  9:00  a.m.  to  noon,  Monday  through  Friday.  Mr. 
Priest  is  most  knowledgeable  regarding  the  benefits  available  from  Social 
Security,  Medicaid,  Medex,  Multi-Human  Services,  etc.  We  are  confident  that 
our  elderly  residents  will  find  Mr.  Priest  most  pleasant,  willing  and  help- 
ful. 

The  Medfield  Council  on  Aging  has  applied  and  received  from  Corning 
Medical  Foundation  a  grant  to  provide  for  the  purchase  of  a  mini-bus  or  van 
to  be  used  to  provide  the  vitally  needed  transportation  for  all  our  elderly 
residents.  We  are  now  awaiting  word  that  we  will  receive  a  matching  grant 
from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Department  of  Elder  Affairs. 

The  Council  will  continue  to  work  diligently  on  behalf  of  Medfield's 
senior  residents.

The  Medfield  Housing  Authority  is  pleased  to  submit  its  Annual  Report 
for  1978. 

The  "great  blizzard  of  1978"  again  proved  true  the  old  adage  about 
"people  helping  people".   Our  Superintendent  of  "Buildings  and  grounds,  Jack 
0' Toole  did  a  spectacular  job  (along  with  some  helpers)  in  tunnelling  out  the 
residents  of  Tilden  Village.  Many  townspeople  showed  their  concern  for  our 
senior  citizens  by  shopping  for  them.   Hot  chocolate  was  enjoyed  by  all  snow 
shovelers  in  the  living  room  of  the  Tilden  Village 'Community  House.   Prepared 
for  a  power  failure,  which  fortunately  never  occurred,  the  fireplace  was 
ready,  as  were  lanterns  for  light  and  a  propane  stove  for  cooking.   It  was  a 
time  for  comaraderie  for  all  despite  of  or  because  of  the  blizzard. 

The  Medfield  Housing  Authority  was  sorry  that  Raymond  Cynewski  did  not 
choose  to  seek  re-election.  He  had  served  the  Authority  well  as  Assistant 
Treasurer,  Treasurer  and  Chairman  from  1976  to  1978. 

James  E.  Ryan  was  elected  for  a  five  year  term  in  the  Town  elections. 
In  1977,  Jim  had  been  appointed  in  a  joint  election  with  the  Selectmen  and 
Housing  Authority  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  to  Dorothy  Anastasi  and  served 
the  Authority  well  as  Secretary  and  Assistant  Treasurer. 

Elizabeth  L.  Martin  was  elected  for  a  two  year  term  in  the  town 
elections.  Betty  brings  to  the  Authority  her  expertise  and  experience  with 
the  elderly  community  as  Chairman  of  the  Medfield  Council  on  Aging. 

The  Authority  was  also  pleased  to  retain  Mr.  Charles  Woodard  as  legal 
counsel. 

In  October,  1978,  the  Housing  Authority  began  the  procedure  of  closing 
out  its  development  account.  With  a  few  items  still  left  to  be  purchased, 
it  appears  that  a  sizeable  amount  of  the  original  grant  will  be  turned  back 
to  the  Commonwealth.   This  is  a  great  credit  to  all  who  have  served  on  the 
Authority,  especially  in  light  of  the  ever  increasing  costs  of  goods  and 
services  over  the  past  few  years.   The  Authority  has  ordered  a  pickup  truck 
which  should  be  delivered  in  February  1979,  and  is  presently  studying  plans 
for  construction  of  a  combination  garage  and  office  for  the  Housing  Authority. 

One  issue  of  major  importance  was  brought  before  the  Authority  in  the 
fall  of  1978:   the  selection  process  by  which  qualified  applicants  will  be 
granted  apartments  at  Tilden  Village.   This  is  an  issue  which  is  being  de- 
bated at  Housing  Authorities  throughout  the  Commonwealth;  an  issue  brought 
on  by  differences  in  the  General  Laws,  vis-a-vis  guidelines  from  the  De- 
partment of  Community  Affairs.   After  many  months  of  studying  the  issues 
and  implications,  the  Authority  voted  that,  qualified  residents  of  Medfield 
will  be  granted  apartments  prior  to  non-residents.   The  other  side  of  the 
coin  would  have  been  to  grant  apartments  on  a  non-preferential  basis, 
chronologically  according  to  when  applications  were  received.   This  issue  is 
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extremely  involved  and  highly  emotional,  and  will  certainly  come  before  the 
Authority  again,  as  the  laws  and  mandates  become  clearer. 

The  Medfield  Housing  Authority  continues  studying  housing  needs  in  the 
Commonwealth  by  attending  seminars  and  workshops  sponsored  by  the  Department 
of  Community  Affairs  and  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development. 
With  the  day-to-day  operation  of  Tilden  Village  being  successfully  managed 
by  our  Executive  Director,  Marie  Roberts,  the  Housing  Authority  is  looking 
to  future  construction,  or  acquisition  of  appropriate  properties  in  Medfield, 
should  the  need  exist. 

The  Housing  Authority  is  continually  grateful  to  all  Town  Departments  for 
their  assistance  and  support.   Specifically,  we  would  like  to  express  our 
gratitude  of  FISH  without  whom  many  elders  would  not  have  transportation,  and 
to  the  Highway  Department,  who  is  always  willing  to  lend  a  hand  in  an 
emergency. 

The  Housing  Authority  meets  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  each 
month  in  the  Hazel  R.  Frank  Community  Building  at  Tilden  Village  on  Pound 
Street.   Our  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  we  encourage  your  particip- 
ation and  support.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

We  review  1978  with  feelings  of  frustration  and  accomplishment.   The 
source  of  our  frustration  is  the  Federal  government,  in  the  form  of  the  Corps 
of  Engineers,  who  have  not  been  able  to  decide  who  is  going  to  manage  the 
Charles  River  Natural  Valley  Storage  area,  and  the  State  government,  who  have 
again  over- ruled  our  determination  in  a  wetland  hearing.   Our  accomplishments 
have  been  significant,  however.  We  received  funding  for  the  Noon  Hill  ac- 
quisition. We  pioneered  a  public  wood  cutting  project.   Perhaps  most  im- 
portantly, we  have  negotiated  our  first  significant  land  acquisition  in  the 
Mine  Brook  area. 

By  Town  Meeting  vote  in  1978,  you  and  the  Conservation  Commission  have 
been  given  authority  to  make  the  decision  to  sell  or  grant  easements  on  Town 
owned  property  to  be  taken  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers.   Our  decision  really 
depends  upon  what  assurances  can  be  given  about  management  of  the  land.  We 
were  led  to  believe  that  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Fish  and  Wildlife  was 
all  set  to  manage  the  properties,  but  found  out  last  summer  that  top  State 
authorities  were  questioning  the  arrangement.   We  continue  to  withhold  any 
decision  regarding  land  disposition  until  the  management  question  is  decided. 

We  held  nine  hearings  under  Chapter  131,  Section  40  (Wetlands  Act)  as 
described  below:

One  order  of  conditions  issued  in  1977  was  appealed  by  the  applicant, 
Mr.  Stivaletta,  and  after  submission  of  new  plans,  was  approved  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Quality.   In  the  opinion  of  their 
engineers  the  impact  of  the  project  on  the  wetlands  would  be  insignificant. 
This  is  the  second  time  that  the  state  has  overturned  our  opinion  and  an 
obvious  source  of  frustration.   These  experiences  are  leading  us  to  conclude 
that  the  Wetlands  Act  is  essentially  useless  for  protection  of  upland  wet- 
lands, where  they  can  be  easily  drained  and  where  the  volume  of  water  flowage 
is  relatively  low. 

Checks  from  the  state  in  the  amount  of  $380,400  and  from  the  Federal 
government  in  the  amount  of  $170,000  were  received  as  three  quarters  funding 
of  the  288  acre  Noon  Hill  land  purchase.   Land  owned  by  Mr.  Patrick  Harris 
was  included  in  this  purchase,  with  an  agreement  that  he  may  lease  the  prop-_ 
erty  for  the  rest  of  his  life.  We  also  received  notice  from  the  state  that 
self  help  funds  for  the  purchase  of  the  2.3  acre  Weeber  property  equal  to 
one  half  the  purchase  price  will  be  received  in  1979. 

In  April  1978  we  inaugurated  a  supervised  public  firewood-cutting  project 
in  Noon  Hill.   Thirty-eight  parties  participated  and  we  made  $126  for  the 
town.   Alden  Pember,  who  supervised  the  project,  thought  it  was  fortunate 
that  on  one  got  hurt,  in  view  of  the  inexperience  evidenced  by  the  partici- 
pants.  As  a  result,  we  determined  not  to  sponsor  another  wood-cutting  pro- 
ject in  the  fall. 

We  also  experimented  with  planting  a  small  amount  ($250)  of  wild  rice  in 
the  Charles  and  Stop  River  marshes,  in  order  to  promote  wildlife  development, 
and  regret  to  report  that  the  experiment  was  a  failure. 

Concerning  land  acquisition,  we  accepted  a  gift  of  3.5  acres  of  land 
located  off  Elm  Street,  near  the  Walpole  town  line,  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Pascal 
Levesque.   We  are  also  submitting  an  article  in  the  1979  annual  Town  Meeting 
Warrant  to  see  if  the  Town  will  purchase  about  22  acres  along  Mine  Brook 
from  Mrs.  James  White,  of  Elm  Street,  who  has  agreed  to  give  about  10  acres 
of  wetlands  simultaneously  with  the  sale. 

We  view  this  purchase  as  the  first  significant  step  in  accomplishing 
priority  number  three  listed  in  our  Open  Space  Master  Plan.   (First  priority 
was  Noon  Hill;  second  priority  was  the  Charles  River,  and  both  of  these 
goals  have  essentially  been  accomplished,  we  think.)   Priority  number  three 
is  to  establish  an  open  space  greenbelt  along  Mine  Brook  on  the  eastern  side 
of  Medfield,  which  will  serve  not  only  conservation  and  recreation  purposes, 
but  also  protect  our  water  supply.  We  appreciate  the  encouragement  you  have 
given  us  in  endorsing  this  project,  sincerely  hope  that  the  citizens  will 
approve  this  land  purchase,  and  intend  to  pursue  similar  watershed  protect- 
ion projects  along  this  watercourse. 
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Robert  MacLeod  retired  from  the  Commission  this  year  upon  expiration  of 
his  term,  and  we  wish  to  register  our  appreciation  for  his  competent 
services  as  Treasurer.   David  Martin  became  a  full  member  in  his  place  and 
John  Guthrie  became  Treasurer.   Steve  Bassett  and  David  Browne  have  been 
appointed  Associate  Members.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

During  the  calendar  year  1978,  there  was  a  significant  increase  in  the 
workload  for  the  Board  of  Health  agents,  staff  members  and  our  contracting 
agencies.   Also,  there  was  a  significant  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints 
received,  and  investigated,  by  the  Board. 

Mr.  William  Domey,  our  health  agent  responsible  for  monitoring  on-site 
water  supplies  and  sewage  disposal,  reviewed  the  designs  for  29  new  systems, 
and  the  installation  of  these,  as  well  as  a  number  of  other  systems  designed 
in  the  previous  year.   This  included  the  overseeing  of  the  performance  of 
percolation  and  deep  test  holes,  and  the  standard  4-5  inspections  performed 
during  the  construction  of  each  of  the  systems  actually  installed.   During 
the  year,  he  also  evaluated  three  definitive  sub-division  plans,  and  his  re- 
commendations were  considered  by  the  Board  and  formed  the  basis  of  their  re- 
commendations to  the  Planning  Board.   Also,  Mr.  Domey  made  recommendations 
for  acceptable  corrective  actions  to  be  made  to  defective,  or  failed,  septic 
systems  in  order  to  bring  them  into  compliance  with  Title  5  (Department  of 
Environmental  Quality  Engineering)  and  Medfield  Board  of  Health  Rules  and 
Regulations.  Working  with  the  Board,  Mr.  Domey  drafted' a  revised  set  of  on- 
site  water  supply  rules  and  regulations  which  the  Board  has  accepted  and  will 
publish  early  in  1979.   Mr.  Domey  continues  to  serve  as  an  agent  of  the  Board 
of  Health  on  a  yearly  contract  basis. 

Mr,  John  H.  Keefe,  our  Registered  Sanitarian,  made  166  inspections  of 
food  service  establishments  and  retail  food  stores.   At  least  two  inspections 
were  made  at  each  establishment,  and  in  most  cases  each  facility  was  inspected 
quarterly.   There  continue  to  be  a  few  establishments  which  require  persistent 
compliance  inspections,  in  order  to  maintain  their  operations  within  the 
guidelines  of  Article  X  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code.   Six  of  these  violators 
were  ordered  to  attend  a  meeting  before  the  full  Board  of  Health,  and  as  a 
result  of  these  meetings  improved  compliance  has  been  noted  in  all  cases. 
Approximately  the  same  level  of  compliance  activity  in  food  service  establish- 
ments and  retail  food  stores  is  anticipated  during  1979.   Additionally,  a 
food  handling  seminar  will  be  offered  in  the  spring  of  1979. 

Twelve  inspections  of  dwelling  units  were  made  during  the  year,  either  as 
a  result  of  complaints,  or  observations  made  by  other  town  inspectors  during 
the  course  of  their  inspection  work,  relating  to  violations  of  Article  II  of 
the  State  Sanitary  Code,  which  covers  "minimum  standards  for  human  habit- 
ation." Also,  74  miscellaneous  inspections  were  made  of  areas  such  as  the 
public  bathing  beach,  semi-public  pools,  the  laundromat,  gas  stations,  shop- 
ping centers,  the  landfill,  the  review  of  plans  for  new  apartments,  and  the 
investigation  of  other  miscellaneous  complaints,  for  a  total  of  263  inspec- 
tions, an  increase  of  9%  over  last  year. 

As  has  been  the  practice  in  the  past,  the  Board  continued  to  monitor  the 
bacteriological  and  physical  quality  of  the  water  at  the  Hinkley  bathing 
beach.   The  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  remained  acceptable  through- 
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out  the  swimming  season;  however,  some  visibility  problems  existed  at  the 
beginning  of  the  season.   This  problem  was  soon  corrected,  and  visibility  for 
the  balance  of  the  summer  was  found  to  be  acceptable.   Other  Board  activities 
during  the  year  included  the  monitoring  of  the  town  landfill,  the  award  of  a 
contract  for  garbage  collection,  as  well  as  continuing  support  contracts  to 
The  South  Norfolk  County  Association  for  Retarded  Citizens,  Norfolk  Bristol 
Home  Health  Services,  The  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  Dover,  Medfield  and 
Norfolk,  Inc.  and  The  Medfield  Committee,  Inc.   Mr.  Caragliano  continues  to 
serve  on  the  Landfill  Advisory  Committee,  and  Mr.  Whelan  was  the  Board  of 
Health  representative  to  the  Animal  Control  Committee,  which  presented  re- 
commendations to  the  Selectmen  for  a  new  animal  control  by-law,  as  well  as 
a  revised  position  description  for  the  Animal  Control  Officer. 

The  animal  inspector,  Dr.  Wilbur  M.  Salter,  DVM,  has  had  a  number  of 
animal  control  complaints  during  the  past  year,  and  we  would  like  to  remind 
residents  that  the  keeping  of  any  animals,  other  than  household  pets,  must  be 
authorized  by  permit  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health.   Horses  must  be  immunized 
against  encephalitis  annually,  and  dogs  must  be  immunized  against  rabies  by 
the  age  of  six  months,  and  then  re-immunized  at  intervals  not  to  exceed  24 
months,  as  a  pre-condition  for  licensing.   Residents  are  reminded  that  all 
animal  bites  or  scratches  must  be  reported  immediately  to  the  animal  in- 
spector so  that  he  may  quarantine  the  animal,  and  if  necessary  arrange  for 
laboratory  examination.   A  number  of  the  above  animal  complaints  were  due  to 
the  keeping  of  excessive  numbers  of  pets,  and/or  animals  for  which  permits 
had  not  been  issued.

The  total  revenue  from  the  issuance  of  permits  and  the  fees  for  the  re- 
view of  preliminary  and  definitive  sub-division  plans  was  $3,862  for  the 
calendar  year  1978. 

CONTRACTS  WITH  HUMAN  SERVICE  DELIVERY  SYSTEMS 

The  Board  of  Health  has  continued  its  support  of  the  area  retardation  and 
home  health  aid  program  on  a  per  capita  basis.   For  fiscal  1978,  the  Board  of 
Health  recommended  that  we  withdraw  our  support  from  the  Norfolk  Mental  Health 
program  ($3,000  of  the  total  requested  $5,000  was  picked  up  by  the  school  de- 
partment for  their  share  of  the  service  cost).   However,  we  are  recommending 
that  for  fiscal  year  1980  funding  be  restored  to  this  agency  in  view  of  im- 
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proved  performance  and  additional  services  being  provided  in  support  of 
families  in  need  within  the  Town  of  Medfield.   Also,  our  support  of  the  Med- 
field-Norfolk-Dover  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.,  and  the  Medfield 
Committee,  Inc.'s  Youth  Outreach  program  continued  throughout  the  year.   The 
Board  of  Health's  Youth  Outreach  Advisory  Committee,  consisting  of  Mr.  Robert 
Cresto,  Mrs.  Marilyn  Rossier,  and  Board  member  Whelan,  met  quarterly  to  re- 
view the  Youth  Outreach  activities  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Med- 
field Committee  for  improving  the  Outreach  program. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE 

The  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  Dover,  Medfield,  Norfolk,  Inc.  again 
this  year  attended  meetings,  seminars  and  in-service  educational  courses. 
They  were  responsible  for  communicable  disease  follow-up  and  histories,  new 
born  baby  visits  upon  hospital  referral,  and  to  provide  information  and  re- 
ferral to  other  community  resources. 

In  addition,  the  VNA  nurses  provide  learning  experiences  for  Peabody 
Licensed  Practical  Nursing  students  and  supervision  and  orientation  of  Home 
Health  Aides.   A  service  is  provided  to  local  physicians  by  the  maintenance 
of  biologies  and  diagnostic  equipment  for  their  use  with  monthly  reports  to 
the  State.   A  great  deal  of  time  is  spent  preparing  statistics  for  state 
agencies . 

Lead  screening  for  children  0-6  yrs.  continues  to  be  held  on  the  third 
Monday  of  every  month  (unless  there  is  a  holiday)  from  1:30  P.M.  to  2:30  P.M. 
at  Medfield  Town  Hall.   Mantoux  testing  for  T.B.  is  done  in  the  office  by 
appointment  at  the  same  location. 

The  VNA  assists  with  the  pre-school  vision  screening,  acts  as  Health 
Supervisor  of  four  Day  Care  Centers  within  the  town  and  serves  on  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  King  Philip  Elder  Care  Services  and  the  Medfield  Home  Com- 
mittee.  For  a  first  time  this  year,  members  of  VNA  gave  a  Heart  Saver  Course 
for  town  personnel.

MEDFIELD  OUTREACH  PROGRAM 

The  Outreach  program  continues  to  be  administered  by  The  Medfield  Com- 
mittee, Inc. ,  and  a  Board  of  Health  Advisory  Committee.  The  prime  purpose 
of  the  Outreach  Program  remains  crisis  intervention,  short  term  counseling 
and  referrals  to  other  social  service  agencies.  However,  the  focus  of  the 
Outreach  services  includes  families,  as  well  as  youth. 

Community  affairs  also  involves  the  outreach  worker  as  an  advocate  for 
youth  resources  or  youth  programs,  as  well  as  a  mental  health  consultant  and 
educator  for  other  community  workers. 

Mrs.  Weiss  became  the  Outreach  Worker  in  October  of  1978.   She  has  had 
six  years  of  work  experience  in  the  area  of  human  services,  including 
counseling  college  students,  managing  a  drug  abuse  program,  and  providing 
community  mental  health  consultation.   In  1973  she  received  a  Master  of 
Education  in  counseling  degree  from  Boston  University.   Prior  to  Glenna  Weiss, 
M.  ED.  the  position  had  been  held  by  Isabel  Rabe,  M.ED,  and  Marcia  Jackson, 
M.  ED.  during  the  1978  year.   The  transition  in  workers  went  smoothly  with 
little  interruption  of  service  to  the  community.

In  fifty-three  per  cent  (53%)  of  the  91  cases,  parents  were  also  involved 
with  the  Outreach  Program.   In  some  cases  counseling  centered  around 
pressures  and  frustration  of  parents.   However,  there  are  no  statistics  avail- 
able for  the  1978  year  as  to  the  number  of  parent-centered  cases. 

An  important  part  of  the  Outreach  Program  is  to  cooperate  and  coordinate 
kith  school  officials,  police,  clergy,  other  social  service  agencies,  and 
mental  health  facilities.   Client  confidentiality  is  respected  and  permission 
is  needed  prior  to  these  client-related  contacts.   A  majority  of  the  91 
cases  serviced  in  1978  involved  contact  and  coordination  with  other  services. 
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Thirty-four  per  cent  (34%)  of  the  91  individuals  receiving  Outreach 
services  were  also  involved  with  either  the  District  Attorney's  Juvenile 
Diversion  Program  or  the  Juvenile  Probation  Department  of  the  District  Court. 

COMMUNITY  AFFAIRS  SUMMARY 

The  Outreach  Worker  continues  to  be  a  part  of  the  Youth  Advisory  Com- 
mission and  the  Superintendent  of  Schools'  Community  Advisory  Council,  and 
the  Police  Crisis  Intervention  team. 

Mrs.  Rabe  served  on  the  Superintendent  of  Schools'  Health  Curriculum 
Development  Committee  and  participated  in  the  Alcohol  Awareness  program  at 
the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools.   In  addition,  Isabel  Rabe  served  on  an 
Office  for  Children  task  force  on  Emergency  Shelter  for  Children.   Glenna 
Weiss  has  continued  this  effort  by  recruiting  foster  parents  for  "Project 
Support",  a  coordinated  effort  by  the  Office  for  Children,  Department  of 
Mental  Health  and  Department  of  Welfare.   "Project  Support"  will  provide 
services  to  foster  children  and  foster  families  in  the  South  Norfolk  County 
area,  which  includes  Medfield  as  one  of  twelve  towns.  "Project  Support"  will 
help  fill  the  need  for  emergency  shelter  for  children,  as  well  as  to  help  keep 
temporary  foster  placements  geographically  close  to  the  natural  parents' 
home. 

Currently,  Mrs.  Weiss  is  working  with  the  Leslie  B.  Cutler  Mental  Health 
Clinic  to  bring  an  adolescent  and  family  therapist  to  a  Medfield  location  on 
a  regular  basis.   It  is  hoped  that  this  will  bring  better  and  more  convenient 
state  supported  mental  health  services  to  Medfield' s  youth  and  families. 

The  Board  of  Health  would  like  to  thank  its  staff  and  advisory  committee 
members  for  their  dedicated  service.   Also,  we  would  like  to  acknowledge  the 
service  given  by  Mr.  Francis  X.  Curry,  whose  term  expired  during  the  year. 
Frank  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Hope  Wallingford,  R.N. 

The  Board  normally  holds  its  meetings  on  the  second  and  fourth  Mondays  of 
each  month,  at  the  Town  House.   These  meetings  are  open  to  the  public,  and 
citizens  are  invited  to  attend  and  participate.

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THE  NORFOLK  COUNTY  MOSQUITO 
CONTROL  PROJECT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  Medfield: 

The  Operational  Project  Program  integrates  all  proven  technologies  into 
a  system  of  mosquito  control  that  is  rational,  safe,  effective  and  economic- 
ally feasible. 

All  mosquito  eggs  need  water  to  hatch  and  to  sustain  larval  growth. 

Source  Reduction  Work:   Our  primary  efforts  are  concentrated  on  the 
draining  of  shallow,  standing,  stagnant  water  and  the  maintenance  of  existing 
flow  systems  which  contribute  to  mosquito  breeding  sources. 

Drainage  ditches  cleaned  4,075  feet 

Brush  obstructing  drainage  cut  25  feet 

Culverts  cleaned  and  opened  13 

Larviciding.   Treatment  of  mosquito  larvae  during  aquatic  development  is 
the  next  most  effective  control  effort. 

Aerial  applied  larvicide  890  acres 

Larvicide  by  backpack  and  mistblowers  190  acres 

Adulticiding.   The  suppression  of  flying  adult  mosquitoes  becomes 
necessary  when  they  are  numerous,  annoying  or  threatening  to  residents. 
Aerial  U.L.V.  adulticide  application  7,381  acres 

Adulticide  mistblowing  from  trucks  5,830  acres 

Adulticide  U.L.V.  from  trucks  1,920  acres 

Catch  basin  application  Adulticide  and  larvicide   1,265 

Surveys,  inspections  and  monitoring  in  support  of  our  programs  include 
locating  and  mapping  breeding  areas,  larval  and  adult  collections  and  field- 
work  evaluations  leading  to  better  drainage. 

The  Project  received  176  calls  from  residents  for  information  and 
assistance.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

During  the  past  year  we  were  still  doing  pruning  from  the  May  9,  1977 
snowstorm.   We  also  went  back  to  our  regular  program  of  pruning  for  large 
deadwood,  raising  low  limbs  over  roads,  trimming  for  fire  alarm  wires.   Dead 
and  dangerous  trees  were  removed  with  most  of  the  stumps  also  removed. 

In  the  spring  of  1978  we  instituted  some  new  sidewalk  plantings  along 
Main  Street  in  the  central  business  district  and  along  part  of  North  Street 
using  Shade  Master  Locusts  and  Littleleaf  Lindens.   The  Norfolk  County  Trust 
Company  donated  four  Kwanzan  Cherries  to  be  planted  along  Main  Street  also. 
Other  shade  trees  were  planted  at  various  locations  along  the  Town  ways  to 
replace  trees  removed  at  an  earlier  time. 

An  aerial  spray  was  applied  to  1500  acres  of  woodland  in  the  town  for  the 
control  of  the  Gypsy  Moth  with  very  good  results.   All  evidence  at  this 
writing  indicates  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  another  aerial  spray  this 
season. 

The  percentage  of . Elms  removed  because  of  Dutch  Elm  Disease  remains  ap- 
proximately the  same  as  in  the  past.   This  coming  season  we  will  be  inject- 
ing some  of  our  more  prominent  Elms  with  a  material  to  slow  the  advance  of 
the  Dutch  Elm  Disease.   These  materials  will  cost  about  the  same  as  spraying, 
but  we  hope  the  results  will  be  more  promising.

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THE  PARK  AND  RECREATION  COMMISSION 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

In  1978  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  completed  a  very  active  and 
involved  year  in  its  attempt  to  provide,  as  much  as  is  possible,  the  best 
recreational  programs  and  facilities  and  to  maintain  the  care  and  upkeep  of 
the  town  parks. 

During  the  summer  season,  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  witnessed 
one  of  the  most  successful  seasons  in  recent  memory  for  the  Corporal  Stephen 
Hinkley  Memorial  Pond.   Under  our  biological  program  the  Commission  was  able 
to  keep  the  pond  open  throughout  the  summer  and  maintain  visibility  readings 
well  above  the  Commonwealth's  standards.   We  were  pleased  to  hear  Medfield 's 
Board  of  Health  agent,  John  Keefe,  describe  Hinkley  Pond  as  "in  its  best 
condition  ever"  and  pleased  to  hear  the  positive  remarks  from  the  townspeople 
who  used  the  pond.   The  pond's  activities  themselves  were  under  the  direction 
of  Waterfront  Director,  Thomas  Burr  and  a  staff  of  nine.   In  addition  to 
providing  safety  for  those  swimming  at  the  pond,  the  staff  provided  a  wide 
range  of  activities  ranging  from  weekly  foot  races  to  water  polo  and  volley- 
ball games  to  "Fun  Day."  Through  the  use  of  C.E.T.A.  personnel,  extensive 
clearing  and  landscaping  was  accomplished  in  the  wooded  areas  around  the 
Pond  and  the  Commission  provided  fireplaces  and  picnic  tables  which  were 
used  in  these  areas. 

Medfield 's  swim  team,  which  participates  regularly  in  the  Suburban  Swim 
League,  recorded  its  largest  turnout  ever  (125)  and  its  most  successful 
winning  season  in  nine  years.   During  1978,  742  individuals  were  enrolled  in 
swimming  classes  at  the  Pond  and  this,  according  to  the  Red  Cross,  Greater 
Boston  Chapter,  is  one  of  the  largest  Red  Cross  programs  in  eastern  Mass- 
achusetts. 

The  Mini-Recreation  Center  located  in  the  Game  Room  of  the  Youth  Center 
completed  its  second  successful  year  with  an  average  of  120  junior  and  senior 
high  school  students  using  the  facility  weekly.   The  Center  opened  during  the 
Spring  and  Summer  months  and  provided  pool  tables,  pinball  machines,  ping 
pong  tables,  etc.  for  the  youths. 

The  summer  playground,  operated  under  the  direction  of  recreation  co- 
ordinator, Richard  Cantrell,  attracted  more  than  150  youths  daily  in  grades 
one  through  six.   In  addition  to  the  arts,  crafts,  and  indoor-outdoor  games 
provided,  field  trips  were  taken  to  Southwick  Animal  Farm,  South  Shore  Music 
Circus,  and  Wal-Lex  Recreational  Center. 

Our  Recreational  Coordinator  also  directs  Park  and  Recreation  programs 
such  as  karate,  women's  exercise,  gymnastics,  creative  dramatics,  and  girls 
and  boys  basketball.   Special  activities  ranging  from  ski  clinics  to  a  Star 
Wars  puppet-magic  show  were  also  set  up  and  organized  by  the  Coordinator. 

Baton  twirling  classes  under  the  direction  of  Diane  Davies  has  proven 
popular  with  75  youngsters  from  pre-school  through  high  school  enrolled. 
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The  girls  Softball  program  directed  by  John  Belmont  ran  with  much  suc- 
cess during  the  summer  attracting  over  100  girls  into  organized  softball 
games . 

The  Commission's  soccer  program  provided  over  28  weeks  of  outdoor  re- 
creation for  hundreds  of  girls  and  boys  from  ages  seven  to  eighteen  during 
the  Fall,  Spring  and  Summer.   The  entire  program  is  made  possible  through 
the  volunteer  efforts  of  many  adults  and  students  who  serve  as  coaches, 
managers  and  administrators. 

The  Halloween  party  sponsored  by  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  in 
conjunction  with  the  Medfield  Police  Department  again  proved  worthwhile  this 
year,  providing  Medfield  youngsters  with  a  safe,  fun  and  non-destructive 
activity  for  Halloween. 

Capital  improvements  were  completed  at  Metacomet  Park  with  the  paving  of 
the  parking  lot.   The  Commission  held  ceremonies  during  August  and  officially 
named  the  tot  lot  at  Metacomet  Park  on  behalf  of  the  Medfield  Jaycees ,  who 
raised  money,  allowing  the  tot  lot  to  be  built. 

The  Commission  also  wishes  to  thank  the  Hannah  Adams  Club  for  the 
purchase  of  windscreens  installed  at  the  Metacomet  tennis  courts  and  for 
their  donation  for  improvements  to  Baxter  Park. 

The  tennis  courts  continue  in  popularity  with  the  townspeople  through 
their  usage  and  registration  fees.   Tennis  lessons  under  the  direction  of 
Carol  Thompson  continued  with  success  again  this  year,  .teaching  Medfield 
youths  how  to  play  tennis. 

The  Youth  Center  building  is  utilized  by  many  groups  for  a  multitude  of 
activities.   They  range  from  among  others  a  blood  mobile,  Youth  Hockey  skate 
swaps,  yard  sales,  auctions,  club  meetings,  New-In-Town  exercise  groups, 
disco  dancing,  Youth  Soccer  garage  sales,  to  Democratic  Town  Committee 
meetings,  flu  clinics  and  heart  saver  courses.   The  building  is  also  used 
weekly  throughout  the  year  as  headquarters  for  Boy  Scout  troop  200  as  well 
as  for  the  Park  and  Recreation  sponsored  activities.   Capital  improvements 
continued  with  the  refurbishing  of  the  kitchen  and  lounge  areas,  installing 
new  sinks,  and  the  installation  of  the  first  phase  of  the  new  windows.   The 
Commission  is  grateful  to  members  of  the  Youth  Advisory  Commission  and  high 
school  students  for  their  scraping  of  the  Youth  Center  ceiling.   It  is  re- 
warding to  see  the  youth  once  again  involved  with  the  building.  We  also 
wish  to  acknowledge  the  generous  donation  by  the  Jaycee  Women  for  money  to 
repaint  the  Game  Room  of  the  Youth  Center. 

Despite  limited  funds,  the  Commission  under  the  supervision  of  John 
Horgan,  maintained  the  upkeep  and  landscaping  of  Hinkley  Park,  Metacomet 
Park,  Baxter  Park,  Meetinghouse  Park,  and  the  Youth  Center  grounds. 

A  discouraging  aspect  of  the  Commission's  work  is  the  vandalism  that 
takes  place  annually  at  Park  and  Recreation  properties,  most  notably  the 
Bath  House  at  Hinkley  Pond  and  the  windows  at  the  Youth  Center.  During  1978 
over  $1,000  worth  of  vandalism  was  committed  to  park  property.   It  is  ironic 
that  harm  and  damage  should  be  done  in  areas  where  the  only  thought  is  in 
supplying  pleasurable  recreation  to  the  townspeople,  most  notably  the  youth. 
The  Commission  issues  a  plea  of  help  to  all  residents  to  be  ever  watchful 
and  helpful  to  the  Commission  and  the  police  in  order  to  bring  vandalism 
under  control  and  to  save  valuable  tax  dollars. 
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The  Commission  is  indebted  to  the  highway  and  school  departments  for 
their  assistance  and  support  throughout  the  year,  for  without  their  support, 
facilities,  and  physical  work,  we  as  a  Commission  would  be  unable  to  provide 
the  number  of  activities  that  we  do.   We  are  also  grateful  to  all  the  civic 
organizations,  other  Town  Departments,  and  the  countless  individuals  for  the 
generous  assistance  given  to  the  commission  during  the  year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  year  1978  marked  the  third  anniversary  of  the  Youth  Advisory 
Commission  and,  again,  we  feel  that  we  have  experienced  substantial  progress. 
An  underlying  goal  has  been  to  open  lines  of  communication  between  youth  and 
adults  and  Town  government,  in  order  that  we  might  cause  Medfield  to  be  a 
better  town  in  which  to  live. 

This  past  year  the  Commission,  in  cooperation  with  the  School  Department, 
held  its  second  open  assembly  before  the  High  School  Student  body.   The 
primary  purpose  of  the  assembly  was  to  reintroduce  the  Youth  Advisory 
Commission  to  Medfield' s  youth,  in  order  that  they  might  know  of  our  exis- 
tence and  purpose,  and  to  stimulate  interest  in  our  cause.   Many  issues  were 
discussed  at  the  assembly,-  including  recreational  needs  in  Medfield,  the 
ristrict  Attorney's  Juvenile  Diversion  program,  voter  registration,  and  the 
Outreach  program,  after  which  questions  were  taken  from  the  floor.   The 
primary  concern  expressed  by  students  was  that  one  of  lack  of  activities  and 
recreational  facilities  in  Medfield  for  youth.   Largely  in  response  to  this 
ir.rut,  the  student  -embers  of  the  Commission,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
adult  membership,  organized  a  high  school  dance  at  Medfield 's  Community 
Center.   The  activity  was  heralded  by  all  as  being  an  enormous  success,  as 
■any  youth  attended  and  enjoyed  themselves,  and  acted  responsibly.   The 
student  members  of  the  Commission  had  established  ground  rules  for  the 
activity,  which  were  rigidly  enforced,  and  young  people  policed  themselves, 
viators  of  the  rules  to  leave  the  premises. 

Although  during  this  past  year  we  experienced  happy  moments,  we  noted 
with  sadness  the  departure  of  Isabel  Rabe,  Medfield fs  former  Outreach  Worker 
and  Chairman  of  the  Youth  Commission.   Although  Isabel  will  no  longer  be  in 
:  f  ^--.-Lj-y  ;>f  Medfield,  she  has  assured  us  that  we  will  continue  to  ?fc  her 
often,  as  her  new  position  is  with  the  Juvenile  Diversion  Program  of  the 
Norfolk  County  District  Attorney,  and  our  town  is  within  her  area  of  re- 
sponsibility. 

Qoamission  happily  noted  the  arrival  of  the  new  Outreach  Worker, 
Glenna  Weiss.   Glenna  demonstrated  an  early  interest  in  our  goals,  and  we 
-        forking  with  her. 

ish  to  thank  all  of  those  who  contributed  to  making  the  Commission's 
year  a  successful  one.

The  Building  Inspector  continues  to  enforce  the  State  Building  Code  which 
requires  the  inspection  of  schools,  churches,  and  rest  homes  as  well  as  all 
other  places  of  assembly.   The  inspectors  have  continued  to  attend  state 
mandated  courses  which  have  led  to  the  certification  of  both  Mr.  Perry  and 
Mr.  Palumbo  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Building  Code  Commission.   The 
addition  of  John  0' Toole  as  a  local  inspector  took  place  this  year.  Mr. 
0' Toole  will  serve  as  a  back-up  when  other  inspectors  are  not  in  town  due  tc 
vacations  or  illness. 

The  Fire  Chief  and  the  Building  Inspector  continue  to  inspect  the  instal- 
lation of  wood-burning  stoves.   The  number  of  stoves  inspected  and  certified 
for  proper  installation  has  greatly  increased  this  year  over  the  number  of 
permits  issued  for  inspection  last  year. 

PLUMBING  INSPECTION 

Of  the  above  listed  inspections,  217  were  regular  plumbing  inspections, 
63  were  concerned  with  investigation,  administration  or  enforcement  in  con- 
nection with  violations.   In  addition,  18  letters  and  numerous  telephone  calli 
were  made  in  relation  to  violations  of  the  State  Plumbing  Code  as  well  as  re- 
ferrals to  the  State  Board  of  Examiners. 

GAS  INSPECTION 

Of  the  above  inspections,  24  calls  were  made  to  investigate  violations 
of  the  Gas  Code  and  to  enforce  correction. 

WIRING  INSPECTION 

This  year,  the  State  of  Massachusetts  issued  a  new  Code  Book  upon  which 
the  wiring  inspected  within  our  town  must  comply. 

The  Inspection  Department  continues  to  operate  with  all  inspectors  work- 
ing together  with  all  permits  being  issued  from  one  office.   Gratitude  is 
expressed  to  Mae  Otting  for  her  assistance  in  keeping  all  the  inspectors  in- 
formed of  new  applications  and  inspection  requests.

The  Commission  worked  diligently  to  obtain  this  incentive  which  will  help 
to  keep  industry  in  Medfield  and  attract  industries  from  those  Massachusetts 
towns  that  do  not  have  an  authority.   The  Commission  and  Authority  are 
working  in  concert  to  retain  Arrow  Business  Forms,  a  16  year  Medfield 
Industrial  tenant.   Arrow  expects  to  construct  a  new  facility  on  West  Street 
in  1979.   Arrow  has  cooperated  closely  with  Town  Commissions  in  their 
expansion  effort. 

The  Commission  has  acted  as  a  catalyst  between  industrial  landowners 
and  prospective  tenants  which  we  hope  will  result  in  construction  during 
1979.   Since  the  Town  is  not  a  landowner,  progress  is  difficult  since  we  are 
at  the  mercy  of  the  landowners.   With  the  expansive  economy  in  1978,  barring 
a  recession  in  1979,  Medfield  should  see  more  industrial  expansion  in  the 
next  few  years  than  in  the  past. 

Approximately  one-third  of  the  industrially  zoned  land  was  lost  to  the 
Army  Corps  of  Engineers  for  the  Charles  River  Natural  Valley  Storage  Project. 
This  resulted  in  the  balance  of  about  100  acres  of  buildable  land  in  the 
hands  of  seven  landowners. 

Due  to  the  size  and  location  of  the  parcels  it t appears  that  the  present 
industrially  zoned  property  is  better  suited  to  many  small  companies  than 
one  or  two  large  companies.   There  is  no  large  contiguous  buildable  area 
suitable  for  a  large  industry.   We  regretted  losing  Truman  Netherton  as  a 
member  upon  his  move  from  Medfield.   His  ideas  and  efforts  will  be  missed. 

We  thank  all  the  Town  Departments,  Commissions  and  Boards  for  their 
help  when  requested.

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INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  FINANCE  AUTHORITY 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  Industrial  Development  Finance  Authority  (IDFA)  was  born  at  the  1978 
Annual  Town  Meeting.   Its  purpose  is  to  offer  low  interest  financing  of 
property  and  equipment  for  industrial  tenants  according  to  Chapter  40D  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

Since  a  large  percentage  of  Towns  in  Massachusetts  and  the  United  States 
offer  this  incentive,  Medfield  needed  IDFA  to  compete  with  these  Towns  for 
prospective  new  industry.   Situations  also  existed  in  Medfield  where  the  IDFA 
is  necessary  to  retain  industry  presently  located  in  town  which  needs  to 
expand. 

The  IDFA  is  presently  working  with  Arrow  Business  Forms,  a  16  year 
Medfield  Industrial  tenant,  to  assist  in  financing  their  relocation  to  a  new 
larger  building  on  West  Street.   On  September  12,  1978  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
voted  favorably  on  the  IDFA  report  to  proceed  with  the  financing  of  Arrow 
Business  Forms'  relocation  plans.   Since  that  time  negotiations  between  the 
IDFA,  with  the  help  of  Town  Counsel  and  Bond  Counsel,  and  the  Bond  Counsel 
for  Arrow  Business  Forms  have  been  continuing.   These  efforts  have  been 
necessary  to  protect  the  Town's  interests.   It  is  expected  that  final 
approval  will  occur  in  early  1979  so  construction  can  commence. 

The  IDFA  is  greatly  indebted  to  Town  Counsel,  Charles  Fuller  and  William 
Tsaf arras,  Chief  Counsel  to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Commerce  and 
Development,  who  spent  several  evenings  with  the  IDFA  clarifying  legal  and 
financial  matters.

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CENTRAL  BUSINESS  DISTRICT  STUDY  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

During  1978  the  Central  Business  District  Committee  continued  to  work 
for  improvements  in  the  downtown  area  to  both  stimulate  commerce  and  make 
it  a  more  appealing  and  cohesive  centerpiece  for  the  town  as  a  whole. 

The  committee  was  originally  formed  to  deal  with  parking  problems,  and 
this  year  it  worked  with  Chief  Mann  and  the  Selectmen  to  create  comprehen- 
sive parking  regulations.   The  regulations,  including  a  variety  of  fines 
that  will  bring  new  revenue  to  the  town,  were  designed  not  to  be  punitive, 
but  to  encourage  turnover  in  on-street  parking  that  should  benefit  mer- 
chants. While  a  positive  step,  the  regulations  do  not  solve  the  Central 
Business  District's  basic  problem  of  ensuring  an  adequate  number0f  well- 
distributed  public  parking  spaces.   The  committee  is  continuing  to  work  with 
the  Planning  Board  on  incentives  to  create  new  parking  space  while  giving 
equal  emphasis  to  preserving  most  of  the  existing  downtown  building  stock 
by  avoiding  over  expansion. 

The  committee  also  gave  its  enthusiastic  support  to  the  town's  continu- 
ing project  to  add  more  brick  sidewalks  and  "old-time"  lighting,  as  well  as 
the  tree  planting  program  which  has  already  done  so  much  to  beautify  the 
shopping  district. 

The  Central  Business  District  Committee's  other  major  beautification 
project  was  encouraging  renovations  to  downtown  storefronts.   During  the 
spring  the  committee  and  the  Selectmen  co-sponsored  a  two-day  visit  by 
nationally-known  "Main  Street"  revitalization  expert,  Norman  Mintz.  Mintz, 
whose  work  was  underwritten  by  a  much  appreciated  grant  by  the  Corning 
Foundation,  held  a  series  of  meetings  with  individual  merchants  and  the 
general  public,  talking  about  Central  Business  District  rebirth  in  general 
as  well  as  giving  specific  suggestions  on  individual  buildings.  Mintz' 
suggestions  have  already  been  acted  on  in  several  cases,  and  there  is  a  pos- 
sibility that  Corning  will  underwrite  another  visit  by  him  to  the  town  in  the 
spring. 

The  committee  also  encouraged  individual  renovations,  ranging  from  the 
dramatic  changes  to  the  Old  Colony  Bank  and  Page  Realty  buildings  to  the 
less  extensive  but  equally  important  painting  of  Maguire's. 
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1979  promises  to  be  another  year  of  progress  for  the  Central  Business 
District  with  the  recent  opening  of  several  promising  new  businesses,  con- 
tinuation of  the  town  beautification  projects  and  new  initiatives  such  as  a 
major  program  encouraging  merchants  to  place  window  boxes  in  front  of  their 
stores.  The  Central  Business  District  Committee  will  continue  to  work  with 
other  town  committees  and  merchants  to  promote  commercial  prosperity  and  an 
attractive,  inviting  downtown  area.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

Our  first  full  year  of  operation  is  now  history  and  it  gives  us  great 
pleasure  to  report  to  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

The  Tri-County  Evening  Adult  Program  opened  in  January  and  enrolled  179 
district  residents  in  16  trade  preparation  courses.   We  expect  that  as  the 
district  becomes  more  aware  of  this  rare  opportunity  enrollment  will  event- 
ually swell  to  600-800.   Additional  information  and  printed  brochure  can  be 
had  by  calling  the  school  office  at  any  time. 

For  the  better  part  of  the  first  school  year  the  District  Committee  was 
engaged  in  arbitration  with  the  General  Contractor.   Consequently,  the 
activities  of  all  sub-contractors  ceased  and  we  did  suffer  some  hardship. 
Fortunately  the  dispute  was  finally  settled  in  June  and  we  are  now  reaching 
the  point  where  all  school  equipment  is  fully  operational. 

In  September,  we  embarked  on  our  second  year.   The  school  day  was  reduced 
from  nine  to  eight  periods  and  students  are  now  dismissed  daily  at  2:30  P.M. 
A  new  program,  Food  Occupations,  was  initiated  for  low  incidence  special 
needs  youngsters.   A  small  fast  foods  restaurant  was  added  to  the  facility 
with  the  help  of  a  $12,500.00  federal  grant.   The  enthusiasm  of  the  students 
is  a  sight  to  behold  as  they  go  about  the  business  of  learning  by  working 
in  "Ye  Olde  Coffee  Shoppe." 

The  new  school  year  also  saw  the  Tri-County  Career  Education  Lab  fully 
productive.   Equipped  with  a  computer  terminal,  linked  to  the  Massachusetts 
Occupational  Information  Systems  computer  in  Wellesley,  students  can  retrieve 
a  wealth  of  occupational  and  educational  information.   This  service  is  being 
made  available  not  only  to  Tri-County  'Students  but  also  to  Junior  High  School 
students  throughout  the  district.   The  Lab  is  well  equipped  with  a  variety  of 
appropriate  audio-visual  materials  and  the  great  majority  of  all  equipment 
and  materials,  including  the  terminal,  has  been  financed  with  federal  grants. 

In  September,  19  students  from  Medfield  entered  Tri-County.  This  brought 
our  town's  enrollment  up  to  74  in  three  grades.  We  expect  that  in  September, 
1979,  when  we  reach  full  enrollment,  112  students  will  be  in  attendance. 

Tri-County  is  fast  becoming  an  attraction  to  visitors  from  all  member 
communities.   The  Rainbow  Room,  home  of  the  Culinary  Arts  Program  each  day 
serves  luncheons  to  area  residents  on  a  reservation  basis.   The  students  in 
Cosmetology  are  now  accepting  reservations  from  the  public  in  a  program  that 
is  increasingly  popular.   Almost  50  three-to-five  year  old  children  are 
provided  for  daily  in  our  Child  Care  program.   It  is  especially  satisfying 
to  note  that  at  any  time  of  the  school  day  there  are  adults  coming  in  contact 
with  high  school  students  in  a  spirit  of  mutual  respect. 

The  Construction  and  Machine  Shop  Trade  Programs  have  been  equally  pro- 
ductive. In  a  building  of  300,000  square  feet  there  is  a  constant  need  for 
remodeling  and  maintenance.   The  teachers  and  students  in  those  departments 
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have  saved  the  district  thousands  of  dollars  and  at  the  same  time  benefited 
by  invaluable  real  work  experience. 

As  we  move  toward  full  enrollment,  we  expect  that  this  vocational  school 
will  expand  services  to  Medfield  and  the  entire  district.   We  thank  you  for 
your  support  in  the  past  and  look  forward  to  a  continuing  relationship  of 
mutual  benefit  in  the  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


Our  excellent  comprehensive  school  system  makes  Medfield  an  attractive 
suburban  community  in  which  to  live.   Enrollment  for  Grades  K-12  is  2591, 
reflecting  a  slow  annual  decrease. 

This  year  we  have  been  able  to  complete  many  projects  which  have  been 
pending  for  quite  a  while.   New  roofs  were  installed  on  the  High  School  and 
Memorial  School  buildings,  and  the  heavy  rains  of  January  1979  showed  no 
leaks.   We  are  certain  if  the  roofs  had  not  been  rebuilt,  the  heavy  rains 
would  have  caused  the  closing  of  these  two  schools. 

Three  year  labor  contracts  with  the  Teachers  Association,  Secretaries, 
Custodians  and  Cafeteria  employees  were  negotiated  and  ratified. 

A  concerted  effort  by  the  administration  enabled  us  to  develop  curricu- 
lum guides  for  courses.   These  guides  have  been  written  in  detail,  leaving 
no  questions  regarding  the  material  to  be  taught.   The  guides  are  on  file  in 
the  Office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  are  available  at  the  Town 
Library  for  perusal  by  citizens. 

A  program  to  improve  writing  standards  was  put  into  effect  this  year.   A 
statement  of  Standard  Expectations,  along  with  Guidelines,  were  prepared  for 
use  by  teachers  in  correcting  all  written  work  in  all  subject  areas.   We  feel 
this  plan  will  greatly  improve  the  writing  skills  of  our  students. 

Over  the  past  years  we  have  made  every  effort  to  reduce  the  school  budget 
without  affecting  the  quality  of  our  educational  system  and  retaining  all  the 
special  programs  we  offer.   Most  cuts  were  in  the  area  of  Operations.   How- 
ever, as  we  prepare  the  1979-80  school  budget,  we  must  consider  reducing 
administrative  costs  and  course  offerings  in  order  to  maintain  a  reasonable 
budget  figure  and  offset  the  rising  costs  caused  by  inflation. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  1978  year  the  School  Committee  membership 
has  changed  to  a  great  extent.   Acknowledgement  is  made  of  the  fine  contri- 
butions of  Dawn  Austin,  John  Rudisill  and  Darrel  Bates  during  their  tenure  of 
office. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  townspeople  who 
have  contributed  their  time  in  various  ways  to  make  the  Medfield  school 
system  one  of  the  finest  in  the  area.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee  and  the  Citizen's  of  Medfield: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  this  annual  report  on  the  status  of 
education  in  the  Medfield  Public  Schools  for  1978.

The  overall  reduction  of  99  students  was  realized  as  of  October  1,  1978 
in  comparison  to  the  October  1  enrollment  of  the  preceding  year.   Of  the  total 
reduction,  30  fewer  children  enrolled  in  the  Kindergarten  program.   The  2,591 
enrollment  figure  reflects  a  3.7%  decrease  over  1977-78. 

The  Tri-County  Regional  Vocational  Technical  School  at  this  writing, 
enrolls  a  total  of  72  of  our  students  in  relation  to  Medfield 's  allocation  of 
117  spaces.   Of  the  students  attending,  20  are  enrolled  in  the  grade  nine 
exploratory  program,  28  students  are  enrolled  in  grade  ten,  and  24  students 
are  enrolled  in  the  grade  eleven  program.   Orientation  and  planning  sessions 
are  conducted  by  the  Medfield  Guidance  Department  for  parents  and  interested 
students.   Arrangements  are  made  with  the  Tri-County  School  for  on-site 
visitations  by  parents  and  students  who  express  an  interest  in  surveying  the 
educational  program  offered. 

The  overall  enrollment  outlook  tends  to  indicate  an  annual  decline. 
The  continued  issuance  of  single  family  permits  as  well  as  plans  for  multi- 
family  construction  will  have  a  very  important  bearing  upon  future  enrollment 
trends.   The  quality  of  Medfield 's  educational  programs  and  services  continues 
to  be  cited  as  an  important  factor  in  the  in-migration  of  families  to  our 
community. 
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STAFFING:  As  the  result  of  student  enrollment  decline  and  closer  monitoring 
of  class  sizes,  a  reduction  of  5.8  professional  positions  were  made  prior  to 
Town  meeting.   The  unequal  distribution  of  kindergarten  enrollment  between 
the  Memorial  and  Wheelock  schools  made  it  necessary  to  hire  one  kindergarten 
teacher  for  the  Wheelock  school  as  well  as  an  additional  grade  one  teacher  at 
the  Wheelock  school  due  to  an  increase  in  the  class  sizes  which  was  previously 
unanticipated.   With  the  extension  of  the  program  for  Gifted  (IMPACT)  to 
grade  eight,  a  second  resource  teacher  was  needed  to  adequately  staff  the 
program. 

The  system  of  administering  the  curriculum  was  changed  for  the  1979-80 
school  year.   Positions  of  Curriculum  Coordinators  for  each  content  area  were 
abolished.   Effective  on  September  1,  1978,  Subject  Specialists  were  appointed 
to  oversee  each  of  the  curriculum  areas  on  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School 
level.   These  specialists  each  teach  four  class  periods  per  day  as  opposed  to 
the  former  system  where  coordinators  teaching  responsibility  ranged  from  one 
to  three  teaching  periods  per  day.   Also  effective  September  1  was  the  position 
of  Secondary  Curriculum  Supervisor  whose  responsibility  was  to  totally  super- 
vise the  secondary  school  curriculum  with  supervision  over  the  specialists, 
along  with  the  added  responsibility  of  serving  as  leader  of  the  Junior/Senior 
High  School  English  Department.   System-wide  specialists  were  created  in  the 
areas  of  reading,  physical  education,  and  fine  arts.   Responsibility  for 
elementary  curriculum  supervision  was  added  to  the  job  responsibilities  of  the 
Memorial  School  Principal,  and  the  Administrative  Assistant.   Under  this 
revised  plan,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  provides  the  direction  to 
curriculum  supervisors  and  in  turn  meets  on  a  regular  basis  with  these 
individuals  and  staff  to  gather  their  recommendations  regarding  necessary 
action  in  curriculum  modifications.   In  addition  to  providing  a  more  cohesive 
curriculum  supervision  staff,  the  revised  plan  yielded  substantial  cost  savings 
in  the  administration  of  curriculum.   Charles  Sullivan,  former  Coordinator  of 
English,  was  elected  to  the  position  of  Secondary  Curriculum  Supervisor. 
Joining  the  Medfield  school  system  in  the  new  position  of  Fine  Arts  Specialist 
is  Frederick  Taylor. 

CURRICULUM:   A  great  deal  of  progress  has  been  realized  in  the  planning  and 
implementation  of  curriculum  projects  which  will  enable  students  to  acquire  a 
higher  degree  of  skill  in  basi.c  areas.   The  total  staff  committed  itself  to 
the  initiation  of  a  system-wide  Writing  Standards  Program  for  students  in 
September.   These  standards  are  incorporated  into  all  subject  areas  with 
increased  writing  experiences  assigned.   The  old  adage  of  "practice  makes 
perfect"  has  been  re-inforced,  and  we  are  confident  that  higher  student 
achievement  will  be  realized. 

In  the  area  of  reading,  past  practice  has  witnessed  the  majority  of 
students  culminating  formal  reading  skill  instruction  at  the  end  of  grade  six. 
In  September,  a  Reading/ Study  Skill  Program  was  instituted  at  the  Junior  High 
School  one  period  per  week  for  all  students  who  had  elected  a  foreign  language, 
while  non-foreign  language  students  continued  in  formal  reading  classes.   In 
September  1979,  the  concept  of  increased  formal  reading  instruction  at  the 
Junior  High  School  will  be  realized.   Through  a  system  of  diagnosing  reading 
skill  needs  with  the  current  grade  six  class,  recommendations  will  be  made  to 
parents  with  regard  to  reading  period  options  available  that  will  assist  all 
students  to  apply  reading  skills  in  the  content  areas  in  the  secondary  grades. 

In  May,  a  Reading  Achievement  testing  program  was  initiated  for  all 
elementary  and  junior  high  school  students,  as  well  as  in  grade  eleven.

After  several  months  of  planning,  a  formal  health  education  program  was 
initiated  in  grades  one  and  three  in  September.   This  program  was  developed  by 
a  Health  Education  Study  Committee  comprised  of  administration,  staff,  and 
citizens,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  League  of  Women  Voters.   This 
committee  is  diligently  continuing  its  work  toward  the  implementation  of  a 
program  in  grade  five  for  September  1979  and  hopefully  will  incorporate  a 
health  program  of  limited  scope  in  grade  seven,  also.   The  Health  Education 
curriculum  continues  to  be  a  priority,  with  formal  study  eventually  extending 
into  Senior  High  School. 

The  English  elective  program  for  grades  10,  11,  and  12  has  been  refined 
to  a  greater  extent  so  that  the  important  skill  areas  of  reading,  writing, 
speaking,  and  listening  are  emphasized.   In  the  past  four  years,  the  number  of 
English  electives  has  been  reduced  from  5A  to  the  present  number  of  20  offer- 
ings. 

Presently,  a  full  review  of  the  Social  Studies  curriculum  is  in  process. 
Some  short-term  changes  will  be  effected  for  September  1979,  while  long-term 
recommendations  are  planned  for  the  1980-81  school  year. 

The  Junior  Great  Books  program  was  expanded  in  September  1978  as  a 
result  of  a  pilot  program  initiated  in  the  previous  year.   This  program  would 
not  have  been  realized  without  the  dedication  of  the  community  volunteers  who 
enrolled  in  a  training  session  for  Junior  Great  Books  leaders  in  June.   During 
the  first  twelve  week  session,  6A  students  in  grades  four  through  seven 
participated.   A  similar  number  will  be  involved  in  the  second  session  in  the 
spring  of  the  current  school  year.   This  program  will  assist  students  in 
developing  and  refining  important  interpretive  reading  and  critical  thinking 
skills. 

As  a  result  of  the  Corning  Foundation  Grant  in  the  amount  of  $10,000,  the 
Medfield  school  system  was  able  to  purchase  a  computer  instructional  system. 
This  system  was  placed  into  operation  in  the  High  School  in  early  fall  with  a 
half-time  teacher  hired  for  classroom  instruction.   Marilyn  McCarron  was 
elected  to  the  post  and  was  able  to  enlist  a  large  number  of  high  school 
students  to  participate  in  this  program.   Our  deep  gratitude  is  extended  to 
the  Corning  Foundation  as  well  as  to  the  citizens  who  served  on  the  Computer 
Planning  Advisory  Committee. 

The  Medfield  Public  Schools  experienced  its  first  artist-in-residency  in 
the  spring.   This  project  was  made  possible  by  a  grant  from  the  Massachusetts 
Arts  and  Humanities  Foundation  with  a  matching  sum  approved  by  the  School 
Committee.   Jorgen  Henriksen,  the  visual  artist,  worked  closely  with  selected 
schools  to  display  and  discuss  his  skills  with  student  bodies.   This  project 
was  not  only  of  great  benefit  to  our  young  people,  but  to  the  Fine  Arts  staff, 
as  well,  in  that  many  techniques  employed  by  the  artist  have  been  continued 
in  the  Art  program  to  date. 
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A  Guidance  curriculum  was  initiated  in  grades  six  through  twelve  as 
Dart  of  the  reorganization  of  guidance  services  in  the  fall.   Students  in  those 
grades  are  assigned  to  a  group  guidance  class  for  approximately  ten  class 
periods  per  year  in  which  topics  important  to  the  educational  and  social 
[welfare  of  students  are  discussed. 

The  total  teaching  staff  under  the  direction  of  curriculum  administra- 
tors worked  diligently  for  two  years  on  the  development  of  system-wide 
'curriculum  guides.   Several  of  these  guides  have  been  published  and  are  in  use 
| in  the  school  system  by  the  teaching  staff,  with  copies  placed  in  the  Town 
Library  for  perusal  by  interested  citizens.   The  publication  of  other  guides 
continues  at  this  time. 

SPECIAL  FUNDING;   In  addition  to  the  Corning  Foundation  grant  for  a  computer 
system,  Corning  also  awarded  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $3,000  to  the  school 
system  for  a  membership  to  the  Brockton  Art  Center.   This  grant  was  effected 
with  the  cooperation  of  The  Center  for  the  Creative  Arts. 

The  CETA  grant  awarded  to  the  Medfield  School  in  September  of  1977,  in 
the  amount  of  $114,966.,  enabled  us  to  continue  with  the  staffing  for  the 
IMPACT  program  for  Gifted  youngsters,  as  well  as  providing  instructional  aide 
positions  in  the  elementary  and  junior  high  schools.   During  the  summer  of  1978, 
a  Summer  Enrichment  Program  was  offered  to  elementary  grade  students.   The 
program  focused  on  reading  and  mathematics  enrichment  as  well  as  the  visual 
arts,  including  photography. 

Further  Federal  funds  were  received  under  Title  I  ($12,109.00)  which 
allowed  us  to  place  instructional  aides  in  two  of  our  elementary  schools; 
Title  IVB  ($16,449.60)  used  for  library  resources,  textbooks  and  instructional 
materials  to  strengthen  selected  programs;  and  Title  VIB  ($24,725.00)  which 
provided  support  assistance  in  the  area  of  Special  Services. 

In  summary,  the  continued  progress  for  the  highest  quality  education 
possible  in  Medfield  would  not  be  realized  without  the  dedicated  efforts  of  the 
administrative  and  teaching  staff  along  with  the  high  degree  of  support  from 
parents  and  citizens  of  the  town.   My  experience  in  Medfield  has  shown  that  the 
staff  is  always  ready  and  willing  to  extend  themselves  not  only  in  the  class- 
room but  in  the  many  extra  hours  devoted  to  extracurricular  activities  with 
students  and  the  willingness  to  work  on  many  committees  in  the  interest  of 
improving  education.   The  parents  and  citizens  have  assisted  schools  in 
volunteering  services  in  classrooms,  through  school/parent  councils,  school 
support  organizations  as  the  Medfield  Boosters,  Medfield  Music  Boosters,  AVIS, 
and  various  civic  groups.   The  Superintendent's  Community  Advisory  Council 
representing  parents,  students,  senior  citizens,  school  volunteers,  clergy, 
and  business  has  been  particularly  helpful  in  providing  the  important  communi- 
cation link  between  the  schools  and  the  community  in  general. 

Though  much  has  been  accomplished,  there  are  continued  priorities  that 
will  require  attention  in  the  months  ahead.   The  School  Committee,  representing 
the  community  in  general,  has  continued  to  establish  policy  and  provide  direct ior 
in  concert  with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.   I  extend  my  appreciation  to  them 
for  their  cooperation  and  input  to  me,  along  with  the  cooperative  spirit  of 
town  officials.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ADMINISTRATIVE  ASSISTANT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  a  member  of  the  Central 
Administration. 

Multi-year  contracts  were  negotiated  with  the  three  employee  groups  in 
the  school  operations  department;  Cafeteria  Workers,  Custodians,  and 
Secretaries.   The  school  system  and  employee  groups  have  reached  agreement  on 
employee  benefits,  working  conditions  and  salaries,  through  June  of  1981.   The 
processes  of  program  planning,  staffing  and  budgeting  will  be  simplified  due 
to  the  extended  contract  settlements. 

Student  transportation  services  continue  to  be  a  high  priority  in  the 
system.   Eleven  buses  were  scheduled  to  make  sixty-eight  (68)  separate  runs, 
carrying  1,542  passengers,  at  the  beginning  of  the  1978-79  school  year.   In 
order  to  work  with  school  time  schedules,  two  buses  are  required  to  make 
double  runs  at  the  secondary  level.   Evacuation  drills  for  all  students  and 
driver  training  sessions  continue  throughout  the  year  to  insure  the  safety  of 
student  passengers. 

Six  separate  grants  totalling  $65,230.52  were  received  under  Federal 
Titles  I,  IVB  and  IVC.   Funds  were  used  in  English,  Reading,  Vocational 
Education,  and  Special  Services  programs.   Applications  for  additional 
funding  have  been  submitted  during  September  and  October. 

Major  roof  repairs  were  completed  on  Medfield  High  School  and  Memorial 
Elementary  School.   Approximately  70%  of  the  total  roof  area  was  replaced, 
providing  positive-pitch  drainage  and  increased  insulation.   Early  assessments 
reflect  a  15%  fuel  savings  in  each  building.   Some  grading  work  and  grounds 
repair  will  be  accomplished  in  the  Spring  of  1979  to  complete  the  total 
project.   During  the  repair,  no  major  contingencies  were  encountered  and, 
therefore,  the  total  project  will  be  completed  within  the  appropriated  budget. 

Policy  changes  and  new  regulations  have  helped  to  improve  scheduling  of 
school  facilities  for  community  groups.   Few  conflicts  have  arisen  and 
greater  use  is  being  made  of  core  area  facilities;  cafeterias,  gyms,  and 
auditoriums.   An  average  of  eighty-two  different  events  are  scheduled  in  the 
school  facilities  each  week. 

I  appreciate  the  dedication  and  cooperation  of  the  Bookkeepers, 
Secretaries,  Cafeteria  Workers,  and  Custodians.   Their  efforts  have 
contributed  to  the  growth  of  the  students.   I  wish  to  thank  the  School 
Committee,  Superintendent,  Administrators,  Faculty,  Town  Officials  and 
Citizens  for  their  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE

o  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Principal  of  Medfield  High  School,  I  respectfully  submit  my  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1978. 

The  official  enrollment  for  the  high  school  this  year  was  629.   There 
jere  220  graduates  in  the  class  of  1978.   Of  these,  60%  went  on  to  a  four 
fear  college;  13%  to  a  two  year  college;  7%  to  other  post  high  school 
Institutions  of  higher  education;  20%  entered  the  world  of  work. 

We  have  made  many  strides  in  improving  the  curriculum  offerings  in  our 
ligh  school.   During  this  school  year,  we  introduced  two  new  courses: 
Political  Science,  Social  Issues  and  History. 

For  the  first  time  this  year,  our  students  participated  in  group 
guidance  sessions  which  were  offered  by  members  of  the  guidance  department. 
Students  were  scheduled  approximately  every  three  weeks  for  these  group 
:onferences.   The  guidance  staff  developed  a  curriculum  for  each  grade  level 
tfhich  is  presently  being  utilized  in  our  new  program. 

A  standardized  testing  program  was  initiated  in  the  Spring  of  1978  in  the 
Medfield  Public  Schools  which  was  designed  to  assess  the  reading  performance 
of  students.   At  the  high  school,  this  test  was  given  to  all  11th  grade 
students.   All  parents  of  students  who  took  the  test  have  been  sent  an 
individual  test  record"  of  the  results.   The  results  derived  from  this 
program  are  being  used  to  help  us  diagnose  needs  of  our  students  and  to 
assist  us  in  modifying  our  programs. 

During  this  school  year,  we  introduced  uniform  standards  for  writing  in 
all  of  our  academic  courses.   Presently,  students  are  required  to  write 
compositions  in  many  of  their  subject  areas.   We  feel  that  increased  amounts 
of  writing  and  uniform  standards  for  correction  will  improve  our  students' 
performances  in  college  and  in  their  vocations. 

Thanks  to  the  Corning  Medical  Products  Company,  we  have  purchased  a  new 
Digital  computer.   For  the  first  time,  we  are  able  to  take  advantage  of 
computer  programs  in  many  of  our  subject  areas.   Beginning  with  the  second 
semester,  we  will  be  offering  a  course  in  "Computer  Science"  for  students  who 
have  interest  in  this  field. 

During  this  past  year,  we  have  completed  the  first  phase  of  our  high 
school  self-evaluation.   Faculty,  students,  and  parents  have  completed  the 
"Philosophy  and  Objectives"  and  the  "School  and  Community  "  reports.   We 
are  presently  working  on  the  second  phase  of  our  self-evaluation  which  deals 
with  the  academic  and  extracurricular  programs  of  our  school.   Our  formal 
evaluation  will  be  conducted  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges  during  the  Fall  of  1979. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Medfield  School 
Committee,  the  Superintendent,  the  Administrative  Assistant,  and  the  many 
parent  groups  for  their  continued  support.

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REPORT OFTHE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Principal  of  the  Medfield  Junior  High  School,  I  respectfully  submit 
the  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1978. 

The  school  year  1978-79  opened  with  671  students;  224  in  Grade  Seven 
241  in  Grade  Eight   195  in  Grade  Nine,  and  11  in  the  Special  Education  class. 
Twenty  of  last  year's  eighth  grade  students  enrolled  in  the  Tri-County 
Vocational  Technical  High  School. 

The  Physical  Education  Department  has  added  weight  lifting  and  adaptive, 
corrective  exercises  to  their  program. 

The  Guidance  Department  introduced  a  program  of  group  instruction  for  a] 
students. 

The  faculty  of  the  Junior  High  School  is  concentrating  on  developing  and! 
implementing  Writing  Standards  in  all  departments  as  well  as  improving  the 
quality  and  level  of  reading  in  all  content  areas. 

The  Reading  Department  introduced  a  Study  Skills/Reading  Program  for  all 
Foreign  Language  students  in  Grades  Seven  and  Eight. 

The  Foreign  Language  Department  paired  off  with  its  High  School  counter-: 
part  to  provide  a  spectacular  enrichment  experience  through  an  International 
Fair  which  was  open  to  the  public. 

The  Junior  High  School  athletic  program  was  expanded  to  include  inter- 
scholastic  basketball  for  boys  and  girls  in  Grade  Eight,  baseball  for  Grade 
Eight  boys,  Softball  for  Grade  Eight  girls,  and  co-ed  track  for  Grades  Seven, 
Eight,  and  Nine. 

The  musical  "Hello  Dolly"  has  been  selected  and  scheduled  for  production 
at  the  Junior  High  School  in  February. 

The  students  and  faculty  played  a  benefit  basketball  game  for  the  victims! 
of  the  Great  Blizzard,  in  March,  as  well  as  conducting  another  successful 
Field  Day  in  June. 

The  Student  Council  lead  another  successful  fund  raising  drive,  collected 
money  for  Globe  Santa,  toys  for  the  "Toys  for  Tots"  project,  and  presented 
holiday  poinsettia  plants  to  our  neighbors  at  Tilden  Village. 

Among  the  new  student  activities  at  the  Junior  High  School  are  the 
Photography  Club  and  the  Chess  Club. 

Once  again,  the  students  and  staff  of  the  Medfield  Junior  High  School 
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feel  very  fortunate  to  have  the  support  of  the  community  and  cooperation  of 
so  many  parents  and  townspeople.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  the  sixteenth  annual  report  for  the  Dale 
Street  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1978. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  productive  and  exciting  one  for  students  and 
staff. 

PROGRAMS 


Emphasis  continues  to  be  placed  on  the  positive  delivery  of  educational 
service  to  each  student.   The  following  are  major  curricula  and/or  program 
changes  for  this  past  year: 

Curriculum  guides  for  each  subject  area  have  been  completed  and 
are  being  published. 

Updated  Science  texts  were  introduced  in  all  grades. 

System-wide  standards  for  written  expression  were  implemented 
at  the  beginning  of  school. 

A  guidance  instructional  program  for  Grade  Six  students  was 
begun  in  December. 

New  penmanship  materials  were  made  available  to  all  staff  and 
students. 

The  Grade  Four  instructional  staffing  was  altered  toward  more 
self-containment  in  the  classroom  instructional  program. 

The  program  time  for  the  IMPACT  students  was  changed  from  two 
one-half  days  to  one  full  day. 

A  recess  period  was  made  available  for  all  students. 

Teachers  were  scheduled  for  cafeteria  supervision,  thereby 
replacing  aides. 

A  separate  Parents'  Open  House  was  scheduled  for  Grade  Four. 

Separate  Parents'  Open  House  nights  for  Grade  Five  and  Six  were 
combined  into  one  evening  this  year. 

The  Junior  Great  Books  program  was  initiated.

At  the  Dale  Street  School  minimum  standards  have  been  established  for 
staff  and  students  as  follows:

SCHOOL  ACTIVITIES 

School  assemblies,  field  trips,  a  full  intramural  program,  fire  drills, 
Art  Show,  Spring  Festival,  Grade  Three  Class  Visitation  Day,  outdoor  class- 
room for  Grade  Six,  Field  Day,  Award  Day,  Bicycle  Safety  program  and  Book 
Fair  were  all  on-going  activities. 

ENROLLMENT  AND  STAFF 

There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  student  enrollment  this  year.   Except  for 
replacements  in  Music  and  Guidance,  and  reassignment  of  one  teacher,  the  stafi 
remained  essentially  stable.   Mrs.  Dorothy  Donahue  retired  in  June  after 
sixteen  years  of  dedicated  service  as  School  Secretary  at  Dale  Street  School. 

SCHOOL  AND  COMMUNITY 

Once  again  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  help,  support  and 
time  given  by  the  many  parents  and  friends  for  the  benefit  of  the  school's 
total  educational  program.   The  work  of  the  volunteers  who  have  conducted  the 
mini-courses  in  Spanish,  French,  and  Baby-sitting  for  Grade  Six  students,  the 
Library  aides,  tutors,  the  Dale  Street  Avis  Committee,  the  Parent's  Advisory 
Council  to  the  Principal  and  the  Great  Books  leaders  has  been  particularly 
noteworthy. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  assistance  and  cooperation  given  to  me  by  the 
Superintendent,  Administrative  Assistant,  School  Committee,  the  faculty  and 
the  parents  of  the  students  of  Dale  Street  during  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEMORIAL  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  submit  the  Memorial  Elementary  School 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1978. 

ENROLLMENT  AND  STAFF 

The  total  number  of  pupils  enrolled  at  the  Memorial  School  remained 
stable  over  the  past  year.   Our  incoming  Kindergarten  class  of  eighty  pupils 
required  us  to  continue  to  offer  five  sessions  of  kindergarten.   In  addition, 
we  currently  house  four  sections  of  Grade  One,  five  of  Grade  Two  and  five  of 
Grade  Three,  with  an  overall  pupil-teacher  ratio  of  21  to  1. 

Our  support  staff  in  both  the  areas  of  Reading  and  Instructional  Media 
Center  Services  has  been  reduced  for  the  current  school  year  in  response  to 
the  slight  decline  in  our  total  school  population. 

PROGRAMS 

The  development  of  strong  skill  background  for  each  pupil  at  the  primary 
level  continues  to  be  the  main  focus  of  our  program.   Our  staff  has  been 
provided  with  In-service  training  to  help  them  continually  improve  their 
language  arts  teaching  skills.   Both  class  size  and  basal  materials  have  been 
carefully  considered  so  as  to  provide  an  environment  that  supports  learning 
and  competence.   Computation  with  speed  and  accuracy,  immediate  recall  of 
basic  facts,  and  an  understanding  of  the  four  basic  operations  continues  to 
be  the  goals  of  our  mathematics  instruction. 

The  Memorial  School  has  instituted  an  innovative  concept  called  SQUIRT 
Time.   During  the  Super  Goiiet  Uninterrupted  Individual  Reading  T^ime,  everyone 
in  the  building  is  engaged  in  some  form  of  silent  reading.   The  Health 
Curriculum  written  by  the  Health  Study  Committee  has  been  successfully 
implemented  in  Grades  One  and  Three,  with  sequential  comprehensive  lessons 
presented  by  the  school  nurses  every  other  week. 

SCHOOL  AND  COMMUNITY 

The  Memorial  School  Parents'  In-service  programs  continue  to  stimulate 
great  enthusiasm  and  participation  on  the  part  of  parents  interested  in 
learning  more  about  their  roles  as  informed  parents  and  educators.   Parents 
continue  to  support  school  visitations  during  the  course  of  the  school  year 
with  nearly  400  parents  attending  the  November  parent-teacher  reporting 
conferences. 

Pupil-parent  lunch  days  for  each  class  have  been  most  successful  in 
giving  parents  a  unique  view  into  the  school  day  of  their  child.   We  are 
fortunate  to  have  the  continued  support  of  parents  in  the  form  of  school 
volunteers.   Over  80  parents  are  directly  involved  in  the  school's  operation 
either  as  room  mothers,  IMC  helpers,  kindergarten  aides,  tutors,  and  office 
and  clerical  assistants. 
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The  Memorial  School,  through  the  combined  efforts  of  a  very  capable 
staff,  a  concerned  School  Committee,  and  the  leadership  of  the  Superintendent, 
looks  forward  to  continued  growth  in  all  of  its  programs.

REPORT  OF  THE  RALPH  WHEELOCK  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  tenth  annual  report  is  being  submitted  from  the  Ralph  Wheelock 
School  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1978.   Our  total  enrollment  as 
of  October  1  was  571,  which  represents  a  decrease  of  43  students  from  the 
previous  year.   The  major  decline  in  enrollment  occurred  at  kindergarten  and 
Grade  One. 

Some  children  were  placed  in  a  smaller  class  in  Grade  One  for  individual 
skill  development.   This  procedure  allowed  us  to  remediate  and  reinforce  at  an 
early  age  in  the  children's  School  experience  so  that  their  educational 
process  may  flow  smoothly  and  effectively  in  future  years.   These  children 
were  integrated  into  Grade  Two  classrooms  and  are  now  achieving  to  a 
satisfactory  degree. 

The  School  Committee  adopted  a  new  guidance  program  for  Grade  Six 
students.   Beginning  in  January,  students  meet  in  small  groups  with  the 
guidance  counselor  during  a  study-activity  period.   During  the  year,  this 
program  gives  each  pupil  an  opportunity  to  receive  information  on  such  topics 
as  careers,  Junior  High  School  planning,  problem  solving,  decision  making  and 
many  other  related  guidance  concepts. 

The  Junior  Great  Books  Program  has  met  with  great  success,  and  can  be 
attributed  to  the  enthusiasm  of  the  tutors  and  the  high  degree  of  participa- 
tion by  the  students. 

The  purpose  of  these  discussion  groups  is  to  promote  enjoyment  in 
reading  good  literature  and  to  develop  a  more  sophistical  level  of  comprehen- 
sion.  Children  at  the  intermediate  level  were  selected  by  their  classroom 
teachers  to  meet  in  groups  of  eight  with  a  volunteer  who  was  trained  in  the 
teaching  of  the  Junior  Great  Books. 

The  Instrumental  Music  Program  included  60  students  in  Grades  Five  and 
Six,  and  48  students  in  the  Grade  Four  Beginner  Band.  Approximately  one  out 
of  every  three  students  is  learning  to  play  an  instrument.  A  new  evaluation 
form  was  introduced  by  the  instructors  to  keep  parents  appraised  of  their 
youngsters'  instrumental  progress.  As  a  culminating  activity  to  display  the 
musical  talents  of  children,  the  annual  music  festival  will  be  held  in  the 
Spring. 
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The  Ralph  Wheelock  Library/Instructional  Materials  Center  circulated 
10,684  books  and  921  audio-visual  materials,  i.e.,  filmstrips,  cassettes, 
records,  transparencies,  etc.,  during  the  1977-78  school  year  to  its  staff 
and  pupils.   For  the  first  quarter  of  the  1978-79  year,  the  total  circulation 

iwas  3,326  items.   The  librarian  also  provided  instruction  in  library  usage. 

i He  also  worked  closely  with  the  Reading  Specialist  and  assisted  in  developing 
a  program  designed  to  augment  the  study  skills  program  through  use  of 
reference  materials.   The  annual  Book  Fair  was  held  during  American  Education 
Week,  November  13-17.   Library  volunteers  donated  a  total  of  138  hours  to 
make  this  event  a  success.   We  would  also  like  to  thank  those  parents  who 
have  volunteered  their  time  to  work  in  the  IMC.   With  their  assistance,  the 
librarian  was  able  to  devote  more  time  to  the  individual  needs  of  the  student 
body  and  staff. 

The  Special  Services  Department,  in  conjunction  with  classroom  teachers, 
is  servicing  approximately  80  children  with  specific  needs  under  Chapter  766. 

Oral  Communication  continued  to  be  implemented  in  Grade  Four  to  develop 
a  student's  poise  and  self-confidence  so  that  they  can  become  an  active 
participant  in  the  learning  situation. 

A  new  formal  health  education  program  is  being  conducted  by  the  school 
nurse  in  conjunction  with  the  classroom  teachers  in  Grades  One  and  Three. 

Six  students  in  the  Language  Arts  block  published  a  school  newspaper 
entitled,  "The  Wheelock  Times". 

Mini  courses  in  Foreign  Languages  and  baby-sitting  were  offered  to  the 
Grade  Six  students  during  a  study-activity  period. 

The  Study  Skills  Program  under  the  direction  of  the  Reading  Specialist 
continues  to  give  students  reinforcement  of  previously  learned  skills  and  to 
teach  them  how  to  utilize  their  time  effectively  in  the  development  of  good 
study  habits. 

The  Rocky  Woods  facility  will  be  utilized  in  the  Spring  as  part  of  the 
Grade  Six  Outdoor  Education  Program. 

Gratitude  is  extended  to  the  Central  Office  Administration  and  School 
Committee  for  their  leadership  and  assistance.   A  special  note  of  appreciation 
is  extended  to  the  excellent  faculty  at  Wheelock  for  their  dedication  and 
cooperation  in  all  aspects  of  the  total  school  situation.   We  are  also 
grateful  for  the  involvement  of  specialists,  aides  and  all  other  school 
personnel,  volunteers  and  parents.

To  the  Citizens  of  Medfield: 

In  December,  Kevin  J.  Flynn  resigned  his  position  as  Director  of 
Special  Services  for  personal  reasons.   Since  1974,  he  worked  diligently  with 
the  staff  to  develop  program  services  required  by  students  eligible  under  the 
law.   The  recognition  accorded  Medfield' s  program  at  this  time  is  due  to  his 
leadership  in  this  important  segment  of  the  Town's  educational  program.   We 
extend  our  best  wishes  to  Kevin  in  his  future  endeavors. 

SPECIAL  NEEDS  POPULATION 

The  count  of  children  receiving  Special  Education  services  under  Chapter;

During  the  1978  year,  of  the  above  total,  nine  students  were  placed  in 
Special  Day  programs,  and  five  students  required  Special  Residential  place- 
ments in  accordance  with  educational  needs.   Several  students  have  since 
returned  to  the  Medfield  Public  Schools  following  core  plan  reviews.   Seven 
students  are  serviced  by  the  Tri-Valley  Regional  Special  Education  program,  of 
which  Medfield  is  a  member.   The  majority  of  students  received  local  service 
in  the  fields  of  Speech  Therapy,  Learning  Disabilities,  Occupational  Therapy 
and  other  special  needs  prototypes. 

GUIDANCE 

A  reorganization  of  Guidance  services  was  approved  by  the  School 
Committee  and  initiated  in  September.   Major  emphasis  of  the  plan  is  the 
return  to  a  Guidance  curriculum  in  Grades  six  through  twelve.   Each  student  in 
these  grades  is  scheduled  for  ten  group  sessions  with  topics  relating  to  the 
particular  informational  needs  of  the  various  age  groups. 

IMMUNIZATION 

In  an  effort  to  assure  that  100%  of  the  children  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  were  properly  immunized  against  diphtheria,  pertussis,  tetanus, 
poliomyelitis,  and  measles,  the  Department  of  Public  Health  directed  all 
school  systems  to  conduct,  an  Immunization  Record  Survey  of  all  students  in 
Grades  K-12  in  compliance  with  the  Immunization  Law  under  Chapter  76,  Section 
15  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth.   By  mid-December,  all  Medfield 
students  had  submitted  valid  evidence  of  required  immunization.   The  School 
Department  is  grateful  to  all  parents  for  their  cooperation  in  this  regard. 
A  special  commendation  is  extended  to  the  school  nurses  and  school  physician, 
Dr.  A.  Ritchey  Stagg,  for  untiring  efforts  in  this  project. 

HEALTH  SCREENING  PROGRAMS 

The  Vision  and  Hearing  testing  this  year  was  done  by  trained  volunteers 
who  were  dedicated  to  the  task  and  accurate  in  their  work.   The  project  was 
completed  for  the  total  school  population  by  November.   We  are  indebted  to 
these  volunteers  for  their  fine  service. 
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The  Lions  Club  Pre-school  Screening  Program  was  successful,  with 
significant  increased  participation  by  the  pre-school  children.  We  are 
indebted  to  the  Lions  Club  for  this  valuable  contribution. 

A  screening  program  for  Kindergarten  students  was  conducted  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  to  test  for  lead  paint 
poisoning. 

OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

An  In-service  Workshop  on  Bystander  Emergency  Aid,  conducted  by  the 
school  nurses,  was  offered  to  all  school  personnel.   This  workshop,  held  in 
two  sessions,  was  a  training  program  designed  primarily  for  people  dealing 
with  school  children  and  demonstrated  how  to  respond  to  serious  emergencies 
which  might  occur  in  a  school  setting. 

The  school  nurses  have  continued  their  involvement  in  the  classroom  this 
year  by  helping  the  teachers  conduct  classes  on  personal  hygiene,  first  aid, 
and  body  awareness,  as  well  as  extensive  work  in  the  Health  Education  program 
for  Grades  one  and  three. 

PERSONNEL 

The  Special  Services  Department  personnel  are  to  be  commended  for  their 
valuable  assistance  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  the  two  months  absence 
of  a  departmental  Director.   The  leadership  responsibility  has  since  been 
assumed  by  Lois  Lambert  who  was  appointed  Interim  Director  of  Special  Services,

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MEDIA  SERVICES 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  school  library/lMCs  continue  to  provide  instructional  and 
recreational  services  to  the  children  of  the  Medfield  schools,  as  they  have 
for  the  past  seventeen  years,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  again  report  to  the 
citizens  of  Medfield. 

In  addition  to  providing  supplementary  materials,  both  print  and  audio- 
visual, to  all  classroom  teachers,  the  instructional  program  for  teaching 
library  skills  has  been  expanded  to  include  all  levels,  kindergarten  through 
grade  twelve.   Collections  are,  for  the  most  part,  up-to-date,  and  a 
dedicated  staff  is  striving  to  maintain  these  services  although  our  most 
serious  weakness  is  lack  of  sufficient  personnel.   Further  personnel 
reductions  in  1978  has  caused  reduction  in  equipment  repair  services,  in 
supervision,  and  in  services  to  Memorial  School. 

In  the  High  School,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  Boosters  Club,  basic 
photographic  equipment  has  been  made  available,  and  we  are  sponsoring  a  earner 
club.   The  High  School  also  has  received,  under  the  provisions  of  Title  IVB 
ESEA,  a  videotape  outfit  which  will  enhance  our  educational  efforts.   Another 
camera  club  has  also  been  started  at  the  Junior  High  IMC,  again  with  part  of 
the  cost  underwritten  by  the  Boosters. 

Book  Fairs,  held  annually  by  the  library  volunteers  in  the  elementary 
schools,  have  allowed  several  major  improvements  in  those  schools.   The 
volunteers,  through  these  efforts,  have  put  drapes  in  Dale  Street  and 
Memorial  School  IMCs,  carpeting  in  Dale  Street  IMC,  and  have  provided  added 
shelving  in  Memorial  and  Wheelock  IMCs.   Again  we  express  our  sincere 
gratitude  to  the  many  volunteers  who  spend  a  great  deal  of  time  improving  our 
library  services. 

Statistically,  we  again  can  indicate  to  the  people  of  Medfield  the 
heavy  usage  of  your  school  libraries.   The  following  figures  are  from  the 
1977-78  school  year:

To  the  Superintendent  , of  Schools: 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  this  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1978. 

STUDENT  LUNCH  PROGRAM 


The  lunch  program  continues  to  follow  state  requirements,  serving 
nutritious  meals  on  a  daily  basis.   During  the  year,  we  served  228,925 
student  lunches  and  147,498  a  la  carte  cartons  of  milk.   Each  day  we  are 
serving  57  free  and  38  reduced  price  lunches  to  qualifying  students.   We 
continue  to  urge  parents  to  inquire  about  our  free  and  reduced  price  program, 
which  is  supported  by  the  Federal  Government. 

OTHER  PROGRAMS 

We  were  pleased  to  provide  food  and  milk  to  senior  citizens,  town 
workers,  and  small  children  of  parents  that  could  not  get  out  during  the 
February  blizzard. 

Parents  of  elementary  students  have  participated  in  the  program  by 
Joining  their  children  for  lunch  through  the  year.   School  principals  have 
organized  specific  programs  to  involve  parents  in  the  important  educational 
phase  of  the  School  Lunch  Program.   The  Department  has  been  pleased  with  the 
response  and  support  of  the  parents. 

The  Department  continues  to  offer  50c  lunches  to  Senior  Citizens. 
Members  of  the  community  are  encouraged  to  participate. 

With  pleasure,  the  program. continues  to  assist  students  and  citizens  at 
various  functions  including  Music  Booster  fund  raisers,  Senior  Class  banquet, 
dinner  for  election  workers,  and  Open  House  refreshments. 
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PROGRAM  OPERATIONS 

A  successful  audit  of  operations  and  finances  was  completed  during  the 
year.   The  program  continues  to  support  the  majority  of  all  expenses  incurrec 
Although  food  prices  continue  to  rise  and  Government  commodities  have  been 
reduced,  the  student  lunch  price  will  remain  at  50<:. 

In  addition  to  food  preparation  costs,  the  department  has  made  major 
expenditures  in  equipment  maintenance.   A  preventive  maintenance  program  has 
helped  to  update  repairs  and  provide  better  service  to  the  students.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF 
BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  Director  of 
Buildings  and  Grounds  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1978. 

Many  repairs,  replacements,  and  additions  to  our  buildings  and  grounds 
were  accomplished  during  the  year.   Preventative  maintenance  practices  have 
been  implemented  tq   insure  proper  functioning  of  plant  and  grounds  equipment. 

SYSTEM-WIDE :   Treatment  of  all- field  areas  remains  a  high  priority  for  the 
maintenance  staff.   Insect  control,  fertilization,  and  reseeding  have  helped 
to  maintain  the  overall  excellent  condition  of  school  grounds.   Work  was 
facilitated  by  the  replacement  of  one  truck  used  by  the  groundsmen.   Other 
system-wide  projects  completed  include: 

Continued  shade  replacement  program  in  all  schools 

Maintenance  to  all  heating  and  control  systems 

Time  clocks  and  scoreboards  repaired  and  serviced 

Fence  repairs  at  all  schools 

All  gym  floors,  bleachers,  and  stage  floors  were  varnished 

Stage  curtains  fireproofed  in  accordance  with  fire  codes 

SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL:   With  Town  Meeting  approval  a  new  tapered  roof  was 
installed  over  61%  of  the  building,  correcting  major  leaking  problems. 
Security  of  materials  and  equipment  was  improved  by  creating  an  observation 
opening  in  the  library  complex,  and  housing  the  computer  equipment  in  a 
specially  constructed  area.   Thermostat  guards  were  installed  on  all  corridor 
equipment  making  it  less  accessible  to  damage.   Other*  security  projects 
include  installation  of  speed  bumps,  and  improved  storage  of  athletic  equip- 
ment . 
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The  maintenance  staff  painted  the  automotive  shop  to  improve  the 
environment  in  that  area. 

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL:   Emphasis  was  placed  on  preventative  maintenance  projects 


tfhich  have  been  scheduled  for  many  years.   Hoods  were  installed  over  all  fresh 
air  intakes  to  prevent  moisture  from  entering  the  building.   Brick  work  on  two 
;himneys  and  the  south  side  gym  walls  was  rejointed  and  waterproofed.   All 
Lavatories  were  refurbished  by  replacing  tile  and  painting  needed  areas. 

DALE  STREET  SCHOOL:   Major  projects  include  painting  in  office  areas,  School 


ommittee  room,  and  the  System  Materials  Center.   These  areas  were  last 
refinished  eleven  years  ago.   Two  outside  access  doors  were  replaced  for 
security  reasons,  and  a  number  of  vandalized  roof  slates  were  replaced. 

1EM0RIAL  SCHOOL:   Town  Meeting  Article  #34  also  authorized  a  new  roofing 


system  to  cover  69%  of  the  building.   The  tapered  roof  has  eliminated  all 
leaking,  and  has  had  an  immediate  positive  impact  on  the  learning  environment, 
[ncluded  in  the  project  was  the  installation  of  an  improved  drainage  system 
r'or  the  entire  building  and  surrounding  grounds. 

Based  on  experiences  of  the  previous  winter,  it  was  necessary  to  install 
leating  coils  on  oil  lines  to  insure  proper  functioning  of  the  entire  system, 
[mprovement  has  been  noted. 

fflEELOCK  SCHOOL:   According  to  the  planned  maintenance  program,  all  exterior 


surfaces  of  Wheelock  school  were  treated  and  painted  during  the  summer.   Two 
lew  doors  were  installed  and  the  School  Planning  and  Building  Committee 
unded  repairs  to  masonry  walls  in  the  gymnasium. 

Major  repairs  were  performed  on  building  circulating  pumps  and  heating 
ystem  controls,  resulting  in  significant  fuel  conservation. 

In  addition  to  the  specifics  listed  above,  the  Maintenance  Department 
7as  happy  to  provide  assistance  to  all  school  athletic  functions,  festivals, 

nd  shows,  and  to  other  community  groups  making  use  of  the  buildings.   I  am 
grateful  for  the  support  given  to  me  by  my  entire  staff.   Sincere  appreciation 

s  extended  to  the  School  Committee,  Superintendent,  Administrative  Assistant, 
tnd  professional  staff  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  year.

SECTION  1 

SCOPE 


1.1  TITLE 

This  Bylaw  shall  be  known  and  may  be  cited  as  the  Zoning  Bylaw  for 
the  Town  of  Medfield,  Massachusetts,  which  herein  is  called  "this~ 
Bylaw." 

1.2  AUTHORITY 


This  Bylaw  is  adopted  by  virtue  of  and  pursuant  to  the  authority 
granted  to  the  Town  of  Medfield  by  Chapter  40A  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  as  now  existing  or 
hereafter  amended  herein  called  the  Zoning  Act. 


1.3  PURPOSE 


To  promote  the  health,  safety,  convenience  and  welfare  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Medfield  by  lessening  congestion  in  the  streets; 
securing  safety  from  fires,  panic,  or  other  danger;  providing 
adequate  light  and  air;  preventing  the  overcrowding  of  land; 
avoiding  undue  congestion  of  population;  facilitating  the 
adequate  provision  of  transportation,  water,  sewerage,  schools, 
parks,  and  other  public  requirements;  and  by  other  means  in 
accordance  with  a  comprehensive  Master  Plan  prepared  during 
the  years  1963  and  1964  and  since  continuously  updated.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Residents  of  Medfield, 


During  the  past  year,  many  events  have  occurred  which  will  have  a 
profound  effect  on  taxation  within  the  Town  of  Medfield.   In  order  to  keep 
abreast  of  numerous  legal  changes  and  to  be  informed  of  the  effects  of 
revaluation  and  classification,  your  Assessors  and  assistants  have  attended 
many  seminars  and  schools. 


In  the  performance  of  our  regular  duties,  we  process:   approximately 
900  deed  transfers  yearly  which  is  a  time-consuming  process  of  checking 
these  against  our  records  and  making  appropriate  changes;  transmitting 
reports  of  sales  to  the  State  Tax  Commission;  committing  some  8,000  excise 
tax  bills  yearly  and  abating  about  2,000  bills;  committing  and  maintaining 
water  and  sewer  betterments  and  water  liens;  setting  the  tax  rate  and 
committing  about  3,500  real  estate  and  personal  property  tax  bills;  processing 
personal  and  real  estate  tax  abatements,  statutory  exemptions  and  a  myriad  | 
of  other  exemptions  allowed  under  special  legislation;  processing  all  changes 
to  the  Assessors'  maps;  appearances  in  the  Appellate  Tax  Court  and  other 
duties  too  many  to  enumerate. 


The  following  is  an  explanation  of  the  possibilities  of  recent 
legislation: 


LOCALLY 

The  final  phase  of  the  ongoing  revaluation  program  will  be  completed 
this  year  subject  to  funding  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.   All  properties 
have  been  visited  and  pertinent  information  recorded  in  the  Assessors' 
records.   This  information  is  being  keypunched  and  fed  into  a  computer 
program  specifically  designed  to  evaluate  each  individual  property  for  full 
and  fair  cash  value  as  defined  by  the  Superior  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

When  the  values  are  established,  every  property  owner  will  receive  an 
impact  notice  stating  what  his  property  will  be  assessed  at,  what  the  tax 
rate  would  have  been  this  past  year  if  the  Town  were  at  full  and  fair  cash 
value  and  what  he  would  have  paid  in  taxes . 

After  the  notices  of  value  have  been  mailed  to  the  taxpayer,  hearings 
will  be  held  for  those  who  wish  to  discuss  the  new  values  with  the  Assessors, 
When  the  hearings  are  completed  and  adjustments  made,  if  necessary,  a  final 
revaluation  booklet  stating  the  values  of  all  properties  in  the  Town  will  be 
forwarded  to  every  property  owner.   This  will  enable  the  taxpayer  to  make  a 
direct  comparison  between  his  property  and  other  comparable  properties. 
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THE  STATE 

This  past  year,  a  classification  amendment  was  passed.   The  bill 
briefly  states  that  the  Legislature  may  utilize  up  to  four  different 
(classifications  for  assessing  property.   You  will  notice  that  the  word  "may" 
is  underlined.   Realistically,  one  could  presume  that  a  classification  of 
Jany  given  percent  could  be  used  on  all  properties. 

As  written,  the  bills  suggests  the  following: 

(Residential  properties  at  40%  of  full  value  less  an  additional  $5,000 
homestead  exemption, 

Note:   A  residential  property  is  any  property  which  houses 
a  family  unit.   This  can  be  a  single-family  dwelling  or  a 
five  hundred  unit  apartment  complex.   It  also  applies  to 
properties  that  are  used  for  commercial  purposes  such  as 
stores  on  the  ground  level  and  apartments  on  the  floors 
above.   It  is  understood  that,  regardless  of  how  many 
dwelling  units  are  located  in  any  one  property,  only  one 
homestead  exemption  may  be  granted  per  property. 

Commercial  properties  at  50%  of  full  value, 

Industrial  properties  at  55%  of  full  value,  and 

Open  space  at  25%  of  full  value. 

At  the  present  time,  as  suggested  by  the  Department  of  Revenue,  the 
Town  of  Medfield,  or  any  other  community  in  the  Commonwealth,  will  not 
implement  the  Classification  Amendment  until  some  of  the  following  questions 
have  been  answered  or  defined  by  the  Attorney  General's  Office  or  the 
Legislature: 

What  is  considered  a  residential  unit? 

If  residential/commercial  property  is  to  be  allowed  a  homestead 
exemption,  should  it  be  prorated  by  the  percentage  of  residential 
area  occupied  as  compared  to  the  commercial  area  occupied? 

What  is  considered  open  land?  Residential  house  lots?  Commercial 
lots?   Industrial  lots? 

What  about  the  single-family  dwelling  on  acreage?   No  open  land 
classification  applies  to  this  category.   The  abutting  land  may 
have  the  same  acreage,  but  not  be  improved  with  a  residential 
structure. 

Within  the  single-family  category,  how  are  the  Assessors  to 
prevent  the  disproportionate  assessments  under  classification? 
The  homestead  portion  of  the  exemption  remains  constant 
regardless  of  the  valuation. 

How  are  the  Assessors  to  treat  land  that  is  already  under 
Agricultural-Horticultural  classifications,  Conservation 
agreements,  Fores tation  agreement?   Presumably,  these 
categories  are  already  assessed  at  their  lowest  value! 
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Under  classification,  personal  property  is  not  allowed  a  percent 
reduction  in  any  of  the  previously  mentioned  categories,  thus 
it  would  be  assessed  at  full  and  fair  cash  value.   Consequently, 
a  personal  property  tax  bill  will  be  three  times  what  it  should 
and  would  be  under  full  and  fair  cash  value  without  classification. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  many  questions  which  must  be  answered  before 
Property  Classification  can  be  put  into  effect. 


STATE  AND  NATIONALLY 

Proposition  13  is  starting  to  sweep  the  country.   In  the  Commonwealth, 
a  similar  bill  called  Proposition  2  1/2  was  filed  last  year  late  in  the 
Legislative  season.   It  was  defeated  by  a  narrow  margin,  but  has  been 
refiled  this  year.   Basically,  it  would  mandate  that  no  property  may  be  taxed 
at  more  than  2  1/2%  of  its  full  and  fair  cash  value.   What  the  impact  would 
be  on  Town  operations  beyond  the  Assessors'  office,  we  would  not  dare  say, 
except  that  it  would  be  profound.   If  the  bill  does  pass,  the  Assessors' 
office  will  require  a  staff  of  one  full-time  Assessor  and  three  full-time 
clerks  just  to  keep  up  with  the  applications  for  abatement  due  to  over- 
valuation. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  and  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth 
have  pledged  austerity  programs  to  reduce  the  level  of  income  tax  on  the 
populace.   This  action,  while  pleasing  to  each  and  every  one  of  us,  has  to 
have  an  effect  at  the  local  level  in  the  form  of  reduced  receipts.   When 
money  is  withheld  from  the  Commonwealth  by  the  Federal  Government,  the 
Commonwealth  must  pass  the  reduction  along  to  the  cities  and  towns  and  this 
must  consequently  be  compensated  for  in  local  taxes. 


The  Assessors  have  submitted  several  articles  for  the  warrant  of  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  this  year.   These  articles  have  been  inserted  as 
separate  items  outside  of  our  regular  budget  for  two  reasons: 

1.  The  items  are  a  once  only  request,  and 

2.  They  are  of  such  importance  and  will  have  a  long  lasting 
effect  necessitating  full  and  careful  consideration  by  the 
voters . 

Briefly,  the  articles  concern  the  following: 

1.  Funding  for  the  final  phase  of  revaluation. 

2.  A  request  for  monies  from  Free  Cash  to  reduce  the  tax  rate. 

3.  A  request  for  funds  to  compensate  one  or  more  of  the  Assessors 
for  time  to  be  spent  valuing  the  State  land  in  Medfield. 

This  is  extremely  vital,  because  in  lieu  tax  payments 
represent  approximately  $178,000  from  the  Commonwealth  to  the 
Town  yearly.

(6)  For  repeatedly  causing  a  nuisance  such  as,  but  not  limited  to, 
barking,  littering,  or  defecating  on  sidewalks. 

B.  The  owner  or  keeper  may  obtain  the  release  of  an  impounded  dog  as 
follows: 

(1)  In  the  case  of  a  violation  of  s.  1A  (1),  upon  obtaining  a 
license  as  required  by  law  and  payment  of  a  late  filing  fee; 

(2)  In  the  case  of  a  violation  of  subparagraphs  (2)  through  (6) 
inclusive,  of  s.  1A. ,  upon  the  agreement  of  the  owner  of  keeper 
to  undertake  such  restriction  or  control  of  the  dog  as  the 
Animal  Control  Officer  shall  require; 

(3)  In  addition  to  compliance  with  subparagraphs  (1)  and  (2)  of 
this  paragraph  B.  all  pound  fees  and  fines,  if  any,  must  be 
paid  before  the  dog  is  released. 

C.  Not  later  than  one  day  after  the  impounding  of  any  dog,  the  owner  or 
keeper  shall  be  notified,  or  if  the  owner  or  keeper  of  the  dog  is 
unknown,  or,  after  reasonable  efforts,  is  not  contacted,  written 
notice  shall  then  be  posted  for  ten  consecutive  days  on  a  K-9 
bulletin  board  on  the  outside  of  the  Town  Hall,  describing  the  dog, 
date,  place  and  time  of  taking. 

D.  Dogs  impounded  and  unclaimed  by  the  owner  or  keeper  after  such  a  ten 
day  period  may  be  sold  to  or  given  to  new  owners  (with  the  exception 
of  selling  for  profit  or  selling  for  research) ,  turned  over  to  any 
existing  humane  society  within  the  town,  or  mercifully  put  to  death 
by  a  veterinarian. 
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Section  2.   Restraint  of  Dogs 

Any  persons  owning  or  harboring  a  dog  shall  not  suffer  or  allow  it  to  run 
at  large  in  any  of  the  streets  or  public  ways,  or  places  in  the  town  of 
Medfield,  or  upon  the  premises  of  any  one  other  than  the  owner  or  keeper, 
unless  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such  premises  grants  permission.   No  dog 
shall  be  permitted  in  any  public  place  or  street  within  the  town  of  Med- 
field unless  it  is  effectively  restrained  by  a  chain  or  leash  or  is 
attended  by  a  person  able  to  properly  control  its  actions.

A  duplicate  legible  copy  of  each  week's  entries  in  such  book  shall  be 
delivered  by  the  licensee  to  the  Police  Chief  no  later  than  5:00  P.M. 
on  Monday  following  the  close  of  each  business  week.   The  Police  Chief 
may  grant  a  waiver  of  the  reporting  requirement  for  classes  of  articles 
or  types  of  transactions,  in  accordance  with  regulation  proposed  by 
the  Police  Chief  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

MEDFIELD  HISTORIC  DISTRICT 

Section  1.   Title 

This  by-law  shall  be  known  and  may  be  cited  as  the  Historic  District 
By-law  under  the  authority  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40C 
as  amended. 

Section  2.   Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  by-law  is  to  promote  the  educational,  cultural, 
physical,  economic  and  general  welfare  of  the  public  through  the 
preservation  and  protection  of  the  historical  assets  of  Medfield, 
including  buildings,  sites  and  districts  of  historical  and  archi- 
tectural interest;  through  the  maintenance  of  such  landmarks  of  the 
history  of  Medfield,  the  Commonwealth  and  the  Nation,  and  through 
the  development  of  appropriate  uses  and  settings  for  such  buildings 
and  places. 

Section  3.   Historic  District  Boundaries 

Main  Street  Historic  District. 

The  boundaries  are  hereby  established  as  shown  on  the  maps  entitled, 
"Medfield  Main  Street  Historic  District"  dated  December  1978  which 
accompanies  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  the  by-law. 
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Section  4.   Membership  of  the  Historic  District  Commission 

The  Medfield  Historic  District  Commission,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
District  Commission,  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  members  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen. 

The  membership  of  the  District  Commission  shall  be  made  up  as  follows: 

One  member  from  two  (2)  nominees  submitted  by  the 
Medfield  Historical  Society; 

One  member  from  two  (2)  nominees  submitted  by  the  Chapter 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  covering  the  area; 

One  member  from  two  (2)  nominees  submitted  by  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Realtors; 

One  member  from  two  (2)  nominees  submitted  by  the 
Medfield  Planning  Board; 

One  member,  if  possible,  shall  be  a  resident  of  or  owner 
of  real  estate  in  the  Medfield  Historic  District;  and 

Two  alternate  members. 

If  within  thirty  days  after  submission  of  a  written  request  for 
nominees  to  any  of  the  organizations  herein  named  no  such  nomina- 
tions have  been  made,  the  selectmen  may  proceed  to  appoint  without 
nominations  by  such  organization. 

All  nominees  shall  be  residents  of  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

When  the  District  Commission  is  first  established,  two  (2)  members 
shall  be  appointed  for  one  (1)  year  terms, two  (2)  members  shall  be 
appointed  for  two  (2)  year  terms,  and  the  remaining  member  and  the 
two  (2)  alternates  shall  be  appointed  for  three  (3)  year  terms,  and 
all  members  shall  serve  until  a  successor  is  appointed  and  confirmed. 
At  the  expiration  of  their  terms,  the  Selectmen  shall  appoint  suc- 
cessors for  three  (3)  year  terms  in  the  manner  described  in  the  pre- 
ceding paragraphs.   Vacancies  for  any  unexpired  term  shall  be  filled 
in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  original  appointment. 

The  District  Commission  shall  elect  annually  a  Chairman  and  Vice- 
chairman  from  its  own  number  and  a  Secretary  from  within  or  without 
its  number. 

Alternates  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  regular  members 

when  called  to  serve  by  the  Chairman  or  Vice-chairman  of  the  Commission. 

All  members  and  alternates  shall  serve  without  compensation. 

Section  5.   Definitions. 

As  used  in  this  By-law  the  following  words  and  phrases  shall  include 
the  meanings  indicated  below: 

(A)   The  word  "altering"  shall  include  the  terms  "rebuilding", 

"reconstructing",  "restoring",  "removing",  and  "demolishing." 
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(B)  The  word  "constructing"  shall  include  the  terms  "building", 
"erecting",  "installing",  "enlarging",  and  "moving." 

(C)  The  word  "building"  shall  mean  a  combination  of  materials 
forming  a  shelter "for  persons,  animals  or  property. 

(D)  The  word  "structure",  shall  mean  a  combination  of  materials 
other  than  a  building,  including  but  not  limited  to  a  sign, 
fence,  wall,  terrace,  walk  or  drive-way,  tennis  court  and 
swimming  pool. 

(E)  The  words  "exterior  architectural  feature"  shall  mean  such 
portion  of  the  exterior  of  a  building  or  structure  as  is 
open  to  view  from  a  public  street,  public  way  or  public  park, 
including  but  not  limited  to  the  architectural  style  and 
general  arrangement  and  setting  thereof,  the  kind  and  texture 
of  exterior  building  materials,  or  other  materials  applied  to 
exterior  surfaces  and  the  type  and  style  of  windows,  doors, 
lights,  signs  and  other  appurtenant  exterior  fixtures. 

(F)  The  word  "District"  shall  mean  the  Main  Street  Historic  District. 

(G)  The  word  "Commission"  shall  mean  the  Medfield  Historic  District 
Commission,  acting  as  such. 

Section  6.  Administration  of  Historic  Districts 

No  building  or  structure  within  the  Historic  District  shall  be  con- 
structed, demolished,  moved  or  altered  in  any  way  that  affects  exterior 
architectural  features  and  no  building  shall  be  moved  into  an  Historic 
District  unless  the  Commission  shall. first  have  issued  a  Certificate  of 
Appropriateness,  a  Certificate  of  Hardship  or  a  Certificate  of  Non- 
applicability  with  respect  to  such  construction,  alteration  or  move- 
ment.  The  building  inspector  shall  not  issue  a  permit  within  an 
Historic  District  unless  one  of  the  certificates  noted  above  has  first 
been  issued  by  the  District  Commission  or  the  proposed  improvement  is 
exempted  from  these  provisions  by  Section  7. 

Section  7.   Exemptions  to  Review 

The  authority  of  the  District  Commission  is  not  extended  to  the  review 
of  the  following: 

(1)  Temporary  structures  of  signs,  subject,  however,  to  such  condi- 
tions as  to  duration  of  use,  location,  lighting,  removal  and 
similar  matters  as  the  Commission  may  reasonably  specify. 

(2)  Terraces  or  landscaping  that  does  not  substantially  change  the 
grade  level.   (Exception  would  be  fencing  that  would  be  visable 
from  the  street.) 

(3)  Storm  doors,  storm  windows,  screens,  window  air-conditioners, 
T.V.  antennae. 

(4)  Color  or  type  of  paint  or  roofing. 

(5)  Signs  used  for  residential  occupation  or  professional  purposes 
which  are  not  more  than  one  foot  square  in  area,  provided  that: 
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(A)  only  one  such  sign  is  displayed  for  each  building 
or  structure; 

(B)  the  sign  consists  of  letters  painted  on  wood  without 
a  symbol  or  trademark;  and 

(C)  if  illuminated,  is  illuminated  only  indirectly. 

(6)  Signs  used  in  connection  with  non-residential  purposes  provided 
that, 

(A)   all  signs  will  conform  with  the  existing  sign  by-law. 

(7)  Reconstruction  of  a  building,  structure  or  exterior  architecture; 
feature  which  has  been  damaged  or  destroyed  by  fire,  storm  or 
other  disaster,  provided  that  the  exterior  design  is  substantially 
similar  to  the  original. 

Section  8.   Power  of  the  District  Commission 


The  District  Commission  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  an  Historic 
District  Commission  as  described  in  Chapter  40C  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws.   The  Commission  shall  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  conduct  of  its  business,  not  inconsistent  with  Chapter  40C  of 
the  General  Laws,  or  with  the  purpose  of  this  by-law. 

The  District  Commission  may  receive  and  accept  appropriations,  grants 
and  gifts  for  the  furthering  of  the  purposes  of  this  by-law.   It  may 
establish  an  historic  marker  program,  publish  guides,  maps  and  other 
appropriate  publications  to  illustrate  historical  and  architectural 
resources  of  Historic  Districts  and  to  acquire  and  maintain  historic 
properties. 

The  District  Commission  shall  propose  changes  in  Medfield  Historic 
District  boundaries  as  it  deems  appropriate.   Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  Chapter  40C,  will  guide  the  procedures  for  these  activities. 

Section  9.   Duties  of  the  District  Commission 

The  District  Commission  shall  coordinate  historic  preservation  activi- 
ties, and  oversee  the  preparation  and  implementation  of  historic  preser- 
vation plans  of  Medfield. 

The  District  Commission  shall  provide  assistance  to  owners  of  historic 
structures  on  matters  pertaining   to  preservation  of  those  structures 
in  Medfield. 

Section  10.   Adoption  of  Rules  and  Regulations 

The  District  Commission  shall  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  the  con- 
duct of  its  business,  not  inconsistent  with  Chapter  40C  of  the  General 
Laws,  or  with  the  purpose  of  this  by-law. 

The  District  Commission  shall  act  at  all  times  with  a  clear  under- 
standing of  the  need  of  the  residents  of  a  Medfield  Historic  District 
or  Districts  to  enjoy  the  progress  of  contemporary  life  in  the  use  of 
their  homes  and  properties. 
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Section  11.   Severability 

In  case  any  section,  paragraph  or  part  of  this  by-law  be  for  any 
reason  declared  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by  any  court  of  last 
resort,  every  other  section,  paragraph  or  part  shall  continue  in 
full  force  and  effect.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Map  to  place 

lot  50,  map  42  of  the  Medfield  Assessors'  Maps,  now  or  formerly  of 

John  J.  Horgan  and  Mary  E.  Horgan,  on  the  corner  of  Cottage  and  North  Streets 

entirely  within  the  "B"  Zoning  District,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation 

thereto. 

(Planning  Board) 

ARTICLE  31.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend   the  Zoning  Map  to  include 
lot  152  on  map  43  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  Assessors'  Maps  in  its  entirety  in 
the  "B"  Zoning  District  and  lots  81  and  83  of  map  37, of  the  Medfield  Assessors' 
Maps  in  their  entirely  and  lots  80  and  100  of  map  37  of  the  Medfield  Assessors' 
maps  to  a  depth  of  one  hundred  feet  (100')  in  the  MB"  zoning  district,  or  do 
or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

(Planning  Board) 

ARTICLE  32.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-law  by  adding 
to  the  "Table  of  Use  Regulations": 

"5.4.4.31.  Parking  of  Commercial  Vehicles  of  Greater  than  GVW  of 
10,000  pounds.  NO  in  all  Residential  Zones  and  YES  in  B,  BI  and 
IE  zones."  and 

"5.4.5.9  Parking  of  Commercial  Vehicles  of  Greater  than  GVW  of 
10,000  pounds.  NO  in  all  Residential  Zones  and  YES  in  B,  BI  and 
IE  zones." 

or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

(Planning  Board) 
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ARTICLE  33.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-law  by  adding 
the  following: 

"5.4.3.10  Construction  Trailers  (not  over  one  year  as  temporary 
office,  storage  of  materials  and  equipment).   SP  all  Districts." 

or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

(Planning  Board) 

ARTICLE  34.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-law  by  chang- 
ing Section  5.4.1.9.  so  that  it  reads  as  follows: 

"5.4.1.9  Trailers  (see  Section  14. 10. 6. a.  and  Section  5.4.5.10)", 

or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

(Planning  Board) 

ARTICLE  35.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-law  by  adding 
the  following  section: 

"14.10.6 .a. 1.  For  use  of  construction  trailer  during  the  course  of 
a  building  construction  program  a  Special  Permit  may  be  issued  for 
one  year.

This  shall  be  shown  on  a  separate  sheet  and  at  a  reduced 
scale,  if  necessary. 

14. 12. 2d)   The  location  and  height  of  all  existing  and  proposed  build- 
ings and  structures. 

14.12.2e)   Parking  lots;  showing  driveway  entrances  and  exits  designed 
for  safe  ingress  and  egress,  layout  of  parking  spaces  and 
aisles,  pedestrian  walks,  necessary  ramps,  drainage,  land- 
scaping, service  areas,  and  representative  cross  sections 
of  all  proposed  parking  areas  and  driveways.  ALL  of  the  above 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  Section  8  of  this  Bylaw  and  with 
said  Land  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations,  where  applicable, 

14.12.2f)   Front-,  side-,  and  rear-yard  dimensions,  lot  widths  and  set- 
backs in  accordance  with  Table  6.2  of  the  Bylaw. 

14.12. 2g)  All  facilities  for  sewerage,  garbage  and  rubbish,  and  other 
waste  disposal. 

14.12.2h)  All  facilities  for  water  supply  and  distribution,  fire  pro- 
tection, lighting  and  facilities  for  the  prevention  of  air 
pollution.   The  following  site  lighting  information  should  be 
provide:   type,  height,  wattage  and  foot  candle  output. 

14.12.2i)   All  facilities  for  accommodating  storm-water  drainage  and 
snow-melt  runoff  from  all  driveways  and  from  all  parking 
areas  and  service  areas  on  the  site.

14.12.2k)   Zoning  district (s)  and  any  boundary  of  zoning  districts  with- 
in the  lot,  along  any  lot  line,  or  wxthin  any  abutting  pro- 
perty, including  the  Watershed  Protection  District  as  defined 
by  Section  11  of  this  Bylaw. 

14.12.21)  A  plan  for  the  control  of  erosion  and  siltation. 

14.12.2m)  A  locus  plan  showing  the  general  location  of  the  site  in  re- 
lation to  all  adjacent  and  nearby  roads,  railroads,  waterways 
and  utility  easements." 

or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.
